Thatcher

Many  of  those  policies  have 
been  ditched  because  of  their 
vote-losing  potential. 

If  Labour  loses  the  election 
it  will  free  the  inevitable 
charge  from  the  left  that  it  did 
so  because  it  failed  to  fight  on 
true  socialist  policies. 

The  manifesto,  which  will 
not  be  published  until  next 
week,  will  be  dominated  by 
Labour’s  attack  on  poverty 
and  unemployment,  its 
commitment  to  reduce  un- 
employment by  a million  in 
two  years,  improve  pensions, 
the  health  service  and  the 
education  system. 

But  unlike  past  manifestos 
there  will  be  no  pledges  to 
remove  the  legislative  powers 
of  the  House  of  Lends  or  to 
withdraw  from  the  European 
Community. 

Dropped  from  the  policy 
planks  passed  by  the  con- 
ference are  promises  to  re- 
imburse rpiatftf  for  fines 
incurred  during  the  year-long 
strike  and  to  reimburse  sur- 
charged councillors.  The 
manifesto  will  refer  the  need 
for  “justice"  for  the  dismissed 
miners. 

The  commitment  to  phas- 
ing out  nuclear  power  is 
modified  10  call  for 
“diminishing  dependence  ” 
on  nuclear  power.  Past 
commitments  to  re  nationalize 
industries  privatized  by  the 
Tories  are  modified  to  prom- 
ise the  return  of  British 
Telecom  and  British  Gas  to 
“social  ownership”. 

Labour  will  also  promise  to 
transfer  money  saved  from  its 
commitment  to  a non-nuclear 
defence  policy  10  con- 
ventional spending.  The 


manifesto  commits  Labour  to 
“replacing”  rather  than 
repealing  ah  the  Conservative 
union  laws. 

On  all  these  and  some  other 
issues  the  left  put  up  token 
resistance  yesterday.  It  called 
for  all  privatized  industries  to 
be  taken  back,  for  defence 
savings  to  be  spent  on  “peace- 
ful purposes". 

But  ft  was  nor  until  towards 
the  end  that  the  long-held 
convention  that  voles  are  not 
held  in  Clause  V meetings  was 
broken  when,  in  what  ap- 
peared to  be  a tactical  move  to 
underline  Mr  Kinnock’s 
strength,  three  issues  were  put 
to  the  vote. 

Mr  Benn,  Mr  Skinner  and  a 
handful  ofleft-wing  colleagues 
were  heavily  defeated  on  the 
European  Community  issue, 
on  an  attempt  to  commit 
Labour  to  removing  all  US 
bases  from  Britain,  and  on  a 
proposal  that  Labour  should 
work  towards  the  gradual 
dismantling  of  Nato  and  the 
Warsaw  pact.  On  all  the 
majority  was  about  40  to  six. 

On  defence,  on  which  there 
was  little  division,  the  shift 
made  by  Mr  Kinnock  before 
his  meeting  with  President 
Reagan  to  allow  cruise  mis- 
siles to  stay  pending  a super- 
power deal  on  intermediate 
range  weapons  was  confirmed. 
The  manifesto  spells  out  that 
the  removal  of  US  nuclear 
weapons  will  be  the  subject  of 
consolations  with  the  united 
States. 

Veterans  of  past  Cause  V 
meetings  could  not  recall  an 
occasion  when  the  the  leader- 
ship had  so  comprehensively 
got  its  way  or  when,  because  of 
the  decline  in  the  size  of  the 
left,  there  had  been  more 
unity. 

Senior  Labour  sources  said 
that  the  manifesto  was  charac- 
terized by  prudence,  by  the 
strong  desire  to  promise  no 
more  than  was  attainable  in 
the  course  of  a parliament  and 
no  more  than  the  nation  could 
afford.

Aids  and  vaccine 

Doctor  backs  smallpox  link

A young  American  soldier 
who  died  of  Aids  might  not 
have  developed  the  disease  if 
he  had  not  been  vaccinated 
against  smallpox,  one  of  the 
doctors  who  treated  him  said 
yesterday. 

The  effect  of  the  vaccine, 
known  as  vaccinia,  on  the 
soldier,  who  was  already  in- 
fected with  the  Aids  vims, 
probably  was  to  accelerate  the 
progression  of  the  disease.  Dr 
Craig  Wright  said. 

As  a result  of  the  medical 
team’s  findings,  the  vaccina- 
tion of  military  recruits 
against  smallpox  is  now 
banned  if  tests  show  they  have 
traces  of  Aids  infection. 

“This  young  man  was  jiat 
19  years  old  and  otherwise  fit 
and  healthy.  Two  weeks  after 
being  vaccinated  he  developed 
an  opportunistic  infection 
commonly  seen  in  Aids  pa- 
tients. and  went  on  to  develop 
full-blown  Aids”.  Dr  Wright 
said.  ..  ... 

I “Young  men  like  this  just 
don’t  get  Aids  unless  another 
factor  is  involved.  They  may 


become  infected  with  the  vi- 
rus. but  we  don't  look  for  the 
disease  at  such  a young  age 
unless  something  has  set  it 
oft”. 

Dr  Wright  said  that  the  case, 
which  occurred  in  1984,  lent 
some  weight  to  the  possibility 
of  similar  outcomes  among 
Africans,  already  infected  with 
the  human  immunodeficiency 
virus,  who  were  vaccinated

during  the  World  Health 
Organization's  anti-smallpox 
campaign  in  the  1970s. 

Dr  Wright  is  one  of  a group 
of  doctors  at  the  Walter  Reed 
Army  Medical  Centre  in 
Washington  who  published 
details  of  the  case  in  the  New 
England  Journal  of  Medicine 
two  months  ago. 

“This  case  illustrates  that 
primary  smallpox  immuniza- 
tion of  persons  with  sub- 
clinical  HIV  disease  poses  a 
risk  to  vaccine-induced  dis- 
ease; and  that  multiple  im- 
munizations may  accelerate 


the  progression  of  HIV 
disease”,  their  paper  said. 

“In  addition,  the  case  raises 
concern  about  the  ultimate 
safety  of  vaccinia-based  vac- 
cine in  developing  countries 
where  HIV  infection  is 
increasing," 

Smallpox  was  eradicated  in 
1980  as  a result  of  the  WHO 
immunization  programme, 
but  immunization  has  contin- 
ued in  the  United  States 
military  services  because  of 
possible  exposure  to  the  dis- 
ease through  biological 
weapons. 

The  use  of  vaccinia  in  the 
production  of  potential  vac- 
cines against  Aids  is  being 
considered  by  a number  of 
researchers,  but  has  been  ruled 
out  by  some  because  they 
consider  it  could  have  adverse 
effects. 

The  WHO  has  dismissed 
suggestions  that  some  cases  of 
Aids  in  Africa  may  have  been 
triggered  by  smallpox  im- 
munization, but  Dr  Wright

Railways  agree  on

The  £4.7  billion  Channel  Tun- 
nel project  took  an  important 
step  forward  yesterday  with 
the  announcement  that  agree- 
ment had  finally  been  reached 
over  the  fees  the  British  and 
French  railways  will  pay 
Eurotunnel  for  using  the 
planned  fixed  link. 

The  deal  follows  weeks  of 
tense  and  often  deadlocked 
negotiations  in  which  Euro- 
tunnel sought  to  improve  the 
terms  agreed  last  September 
with  British  Rail  and  SNCF.

Under  the  agreement,  the 
railways  will  be  entitled  to  use

traffic. 

Mr  AJastair  Morton,  the 
British  co-chairman  of  Euro- 
tunnel, said  the  Anglo-French 
consortium  had  gained  “a 
much  more  certain  basis  for 
the  project"  with  an  agree- 
ment which  was  commercial 
and  could  be  operated  fair- 
ly- 

Sir  Robert  Reid,  the  chair-, 
man  of  British  Rail,  said  both 
sides  had  made  concessions. 
“This  agreement  is  the  equiva-

bit  be  was  before  the  Nurem- 
berg war  crimes  tribunaL  And 
after  confirming  a long  and 
detailed  account  of  his  steady 
progress  through  the  Nazi 
security  service,  the  SD,  in  the 
1930s,  he  said  his  superiors 
had  not  been  wrong  to 
describe  him  as  “a  confirmed 
believer  in  the  Nazi  world". 

Barbie,  aged  73.  spoke  in 
hoarse  rasping  German,  bis 
words  being  translated  to  the 
court  by  a young  woman.  He 
was  first  heard  after  his  coun- 
sel, Maitre  Jacques  Verges, . 
submitted  that  there  was  no 
case  to  answer  as  his  client  had 
twice  been  condemned  before 
in  France  for  war  crimes,  in 
1950  and  1954. 

The  judge,  M Andre 
Cerdini,  asked  Barbie  ifhe  had 
any  observations.  Barbie  re- 
plied: “When  I heard  all  the 
deportations  I am  accused  of 
yesterday  and  today,  1 thought 
I found  myself  ax  the  tribunal 
at  Nuremberg.  It  sounded  as  if 
I was  the  master  of  Lyons  and 
all  the  region,  and  that  I was 
the  only  one  giving  orders  but 
in  feci  we  came  under  the 
German  Army". 

M Cerdini  told  him  there 
was  no  need  to  go  into  his 
defence  at  this  point. 

Later  the  judge  began  the 
“personal  interrogation"  of

of  him  as  a professional  Nazi 
from  first  to  last. 

The  court  heard  that  be 
joined  the  Hitler  Youth  in 
1933  after  his  widowed 
mother  was  unable  to  provide 
him  with  the  money  for  legal 
studies.  He  joined  SD,  the 
Sicherheitsdienst.  on  26 
September  1935,  taking  a 
special  SS  oath.  He  said  it  was 
different  from  the  Army  oath: 
“It  was  an  oath  to  Adolf 
Hitler". 

Then  he  confirmed  to  the 
court  that  he  had  done  two 
years  ofSD  training  in  Dussel- 
dorf,  becoming  a member 
proper  of  the  Nazi  Party  in 
1937  at  the  age  of  23.  The  next 
year  he  did  his  military  service 
id  the  39tb  LudendorfT  in- 
fantry regiment  — bora  in 
2913,  only  three  months  was 
required  of  him. 

The  court  then  heard  that 
on  20  April  1940,  three  weeks 
before  Hitler's  armies  began 
their  march  of  conquest  in  the 
West,  be  was  promoted  to 
lieutenant  Five  days  later  he 
married,  and  on  30  June  1941, 
eight  days  after  Hitler’s  inva- 
sion of  Russia,  his  daughter. 
Die,  was  bom. 

The  judge  asked  Barbie  to 
explain  his  conception  of  the 
Nazi  world  and  he  replied:  “I 
cannot  explain  National 
Socialism  to  you  in  two 
words."

Family  Mend  puts

Mr  Hammond  and  his  col- 
leagues took  their  decision 
after  receiving  a report  from 
their  political  committee.  The 
committee  had  received  a 
constituency  by  constituency 
assessment  and  the  EETPU 
relied  on  its  12  local  advisory 
committees  for  advice.  Ac- 
tivists had  studied  the 
speeches  and  written  material 
of  prospective  candidates  over 
a period  of  months. 

Mr  Hammond  derided  to 
be  “selective’’  over  the  dis- 
tribution of  money  available 
from  members  and  the 
union’s  political  fund.  As  well 
as  excluding  left-wing  can- 
didates, Mr  Hammond  is  to 
ensure  that  none  of  his 
members’  money  goes  to  can- 
didates be  and  his  officials 
regard  as  a lost  cause. 

The  union  has  denied  that 
there  is  a “blacklist”  of  Labour 
candidates,  but  the  40  or  so 


members  of  Labour's  left- 
wing  Campaign  Group  are 
excluded  from  the  list  of  those 
who  can  expect  money. 

Candidate  approved  by  the 
union  will  receive  the  money 
direct,  or  it  will  be  paid  to 
their  constituency  office. 

Mr  Ira  Walters,  EETPU 
research  officer,  said  the  union 
would  not  be  supporting  peo- 
ple known  to  oppose  its  views, 
or  who  had  attacked  it  in  the 
past. 

“Decent”  sitting  MPs  and 
“good  moderate. candidate” 
would  be  financially  sup- 
ported. But  the  EETPU  would 
not  be  spending  its  money  on 
people  tike  Mr  Ken  Living- 
Stone  who  regularly  attacked 
the  union,  its  leadership  and 
its  members,  Mr  Walters  said. 

The  union  intends  to  give 
support  to  about  250  Labour 
candidates.  The  amounts 
range  from  £2,000  for  each  of 
five  candidates  the  union  is 
sponsoring,  to  a minimum  of 
£75. 

Hie  EETPU  said  that  its 
policy  of  providing  money  for 
only  about  250  of  the  650 
Labour  candidates  who  will 
contest  the  election,  does  not 
mean  that  it  considers  400  of 
them  to  be  “blacklisted”.

Alliance 
borrowing 
would  rise 
by  £4bn

Party  which  will  accuse  the 
Government  of  cutting  pa- 
tient services. 

A programme  to  to  put 
services  such  as  pathology  and 
radiology  out  to  tender  is 
understood  to  have  been  ruled 
out  temporarily  because  it  was 
seen  as  politically  damaging. 

The  Manpower  Planning 
Advisory  Group,  a body  made 
up  of  representatives  from  the 
Department  of  Health  and 
Social  Security  and  the  NHS. 


will  look  at  how  pathology 
services,  which  account  for 
£400  million  of  the  health 
service  budget,  can  be  pro- 
vided more  efficiently. 

It  will  assess  the  cost  advan- 
tages of  setting  up  larger 
pathology  departments  to 
serve  several  hospitals.  Path- 
ology services  cover  a variety 
of  laboratory  services  such  as 
blood  testing,  the  screening  of 
cervical  smears,  microbiology 
and  immunology,  including 
tests  for  the  Aids  virus. 

The  study  will  also  look  at 
whether  levels  of  service  can 
be  sustained  with  more  flex- 
ible staffing  and  different 
grades  of  staff.  Pilot  studies 
will  be  set  up  in  London.  Liv- 
erpool.

Jewish  idol  or  “god”  which 
had  taken  terrible  punishment 
was  the  absolute  faith  in  pre- 
Nazi  Germany  that  full  equal- 
ity for  the  Jews  would  be 
achieved  by  giving  up  all  that 
made  Jews  distinctive. 

“This  idol  of  individual 
assimilation  . . . exploded  in 
the  very  country  in  which  it 
was  invented,  to  be  eventually 
melted  down  and  incinerated 
in  the  crematoria  of  Auscfa- 
itz”,  he  wrote. 

Rabbi  Hugo  Gryn,  of  West 
London  Synagogue,  who  is  a 
survivor  of  Auschwitz,  said 
the  claim  that  Reform  Juda- 
ism was  instrumental  in  bring- 
ing on  the  Holocaust  was  to 
“debase  the  currency  of  the 
Holocaust”. 

Rabbi  Charles  Wallach, 
chairman  of  the  Council  of 
Reform  and  Liberal  Rabbis, 
said  yesterday:  “I  am  aghast  at 
this.

Officers  searching  for  dues 
will  find  a series  of  questions 
and  prompts  on  the  screen  on 
such  subjects  as  the  means  of 
entry. 

The  information  in  the  elec- 
tronic notebook  can  be  put  into 
a computer,  allowing  com  pip- 
son  with  other  crimes,  making 
detection  easier. 

The  electronic  notebook  is 
being  used  in  St  Petersburg, 
Florida,  where  Dr  Halbert 
went  to  see  it 

The  other  top  award  of 
£25,000  went  towards  linking 
the  knowledge  of  police  and 
architects  via  Nottingham 
University  so  that  anti-crime 
buddings  can  be  designed.

But  under  further  question- 
ing she  said  she  wrote  the 
letters  because  she  was  afraid 
Mr  Hall  would  chum  she  had 
ffrktNi  part  in  the  battering  of 
the  child  whereas  she  wanted 
the  troth  to  emerge. 

Kimberley,  aged  four ; died 
from  a blow  to  ner  temple  at 
the  family's  council  flat  on  the 
Ferrier  ■ estate,  Kidbrooke, 
south-east  London,  on  June  8 
last  year. 

Mrs  Cariile  agreed  that  she 
did  nothing  effective  to  save 
her  emaciated  daughter  who 
was  covered  in  braises  and 
dfpirette  bonis  when  she  died.

If  they  refused  Sgt 
ran  up  from  behind  and  hit 
them  on  the  back  of  the  head 
with  a 3ft  wooden  marquee 
mallet,  it  was  alleged.

Scots  Conservatives 


Minister 
praises 
the  job 
clubs 

Job  dubs  were  an  effective 
means  of  helping  the  long-term 
unemployed  back  into  work, 
Mr  John  Lee,  Under-Sec- 
retary of  State  for  Employ- 
ment, said  daring  Commons 
question  time. 

The  average  cost  of  nulling 
a jd>  dab  was  £23,000  a year 
and  that  was  very  good  valne, 
given  the  high  success  rate  — 
tiO  per  cent  of  those  leaving  _ 
dobs  wear  into  jobs  and  13  per 
cent  found  places  on  the 
Community  Programme, 
training. course  or  the  Enter- 
prise Allowance  Scheme. 

la  order  to  build  oa  that 
success,  the  number  of  job 
dabs  bad  recently  been  in- 
creased to  1,000  and  a farther 
300  would  be  open  by  Septem- 
ber. That  would  enable  about 
175,000  people  to  enter  job 
date  this  year. 

• Asked  in  the  Commons  if  he 
would  expand  tbe  Job  Release 
Scheme,  Mr  Lee  said  that  it 
was  an  expensive  scheme  and 
would  be  expensive  to  extend, 
but  all  tbe  schemes  were  kept 
under  review. 

Mr  David  Knox  (Stafford- 
shire, Moorlands.  Q had 
asked  for  expansion  of  the 
scheme  on  the  ground  that  not 
nearly  enough  people  were  in 
it.  He  felt  that  the  scheme  was 
one  of  tbe  best  to  alleviate 
unemployment  because  it  did 
not  involve  commitment  when 
fall  employment  returned. 

Mr  John  Evans.  Opposition 
spokesman  on  employment; 
said  that  the  Tories  had  ent  tbe 
scheme  when  it  should  have 
been  expanded  and  improved. 
Mr  Lee  said  that  the  Job 
Release  Scheme  enabled  older 
workers  to  retire  early  with  an 
allowance  on  condition  that 
their  employers  agreed  and 
replaced  them  with  un- 
employed people.  He  said  that 
at  the  end  of  March  24,000 
people  were  supported  tinder 
the  scheme. 

Clerk  decides 
to  retire 

Sir  Kenneth  Bradshaw,  who 
has  been  Clerk  of  the  House 
for  the  past  four  years,  is  to 
retire  on  September  1,  bis 
sixty-fifth  birthday.  In  a letter 
to  the  Speaker,  Mr  Bernard 
WeatherilL  which  the  Speaker 
read  to  MPs,  he  said  that  he 
had  served  the  House  for  40 
years,  15  of  them  at  the  Table. 
Sir  Kenneth  expressed  his 
thanks  for  the  courtesy  and 
kindness  he  had  received  from 
MPs  and  officials  during  the 
12  parliaments  in  which  be 
had  served  the  House. 

Mr  John  Biffen,  Leader  of  the 
House,  said  that  the  whole 
House  would  have  heard  the 
announcement  with  regret. 
Later  there  would  be  an 
opportunity  for  MPs  to  ex- 
press more  fully  their  ap- 
preciation of  Sir  Kenneth  and 
he  suggested  that  they  defer 
their  comments  until  then. 

Limit  raised 
for  expenses 

The  cash  limit  on  election 
expenses  was  raised  by  4 per 
cent  when  the  Representation 
of  the  People  (Variation  of 
Limits  of  Candidates*  Election 
Expenses)  Order,  1987,  was 
approved  late  on  Monday. 

Mr  Douglas  Hogg,  Under- 
secretary of  State.  Home  Of- 
fice, said  that  the  increase  took 
account  of  the  rise  in  inflation 
since  the  limits  were  last 
adjusted  in  March  1986.  As  an 
example,  it  would  mean  that  a 
constituency  with  a present 
limb  of  £5/460  would  have  it 
increased  to  £5,650- 
Tbe  Order  also  applied  to 
ward  elections  in  the  City  of 
London  and  there  would  be  a 
5.6  per  cent  increase  in  elec- 
tion expenses  for  Ilea  and  the 
election  of  liverymen  in  Com- 
mon Hall,  although  he  con- 
fessed that  he  did  not  know 
who  the  latter  were. 

Greeks  may 
be  sued 

The  European  Comnussfoo,  at 
the  request  of  the  British 
Department  of  Trade,  is 
considering  possible  proceed- 
ings in  the  European  Court  on 
discriminatory  value-added- 
tax  rates  applied  to  United 
Kingdom  spirits  exported  to 
Greece,  having  pursued  the 
matter  with  the  Greek  authori- 
ties, Mr  Alan  Clark,  Minister 
for  Trade,  said  in  a written 
reply. 

Films  move 
is  refused 

The  Government  has  refused 
to  intervene  in  tbe  redun- 
dancies declared  at  Pinewood 
film  studios,  or  to  review  the 
operation  of  the  Films  Act  as  a 
consequence.  Mr  John  Bot- 
cher. Under-Secretary  of  State 
for  Trade  and  Industry,  said  in 
a written  reply.  The  Govern- 
ment regretted  the  redun- 
dancies. but  it  would  not  be 
appropriate  to  intervene  in  a 
commercial  derision.

Drivers  at  the 
Scottish  Office  were  by  far  the 
worst  offenders,  with  166 
cases. 


Thatcher  refuses 
Kinnock  demand 
for  a debate 


Mrs  Thatcher  flatly  re- 
fused an  invitation  from 
Mr  Neil  Kinnock  to  de- 
bate issues  with  him  “face 
to  face"  during  the  elec- 
tion campaign.  She  told 
him  that  she  would  not 
give  him  the  platform 
that  he  was  seeking. 

Mr  George  Robertson  (Hamil- 
ton, Lab)  opened  a noisy 
session  of  Prime  Minister's 
questions  by  asking  Mis 
Thatcher  to  reflect  on  the  feet 
that  Parliament  could  have 
run  until  June  1988. 

-Is  there  not  something  ar- 
rogant and  impertinent  about  a 
leader  of  a party  who  brazenly 
talks  about  a fourth  term  when 
she  has  been  panicked  into  an 
election  a year  early?" 

Mrs  Thatcher:  I note  that  he 
lean  to  face  the  electorate. 

Mr  Edward  Leigh  (Gains- 
borough and  Homcastle,  Q 
asked  if  Mrs  Thatcher  would 
consider  the  ciaim  made  in 
Moscow  by  Mr  Denis  Healey, 
chief  Opposition  spokesman  on 
foreign  and  Commonwealth  af- 
fairs. that  the  Soviet  leaders 
were  praying  for  a Labour 
victory. 

If  true,  that  would  be  the  best 
possible  advertisment  for  the 
strong  and  consistent  policy  on 
defence  of  the  Government 
Mrs  Thatcher:  Yes.  No  doubt  a 
Labour  government  which 
would  unilaterally  give  up  the 
nuclear  deterrent  would  be  the 
answer  to  the  Kremlin's  prayers. 

1 do  not  think  very  much 
praying  goes  on  in  tbe  Kremlin 
(laughter).  I think  they  are 
realistic  to  realize  that  after  the 
election,  they  will  probably  have 
to  deal  with  a Conservative 
government  which  believes  in 
standing  up  for  Britain's  de- 
fences. 

Mr  Neil  Kinnock,  Leader  of  the 
Opposition:  In  the  general  elec- 
tion. will  she  debate  with  me 
face  to  face  on  television? 

Mis  Thatcher:  Such  debate 
generates  more  hoi  air  than  light 
(Labour  protests  and  Conser- 
vative cheers).

It  has  more  than 
doubled  to  24  per  cent  during 
her  time.  Is  that  part  of  the 
Government's  claim  to  success? 
Mrs  Thatriw:  Had  we  not 
pursued  policies  which  have  led 
to  income  restraint,  competitive 
industry,  larger  and  expanding 
sunrise  industries  and  service 
sector  unemployment  would  be 
infinitely  -worse.  We  have  an 
efficient  manufacturing  indus- 
try, and  excellent  service  in- 
dustries (Opposition  protests), 
and  prospects  for  expansion. 

Mr  Edward  Leyden  (Liverpool, 
Garston,  Lab):  When  she  pre- 
pares her  list  of  successes,  which 
she  will  be  parading  round  the 
country  in  tbe  weeks  ahead, 
what  place  will  be  occupied  by 
the  doubling  of  the  unemploy- 
ment figures,  homelessness,  the 
decline  of  the  health  service  and 
a divided  society,  an  impov- 
erished society  and  a society  in 
which  crime  is  rising  and  in 
some  cases  crime  and  drug- 
ridden  cities. 

Is  that  the  evidence  of  eight 
years  of  Tory  government? 

Mrs  Thatcher  I shall  be  telling 
them  of  the  economic  strength 
of  Britain,  where  people  have 
been  able  to  produce  economic 
growth  in  the  past  seven  years, 
which  has  generated  far  more 
resources  in  the  health  service. 

I shall  point  out  tbe  relative 
policies  of  the  Opposition,  so 
effectively  set  out  by  Robert 
Kilroy-Silk,  who  described  the 
Militants  as  the  biggest  deter- 
rent to  job  creation  in  Mer- 
seyside. 

Mr  Tony  R»*ks  (Newham 
North  West.  Lab):  Since  she  has 
been  in  office,  two  of  the  main 
growth  industries  within  our 
inner-city  areas  have  been  child 
prostitution  and  street  crime.  Is 
that  what  she  meant  by  tbe 
restoration  of  Victorian  values? 
Mrs  Thatcher  This  Govern- 
ment has  tackled  crime  by 
increasing  the  number  of  police 
where  his  party  has  held  the 
numbers.  We  remember  Wap- 
ping. 

Mr  Richard  Page  (South  West 
Hertfordshire,  C):  The  figures 
from  companies  returned  to  the 
private  sector  show  profits  more 
than  doubled.  The  money  com- 
ing in  dividends  and  corpora- 
tion tax  almost  equal  the 
amount  which  was  coining  in 
under  stale  control. 

Mrs  Thatcher  said  that  com- 
panies nationalized  by  the  Lab- 
our forty  bad  done  much  better 
since  they  were  privatized.  They 
have  contributed  by  taxation  to 
the  health  service  and  privatiza- 
tion had  benefited  the  people 
who  worked  in  them. 

A report  in  The  Times  today 
referring  to  the  National  Freight 
Consortium  had  said  that  an 
original  £1  stake  for  employees 
was  now  worth  £46  and  that 
about  6,000  employees  had 
holdings  worth  more  than 
£12,000.  with  a sizeable  number 
approaching  £ 1 00.000.  That  was 
an  opportunity  for  employees 
which  the  Opposition  would 
like  to  deny  them. 


Ulster  Bill 
goes 
through 

The  Industrial  Relations  (Nor- 
thern Ireland)  Order.  1987, 
which  replicates  the  provisions 
of  the  Employment  Act.  1982. 
was  approved  in  a late-night 
debate  on  Monday  by  1 61  votes 
to  127  — Government  majority. 
34. 

Mr  Peter  Viggers.  Under-Sec- 
retarv  of  State  for  Northern 
Ireland,  said  that  the  Order 
would  bring  industrial  relations 
legislation  in  Northern  Ireland 
imo  line  with  that  in  Great 
Britain. 

It  was  designed  to  prevent 
abuse  of  trade  union  power  and 
protect  the  right  of  the  individ- 
ual worker.  It  would  also  restore 
the  balance  between  the  obliga- 
tions of  unions,  management 
and  the  community. 

Mr  Peter  Archer,  chief  Opp- 
osition spokesman  on  Northern 
Ireland,  said  one  of  the  most 
controversial  pieces  of  legisla- 
tion relating  to  Northern  Ireland 
was  being  rushed  through  in  a 
late-night  debate  with  indecent 
haste  and  insufficient  time  for 
proper  debate. 


Speaker  regrets  loss 

of  prorogation 


The  Speaker  (Mr  Bernard 
Weatherill)  told  MPs  that  he 
would  have  preferred  the  ending 
of  this  Parliament  to  be  marked 
with  the  traditional  prorogation 
ceremony,  but.  unhappily,  the 
decision  was  not  in  his  hands. 
He  also  hoped  that  tbe  suspen- 
sion of  the  ceremony  on  this 
occasion  would  not  create  a 
precedent. 

His  views  were  expressed  in 
response  to  points  of  order  from 
MPs  complaining  that  the  ab- 
sence of  the  prorogation  proce- 
dure would  deny  them  the 
opportunity  to  bid  farewell  to 
the  Speaker  and  that  that  was 
especially  regretted  by  those 
MPs  not  standing  for  re- 
election. 

The  matter  was  first  raised  by 
Dr  Mark  Hughes  (City  of 
Durham,  Lab),  who  asked  what 
opportunity  those  MPs  not 
seeking  re-election  would  have 
to  bid  their  farewells  to  tbe 
Speaker,  as  had  been  the  custom 
at  the  dissolution  of  previous 
parliaments. 

Tbe  Speaker  replied:  I under- 
stand there  is  to  be  no  dissolu- 


tion ceremony  and  I hope  to 
have  a private  opportunity  of 
saying  farewell  to  those  mem- 
bers who  are  ray  friends  on  both 
sides  of  tbe  House  who  will  not 
have  that  formal  opportunity  to 
bid  me  farewell. 

Mr  Dennis  Skinner  (Bolsover, 
Lab):  I do  not  think  you  should 
worry  too  much  about  the  fact 
that  we  are  not  going  to  have 
this  funny  little  procession  at  the 
end  of  this  Parliament.  It  would 
not  be  a bad  idea  if  we  .got  it  into 
Erskine  May  (the  parliamentary 
rule  book)  and  then  we  would 
not  have  to  repeat  it  in  the 
future. 

Mr  Ronald  Lewis  (Carlisle.  Lab) 
said  that  the  Speaker's  replies 
had  been  no  consolation  to  the 
out-going  MPs  and  the  tra- 
ditional procedure  should  be 
brought  back. 

Tbe  Speaker:  Unhappily,  and  1 
share  his  concern  about  this,  the 
decision  is  not  mine.  If  it  had 
been  mine  ii  would  have  been  in 
accordance  with  what  I think  is 
the  general  fading  in  the  House 
and  not  the  view  expressed  by 
Mr  Skinner. 


Poorest  ‘are  paying  for  tax 
reductions  of  the  richest’ 


The  Government's  deliberate 
distortion  of  the  tax  system  over 
the  past  eight  years  had  resulted 
those  on  or  below  average 
earnings  paying  for  the  tax  cots 
of  the  rich.  Dr  Oonagh  Mc- 
Donald, an  Opposition  spokes- 
man on  Treasury  and  economic 
affairs,  said  in  the  Commons 
daring  the  report  stage  of  the 
Finance  Bill. 

She  was  moving  an  amend- 
ment opposing  the  Govern- 
ment's proposed  2p  cut  in  tbe 
standard  rate  of  income  tax 
which,  she  said,  was  like  the 
pickpocket's  attempt  to  divert 
the  attention  of  his  victim  at  tbe 
right  moment.  The  amendment 
was  rejected  by  253  votes  to  157 
—government  majority  96. 

The  Government's  propa- 
ganda operation,  she  said,  had 
been  successful  because,  far 
from  the  presentation  of  the 
Budget  which  most  people  ac- 
cepted. those  on  average  earn- 
ings or  below  would  find  when 
they  received  the  2p  redaction  m 
their  first  pay  packet  after  May 
18.  that  there  would  be  virtually 
no  difference  in  the  proportion  of 
their  income  taken  m income  tax 
and  national  insurance  con- 
tribution. 

The  tables  showed  that  be- 
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tween  1978  and  1987-88.  the 
proportion  of  income  tax  and 
national  insurance  taken  from 
those  on  half  the  average  male 
earnings.  £1 13  a week,  and  those 
on  three-quarters,  £170  a week, 
had  .substantially  increased,  by  4 
per  cent  or  more. 

“It  is  only  as  we  move  on 
towards  the  end  of  this  Budget's 
tables  and  look  at  those  on  700 
per  cent  of  average  male  earn- 
ings a week,  that  is  £1.500,  that 
we  see  that  a married  man  with 
two  children  will  find  the  share 
of  bis  income  taken  In  income 
tax  and  national  insurance, 
which  was  58  per  cent  in  1978- 
79.  has  now  fallen  to  48  percent. 

“In  other  words,  a huge  drop 
for  those  whose  incomes  are  well 
above  the  average;  whereas  it  is 
those  on  or  below  average 
incomes  who  are  paying  more  as 
a proportion  of  their  gross 
earnings  in  tax  and  national 
insurance  contributions." 

Even  the  changes  proposed  in 
the  Finance  B0I  would  make 
almost  no  difference  to  the 
proportion  of  income  taken.  For 
a married  man  on  half  average 


earnings,  with  two  children,  the 
changes  in  the  BUI  would  mean 
that,  instead  of  losing  16.7  per 
cent  of  his  income  in  tax  and 
national  Insurance,  be  would 
lose  16.6  per  cent. 

Abandoning  this  2p  redaction 
would  enable  a Labour  govern- 
ment to  fund  its  proposed  in- 
creases in  pensions  by  £8  a week 
for  a maried  pensioner  and  £5  a 
week  for  a single  pensioner  as 
well  as  ensuring  a heating 
allowance  of  £5  a week  during 
the  winter. 

**AH  of  that  would  be  far  more 
beneficial  to  the  majority  of 
pensioners  than  2p  off  the 
standard  rate  of  income  tax.*4 

The  poorest  wage  earners  had 
seen  only  a 19ptr  cent  increase 
in  real  terms  in  their  earnings 
between  1979  and  1986.  whereas 
in  the  same  period  the  top  wage 
earners  had  seen  an  increase  of 
21  per  cent  in  their  posl-lax 
earnings. 

“What  »e  have  seen  is  the 
direct  tax  burden  on  those  below 
average  incomes  actually  in- 
crease.  We  bare  also  seen 
indirect  taxation  increase  over 
the  past  eight  years  and  those 
tax  changes  hare  hit  the  poor 
disproportionately." 


The  campaign  in  Scotland 

Opposition  hopes  high 
as  the  Tories  face 
losses  north  of  border 


If  the  Conservatives  start  the 
election  campaign  as  clear 
favourites  to  win  south  of  the 
border,  in  Scotland  — where 
their  party  conference  opens 
tomorrow  — they  look  the 
most  vulnerable  of  all  the 
parties  in  the  contest 
The  Government  is  in  dan- 
ger of  losing  seats  to  all  its 
rivals  north  of  the  border,  and 
could- end  up  with  barely  one 
in  eight  of  Scottish  MPs  in  the 
next  Parliament 
Conservative  MPs  are  def- 
ending 12  of  their  seats  with 
majorities  of  less  than  10  per 
cent  In  five  seats  the  Alliance 
is  the  main  challenger,  in  four 
the  Labour  Party  is  challeng- 
ing and  in  three  the  Scottish 
Nationalist  Party  (SNP). 

Opinion  polls  in  Scotland 
have  consistently  shown  Lab- 
our well  ahead  of  the  Conser- 
vatives. Already  Labour  holds 
41  of  Scotland’s  72  par- 
liamentary seats  as  against 
only  21  currently  held  by  the 
Tories. 

Labour  has  nine  Tory  seats 
which  it  hopes  to  win  in  June. 
Top  of  the  list  are  Renfrew 
West  and  Inverclyde  and 
Cunninghame  North,  which 
would  both  be  vulnerable  on  a 
swing  of  less  than  2.5  per  cenL 
The  Scottish  Labour  Party, 
which  has  largely  avoided  the 
problems  of  Militant  and  far 
left  infiltration,  would  also 
dearly  like  to  oust  Mr  Roy 
Jenkins  from  Glasgow  Hill- 
head  and  win  the  two  seats  at 
presem  held  by  the  SNP.  the 
Western  Isles  and  Dundee 
East. 

The  SNP  has  a hit  list  of 
seven  Tory  seats  predomi- 
nantly in  the  rural  north-east 
of  Scotland.  The  most  vulner- 
able are  Banff  and  Buchan, 
and  Moray,  both  areas  held  by 
the  Nationalists  in  the  mid 
1970s  and  now  with  Tory 
majorities  of  less  than  4 per 
cent. 

The  Alliance  also  has  high 
hopes  of  knocking  out  the 
Tories  in  eight  scats.  Top 
Libera]  hopes  arc  North  East 
Fife,  where  the  party  already 
runs  the  district  council,  and 
Edinburgh  West,  the  most 
marginal  scat  in  Scotland, 
where  Lord  James  Douglas- 
Hamilton  scraped  home  in 
19S3  with  a majority  of  498 
(1.1  percent). 

The  SDP  has  high  hopes  in 
two  other  Edinburgh  scats. 
Edinburgh  South  and  Edin- 
burgh Penilands.  the  constit- 


uency of  Mr  Malcolm 
Rifkind,  the  Secretary  of  State 
for  Scotland. 

The  hopes  of  opposition 
parties  in  Scotland  are  based 
on  the  continuing  decline  of 
tbe  Scottish  economy,  high- 
lighted by  the  recent  closure  of 
the  Caterpillar  plant  at 
Uddingston,  near  Glasgow. 

Since  1 979  Scotland  has  lost 
almost  a third  of  its  manufac- 
turing jobs,  a bigger  propor- 
tion than  Great  Britain  as  a 
whole.

Labour  and  the  Alliance  win 
also  be  campaigning  hard  fora 
Scottish  assembly  but  both 
put  the  revival  of  the  economy 
and  job  prospects  at  the  head 
of  their  list  of  priorities. 

Alone  among  the  main  par- 
ties in  Scotland,  the  Conser- 
vatives will  oppose  devolut- 
ion. arguing  that  the  issue  has 
been  largely  dreamed  up  by 
the  media  and  is  not  of  great 
concern  to  most  people. 

In  fact,  a recent  opinion  poll 
showed  that  more  than  80  per 
cent  of  Scots  want  either  a 
Scottish  assembly  within  the 
United  Kingdom  or  total  in- 
dependence. But  it  also  sug- 
gested that  the  whole  subject 
of  devolution  will  have  very 
little  effect  on  their  voting 
intentions. 


SDLP  aim  to  oust

Tbe  campaign  In  Northern 
Ireland  will  be  dominated  by 
tbe  Anglo  Irish  Agreement  but 
its  fonts  will  be  on  the  fate  of 
two  very  different  MPs. 

Mr  Gerry  Adams,  the  Pro- 
visional Sinn  Fein  MP  for 
West  Belfast,  and  Mr  Enoch 
Powell,  the  official  Unionist 
MP  for  Sooth  Down,  both  face 
battles  for  survival  which  have 
wide  political  consequences  for 
the  province. 

The  Social  Democratic  and 
Labour  Parly,  the  voice  of 
constitutional  nationalism, 
wants  to  oust  them  both  and 
increase  its  representation  at 
Westminster  to  four. 

A defeat  for  Mr  Adams 
would  be  a severe  blow  to  the 
“anna lire  and  ballot  box'* 
approach  to  politics  of  his 
party  which  received  less  than 
2 per  cent  of  the  vote  in  the 
Irish  Republic's  general 
election. 

To  end  Mr  Powell's  long 
parliamentary  career  would 
also  be  a considerable  coup  for 
the  SDLP.  It  would  remove  a 
leading  integrationist  from  the 
Offical  Unionist's  parliamen- 
tary representation  as  well  as 


one  of  Mr  Janies  Molyneanx’s 
closest  advisers. 

As  the  SDLP  and  Pro- 
visional Sinn  Fein  (PSF)  bat- 
tle for  support  among  the 
nationalist  community,  the  Of- 
ficial Unionist  and  Democratic 
Unionist  leaderships  want  to 
set  aside  traditional  rivalry 
and  fight  on  a joint  manifesto 
with  neither  party  opposing 
sitting  MPs. 

Younger  elements  within

ened to  rebel  and  stand  against 
official  Unionist  Party  MPs 
whose  majorities  are  small  and 
who,  they  argue,  have  not  been 
active  enough  against  the  An-

The  unionists  will  want  to 
put  something  positive  in  their 
manifesto  to  ensure  that  there 
is  no  drop  in  support  from 
those  in  the  majority  commu- 
nity who  are  unhappy  with  the 
negative  practice  they  have 
used  since  tbe  agreement  was 
signed.

Schools

The  Government  is  planning 
to  enable  state  schools  to 
break  away  from  local  author- 
ity controL 

The  new  proposal  is  one  of 
the  main  features  of  the  long 
education  section  in  the 
Conservative  election  mani- 
festo. • - . 

Parents  and  governing  bod- 
ies of  schools  which  are  main- 
tained by  local  education 
authorities  will  be  free. to 
apply  to  have  them,  turned 
into  voluntary  schools,  giving 
parents  greater  control  over 
how  a school  is  run. 

At  present,  about  .one 
school  in  five  has  voluntary 
status.  Most  belong  either  to 
the  Church  of  England  or  the 
Roman  Catholic  Church. 

The  governors  of  voluntary 
schools  appoint  teachers  and 
are  responsible  for  capital 
expenditure  on  buildings. 
Most  importantly,  the  gov- 
ernors. subject  to  the  approval 
of  the  Secretary  of  State,  are 
responsible  for  the  organiza- 
tion and  conduct  of  the 
school. 

The  Government  sees  the 
extension  of  voluntary  status 
to  secular  schools  as  a way  of 
widening  parental  choice  and 
raising  standards.

Somalia  disaster 


The  first  convoys  of  food  aid  are  expected  to  arrive  this  week 
in  drongfrt-striken  areas  of  central  Somalia,  amid  signs  that 
the  current  rains  may  break  an  18-month  cycle  of  draught 
which  has  decimated  livestock  and  killed  at  least  600  people 
(Nicholas  Beeston  writes). 

According  to  British  aid  workers  recently  returned  from 
the  region,  this  year's  rainfall  may  avert  a tong-tom 
catastrophe,  but  they  emphasized  that  the  month-long  rainy 
season  has  arrived  too  late  to  save  many  nomadic  herdsmen.

Shultz  still  encounters 


obstacles  in  way  of 
agreement  on  missiles

Mr  Geoige  Shultz,  the  US 
Secretary  of  State,  has  met 
Soviet  and  West  German 
officials  in  an  attempt  to 
resolve  the  remaining  ob- 
stacles to  a medium-range 
missile  agreement  in  Europe: 

Bui  a statement  yesterday 
from  the  chief  Soviet  arms 
negotiator  suggests  wide  dif- 
ferences still  exist  on  long- 
range  intercontinental 
missiles  and  space  defence. 

Mr  Shultz  met  Herr  Hans- 
Dietrich  Genscher.  the  West 
German  Foreign  Minister,  to 
discuss  the  deep  split  in  his 
coalition  Government  on  the 
latest  Soviet  offer  to  scrap  all 
shorter,  as  weii  as  medium- 
range,  missiles  in  Europe. 
Herr  Genscher  supports  the 
American  desire  to  accept  the 
offer,  but  Chancellor  Helmut 
Kohl  and  his  Christian  Demo- 
crats have  voiced  fears  that  it 
would  leave  West  Germany 
vulnerable. 

Mr  Shultz  is  eager  to  work 
out  a unified  Nato  position. 
But  after  the  talks,  Herr 
Genscher  said  only  that  no 
conclusion  had  been  readied. 

Mr  Shultz  also  met  Mr 
Alexander  Bessmertnykh,  a 
Soviet  Deputy  Foreign  Min- 
ister. here  on  Monday.  They 
discussed  arms  control  and 
other  issues  in  a follow-up  to 
Mr  Shultz's  visit  to  Moscow 
last  month. 

Meanwhile  in  Rome  yes- 
terday Mr  Yuli  Vorontsov,  the 
chief  Soviet  negotiator  in  Ge- 
neva. reaffirmed  Moscow’s 
insistence  on  linking  deep  cuts 
in  long-range  missiles  to  an 
agreement  not  to  deploy  weap- 
ons in  space. 

He  said  the  US  draft  treaty 
limiting  strategic  weapons  to  a 
ceiling  of  6,000  warheads  on 
each  side  was  incomplete.

He  told  a press  conference 
that  the  Soviet  Union  would 
present  its  own  draft  version 
soon,  which  would  contain  a 
clause  binding  each  side  not  to 
deploy  weapons  in  space. 
Moscow  was  studying  the  US 
draft  closely  and  would  draw 
on  what  it  considered  useful 
elements. 

Washington  is  strongly  op- 
posed to  any  limit  on  its 
Strategic  Defence  Initiative 
(SDI)  research  programme.

Gestapo  victim  at  Barbie  trial 


Manhunt  after  Belgian  massacre

Armed  police  units  launched  a 
full-scale  manhunt  in  Belgium 
yesterday  for  a killer  who 
massacred  seven  people  in  the 
lonely  farming  community  of 
Bogaarden,  south  of  Brussels. 

Three  generations  of  one 
family  were  wiped  out  when 
the  unknown  gunman  broke 
into  a farmhouse,  killing  a 90- 
year-old  man  and  his  wife, 
aged  84.  He  also  lolled  a 
middle-aged  couple  and  one  of 
their  sons,  aged  20. 

The  other  son,  who  was  24, 
was  seriously  injured  with  a 
bullet  in  his  stomach  and 
another  in  his  shoulder  and 
was  last  night  fighting  for  his 
life  in  a Brussels  hospital. 

The  killer  left  the  house,  but 
seeing  a woman  and  her  three- 


year-old  son  outside  a 
neighbouring  farmhouse, 
killed  them  too.  Police  believe 
the  assassin  feared  they  might 
recognize  him. 

Police  roadblocks  were 
thrown  up  around  the  area,  in 
an  attempt  to  cordon  ft  off 
before  the  killer  escaped. 


But  about  four  hours  later 
the  same  man  attacked  an- 
other farmhouse  at 
Denderwindeke  near  Aalost, 
shooting  and  seriously  injur- 
ing a middle-aged  couple. 


Last  night  police  said  they 
were  working  on  “certain 
clues"  which  might  help  to 
identify  the  killer,  although 
they  dismissed  any  connec- 
tion with  the  supermarket 
murders  in  Aalost  in  1983, 
when  masked  gunmen  mowed 
down  shoppers  in  an  appar- 
ently motiveless  but  well  or-1 
gamzed  attack. 

They  did  not  know  the 
motive  for  yesterday’s  farm- 
house killings,  but  the  spokes- 
man said:  “We  think  he’s  a bit 
of  a lunatic." 


A spokesman  said  police 
units  round  the  country  had 
been  put  on  the  alert  in  the 
hunt  for  the  killer,  who  was 
believed  to  be  driving  a green 
Opel  car. 


As  the  manhunt  continued, 
forensic  scientists  combed  the 
form  for  clues.  The  spokes- 
man said  police  were  waiting 
to  interview  the  son  who  was 
injured.

Amnesty  catalogues  abuses 


of  human  rights  in  Iran 


Stoning  to  death,  flogging, 
crucifixion  and  amputation  by 
a specially  devised  electric 
guillotine  are  still  systemati- 
cally used  to  punish  criminal 
and  political  prisoners  in  Iran, 
according  to  a report  on  the  ‘ 
country  by  Amnesty 
International 


In  its  report  issued  today. 
Amnesty  reveals  that  most 
trials  are  held  in  secret  and  fast 
only  a few  minutes,  even  when 
the  sentence  is  death.  There  is 
no  right  of  appeaL 
Amnesty  has  not  been 
allowed  into  the  country  since 
1979,  when  the  Islamic 
Republic  was  set  up  and 
executions  and  “a  pattern  of 
cruelty  and  inhumanity" 
began  on  an  unprecedented 
scale.  However  a wide  range  of 
sources,  from  news  bulletins 
to  official  gazettes,  as  well  as 
numerous  testimonies  from 
former  prisoners  and  their 
relations,  have  made  it  pos- 
sible to  put  together  a detailed 
document  pointing  to  wide- 
spread violation  of  basic  hu- 
man rights.

The  end  of  GadaffTs  desert  dream

Somewhere  Id  tbe  rugged  Ti- 
besti  mountains  of  northern 
Chad,  the  remnants  of  Colonel 
GadaffTs  army  of  invasion  is 
preparing  for  the  final  and 
humiliating  retreat  that  marks 
tbe  end  of  a dream. 

The  cut  announcement 
from  Tripoli  yesterday  that  it 
was  polling  out  of  its  last 
positions  inside  what  was  once 
trumpeted  as  an  integral  part 
of  “Greater  Libya"  pots  tbe 
seal  on  what  Chad's  ambas- 
sador to  France  exultantly 
pronounced  to  be  a “devastat- 
ing defeat". 

In  fact,  tbe  writing  had  been 
on  the  wall  for  Colonel  Gadaffi 
since  Chadian  government 
troops  overrun  the  Libyan 
base  at  Wadi  Do  urn  more  than 
a month  ago. 

Soon  after  that  crushing 
victory,  French  military  ex- 
perts flew  to  tbe  battle  front  to 
view  the  latest  treasure  trove 
of  captured  Soviet  weaponry. 

One  of  the  prize  exhibits 
was  a highly-advanced  sur- 
face-to-air missile  battery, 
code-named  “Gopher",  the 
sort  of  thing,  observed  one  of 
the  French  team,  that  was 
more  often  seen  rambling  past 
the  reviewing  stand  on  May 
Day  in  Moscow. 

As  they  looked  on,  six  of  the’

It  was  a telling  image, 
capturing  the  essence  of  what 
has  gone  so  disastrously 
wrong  for  Colonel  Gadaffi  in 
the  hostile  deserts  of  Chad 
since  President  Habre's  army 
astonished  even  its  devoted 
French  advisers  by  vanquish- 
ing a far  larger-  lavishly 
equipped  force  in  a classic 
campaign  of  manoeuvre, 
mobility'  and  sheer  daring. 

Those  sophisticated 
"Gophers",  the  squadrons  of 
Soviet  battle  tanks,  the  MiG 
fighters.  Hind  helicopter  gun- 
ships  and  Badger  bombers: 
millions,  possibily  billions, 
worth  of  the  best  Soviet  hard- 
ware that  Libyan  petrodollars 
cocld  bay  had  proved  next  to 
useless  against  troops  whose 


idea  of  a tactical  assault  was  to 
drive  flat  out  towards  tbe 
enemy  lines  in  Toyota  pick-up 
tracks  bristling  with  machine- 
guns  and  armour  piercing 
missiles. 

To  the  French,  largely 
responsible  for  arming  and 
training  President  Habre's 
forces,  the  offensive  that  first 
started  gathering  momentum 
on  New  Year's  Day  bears 
comparison  with  the  best  in 
tbe  manuals  of  war. 

“A  Trafalgar  in  the  desert!" 
announced  Liberation,  the  left 
wing  newspaper.  “In  20  years 
time  they  will  still  be  talking 
about  this  in  the  army 
academies."  declared  Le 
Hon  vet  Obserrateur. 

Tbe  truth  is  rather  more 
prosaic,  though  no  less  credit- 
able to  President  Habre's 
fighters.  “Believe  me,  these 
gays  have  got  what  it  takes  to 
send  Gadaffi  running  back 
home,"  a French  para  troop 
officer  insisted  back  in  Janu- 
ary some  raw  Chadian  soldiers 
went  through  their  paces  with 
“Milan"  anti-tank  missiles,  a 
“bargain  basement"  weapon 
costing  around  £20,000  which 
has  proved  every  bit  as  deadly 
in  this  conflict  as  France's 
Exocet  missiles  in  the 
Falkland^. 


“truly  exceptional"  spirit  that 
had  vanquished  a larger  and 
better-armed  force.

Visiting  Ndjamena.  the 
dusty  little  Chadian  capital, 
after  the  decisive  defeat  of  a 
strong  Libyan  garrison  at  the 
oasis  of  Fada.  he  spoke  of  the 


“Okay,  perhaps  they  some- 
times blaze  away  too  much 
ammunition,  after  aJL,  you 
don't  need  Milans  to  destroy  a 
truck."  General  Saulnier 
acknowledged.  “But  who  is 
going  to  blame  troops  for  being 
so  eager  to  dose  with  tbe 
enemy?" 

That  first  big  battleat  Fada, 
in  fact,  set  a pattern  which  was 
to  demoralize  tbe  Libyans 
increasingly.  The  Chadians* 
eagerness  to  get  to  grips  with 
tbe  foe  dearly  accounts  for  die 
exceptionally  heavy  Libyan 
casualties  since  the  present 
wave  of  fighting  began. 

At  Fad a,  800  of  tbe  1300 
defenders  were  killed:  “As 
soon  as  we  got  into  their  lines, 
they  were  crashed,  totally 
crushed."  said  General 
Hassan  Djamoas.  commander 
of  Chad's  armed  forces. 

At  Wadi  Doum,  some  1,200 
of  Colonel  GadaffTs  men, 
almost  half  the  garrison,  died 
in  a furious  battle  that  lasted 
barely  90  minutes.  This  time, 
the  Chadian  attackers  poured 
in  through  a minefield. 

By  some  accounts,  their  own 
losses  were  closer  to  200  thaq 
the  29  deaths  officially  re- 
ported (General  Djamous  was 
seriously  wounded  at  the  head 
of  his  troops)  but  the 
overwhelming  victory  seems  to 
have  cracked  Libyan  resis- 
tance for  good. 

“The  only  way  to  explain 
such  carnage  is  wholesale 
panic,  wiih  troops  being  mown 
down  as  they  fled."  one  West- 
ern military  observer  con- 
duded.  By  then.  Colonel 
Gadaffi  had  lost  well  over 
3.000  front-line  soldiers, 
representing  more  than  one 
third  of  the  mission  force. 

Faced  with  such  terrible 
casualties  - all  the  more 
remarkable  because  troops 
dug  into  defensive  lines  gen- 
erally inflict  much  higher 


damage  than  the  attackers  - It 
was  no  great  suprise  when  tbe 
dispirited  units  in  the  heavily 
fortified  base  at  Faya- 
Largeau,  next  in  line  for 
assault,  began  a headlong 
retreat  to  the  north  before  a 
shot  had  been  fired. 

Though  French  diplomats 
in  Ndjamena  prefer  not  to 
acknowledge  it,  there  is  a 
supreme  irony  in  the  fact  Oat 
President  Habre  should  be  the 
architect  of  Colonel  GadaffTs 
humiliation  (more  damaging, 
surely,  to  the  Libyan  leader's 
vanity  and  prestige  than  the 
most  devastating  attack  by  tbe 
West).

Doctors  in 
Spain 
intensify 
strike

As  a section  of  Spanish  doc- 
tors stepped  up  obedience  to 
an  indefinite  strike  call,  the 
Health  Ministry  responded 
with  a demand  for  a big 
increase  in  minimnm  services 
to  patients.  The  strike  has  hit 
all  non-emergency  cases  at  an 

estimated  quarter  of  the 

country's  more  than  420  state 
hospitals. 

Sefior  Julian  Garcia  Var- 
gas, the  Health  Minister,  has 
declined  to  re-negotiate  a 
settlement  with  the  strikers' 
organizations,  maintaining 
they  represent  only  a minority 
of  doctors.  The  majority 
doctors'  organization  reached 
a deal  with  the  Government 
favouring  public  sector 
hospitals. 

The  Socialist  Government  is 
trying  to  restructure  the  public 
health  service  created  during 
the  Franco  years  which  bene- 
fited big  city  doctors,  who 
joined  the  service  white 
maintaining  their  private  prac- 
tices. About  one-third  of  Mg 
city  doctors  have  private  prac- 
tices but  under  the  Socialists, 
they  can  do  longer  receive  two 
salaries  from  the  public  sector. 
While  the  strikers  eiaim  sal- 
aries have  dropped  25  per  cent 
since  1982,  government  aides 
say  they  are  demanding  more 
than  the  Health  Minister 
himself  earns. 


Enrile  sees  threat 
to  peace  after 
Aquino  poll  gains

Candidates  of  President  Aqu- 
ino’s “People  Power"  co- 
alition look  likely  to  dominate 
the  new  Philippines  Senate. 
Unofficial  early  returns  from 
the  national  capital  region, 
about  2.5  per  cent  of  the  vote, 
have  Mrs  Aquino's  hand- 
picked team  taking  all  but  two 
of  the  24  Senate  seats.  Re- 
gional tallies  may  alter  the 
picture  as  they  trickle  in  from 
ihe  provinces,  but  the  eariy 
lead  has  clearly  shaken  the 
Opposition's  confidence. 

A mass  press  conference  of 
Ihe  Grand  Alliance  for 
Democracy  (GAD)  led  by  the 
former  Defence  Minister,  Mr 
Juan  Ponce  Entile,  accused 
the  Government  of  massive 
cheating  and  gave  a warning  of 
“instability  of  unimaginable 
magnitude”,  declaring  the 
elections  a failure. 

“There  is  no  democracy 
where  there  are  no  free 
elections.”  the  GAD  said  in  a 
statement,  “and  we  are  not 
going  to  be  a party  to  this 
farce.  We  reject  the  poll  results 
being  fabricated  by  the 
Aquino  Administration,  and 
we  hold  it  responsible  for  the 
consequences  of  its  actions.” 

Mr  Enrile,  who  on  current 
trends  will  not  get  into  the 
Senate,  said:  “With  what  has 
happened  the  peace  and  stabil- 
ity that  we  were  hoping  for 
will  not  come  to  pass.  My 


prognosis  is  that  this  event 
will  trigger  an  unstable  society 
and  it  will  be  the  beginning  of 
an  instability  of  unimaginable 
magnitude:” 

Though  a team  of  foreign 
election  observers  reported 
that  they  had  not  found  a 
shred  of  evidence  to  support 
accusations  of  fraud,  Mr 
Enrile  has  the  potential  to 
cause  Mrs  Aquino  a good  deal 
of  trouble  if  final  results  put 
him  outside  the  political 
process. 

Official  counting  of  the 
returns  starts  today  and  so  far 
65  people  have  died  in  elec- 
toral violence. 

The  chairman  of  the 
Commission  on  Elections,  Mr 
Ramon  Felipe,  said  he  had 
received  no  official  com- 
plaints from  the  Opposition. 

Despite  the  bright  prospects 
for  Mrs  Aquino  in  the  Senate, 
the  contest  for  the  200  seats  in 
the  House  of  Representatives 
is  no  less  important,  given  that 
the  lower  house  will  control 
the  budget  and  decree  to  what 
extent  the  newly  elected 
Government  will  be  as 
reformist  as  the  President. 

Already  there  is  evidence  of 
the  Aquino  vote  being  split  in 
numerous  areas  where  candi- 
dates backing  her  are  running 
against  each  other  and  may 
allow  an  Opposition  can- 
didate through  to  victory. 


Governor  tells  of 
Punjab  ‘anarchy’

Mr  Smjit  Singh  Barnala  woke 
yesterday  morning  to  find 
himself  ont  of  a job.

He  told  a press  conference 
that  his  dismissal  was  merely 
aimed  at  promoting  the  in- 
terests of  the  Congress  (I) 
Party  of  Mr  Rajiv  Gandhi,  the 
Prime  Minister,  in  elections  in 
neighbouring  Haryana  state. 
This  view  was  echoed  in 
Parliament  daring  a debate 
which  began  with  an  Opp- 
osition walkout  and  ended 
with  approval  for  the  im-1 
position  of  direct  rale. 

The  walkout  followed  the 
tabling  of  the  presidential, 
proclamation  and  tfa^.  report  of 
the  state  governor  which,  in 
theory  at  least,  led  to  it  The 
Opposition  objected  to  lack  of 
consultation. 

The  report  by  the  governor, 
Mr  SMhartha  Shankar  Ray, 
who  now  becomes  the  effective 
ruler  of  the  state,  paints  a very 
different  picture  of  conditions 
there  than  existed  a few 
months  ago  at  the  start  of  the 
parliamentary  session  when 
President  Zail  Singh  gave 
it  praise  to  Mr  Sarjit 


“At  the  tune  of  the 
opening.”  Mr  Ray’s  report 
said,  “this  situation,  though - 
fairly  difficult,  was  under  some 
control."  But  he  added:  “From 
about  the  middle  of  April  1987 


there  was  not  only  a parallel 
authority  working  in  the  state 
by  the  firndamentalists  and/or 
extremists  in  the  temple  and 
the  gard wants  (Sikh  places  -of 
worship),  as  opposed  to  the 
Punjab  Government  secretar- 
iat at  Chandigarh,  but  terror 
stalked  the  land  and  fear 
abided  in  almost  every  heart” 

Mr  Ray  declared:  “It  is' 
quite  dear  that  the  ruling 
party  and  Its  government  have 
no  political  will  to  combat 
truly  and  seriously  either  the 
fundamentalist  movement  or 
the  growing  and  unabated 
terrorism.” 

He  painted  a dreadful  pic- 
tore  of  normal  life  in  the  state. 
“There  is  total  chaos  and 
anarchy.  Noth  mg  is  safe  — 
whether  travelling  by  pnblic 
transport  for  work  or  pleasure, 
visiting  temples  or  gurdwaras 
for  worship,  attending  courts 
of  law  for  securing  justice, 
attending  dinks  or  visiting 
patients  for  rendering  medical' 
assistance  ...  in  fact,  every- 
where and  in  every  sphere 
there  is  threat,  intimidation, 
fear,  and  the  present  govern- 
ment stands  helpless.” 

Yesterday  Mr  Ray’s  first 
acts  as  state  ruler  indnded  the 
extension  of  the  term  of  office 
of  Mr  Julio  Ribeiro,  the  state's 
Director-General  of  Police, 
due  to  leave  at  the  end  of  this 
month  and  subject  to  much 
criticism  for  the  enthusiasm 
with  which  he  pursued  Sikh 
terrorism. 


Bangladesh  war  of  words 

English  language  beats 
retreat  before  Bengali

Bangladesh  has  declared  war 
on  ihe  English  language  the 
lingering  legacy  of  the  British 
Raj.  Since  the  linguistic  fray 
began  in  March,  painters  have 
been  working  overtime  eras- 
ing English  from  signboards 
and  inserting  Bengali  words. 

The  scramble  to  change  to 
Bengali  has  been  made  more 
uraent  under  a law  passed  by 
Parliament  last  month,  which 
virtually  banishes  the  lan- 
euaee  of  ihe  colonial  days  and 
imposes  fines  and  impnson- 
meni  on  anyone  using  English. 

As  the  deadline  for  switch- 
ing to  Bengali  passed  yes- 
terday. shop  owners  were  seen 
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rule.  “The  last  stains  of  the 
colonial  era  must  be  wiped 
clean,”  President  Ershad  said 
as  he  decreed  the  use  of  the 
native  tongue. 

The  decision  to  change  over 
to  Bengali  sent  most  bureau- 
crats. used  to  English  official- 
ese, groping  for  appropriate 
Bengali  words.  The  compul- 
sions on  them  were  severe: 
three  officials  were  taken  to 
task  because  they  had  written 
letters  in  English,  courts  re- 
fused to  listen  to  arguments  in 
English,  and  an  over-zealous 
bank  clerk  dishonoured  a 
cheque  because  of  its 
language. 

But  the  campaign  against 
English  is  not  going  well  with 
the  educated  elite.  They  think 
driving  out  the  Western  lan- 
guage will  isolate  the  nation  of 
100  million  people. 

“Getting  rid  of  English  will 
cut  off  our  Links  with  the  rest 
of  the  world.”  said  Mr  Zifiur 
Rahman  Siddiqui,  a Cam- 
bridge-educated English  pro- 
fessor. lamenting  the  anti- 
English  drive  in  universities. 
The  English  Daily  News  news- 
paper wrote:  “We  cannot  es- 
cape the  feet  that  Bengali  is 
spoken  only  in  Bangladesh 
and  in  the  neighbouring  In- 
dian state  of  West  BengaL  - 

So  fer  the  debate  seems  to 
be  confined  to  learned  argu- 
ment Years  ago,  however,  the 
language  dispute  led  to  the 
ritual  stoning  of  English  sign- 
boards, and  in  February  Ben- 
galis become  overt  language 
fanatics  as  they  commem- 
morated  the  death  of  four 
students  killed  in  the  1952 
language  riots. 

On  the  whole,  the  campaign 
is  going  well,  with  the  Bengali 
vocabulary  accepting  many 
English  words  and  the 
authorities  not  insisting  on  an 
end  to  private  “tutorials".

guerrilla  comeback

The  left-wing  guerrillas  of  El 
Salvador  have  re-emerged 
from  near-extinction,  stretch- 
ing the  Army’s  enormous  US- 
ftinded  resources  and  proving 
that  they  can  carry  the  war 
into  the  1990s. 

Their  comeback  has 
stunned  the  Salvadorean  mili- 
tary and  US  advisers.  They  are 
again  wreaking  havoc  in  the 
countryside,  particularly  in 
the  north  and  east,  in  a 
renewed  drive  to  force  the 
Government  to  negotiate. 

In  a change  of  tactics,  they 
have  broken  into  small  units 
to  avoid  detection  from  US- 
supplied  army  helicopters. 
They  are  mounting  regular 
hit-and-run  raids  and  gen- 
erally avoiding  large-scale  di- 
rect confrontations,  though 
there  have  been  three  or  four 
exceptions  since  the  beginning 
of  the  year  when  they  attacked 
the  Army  head-on. 

The  Farabundo  Marti  Nat- 
ional Liberation  Front 
(FMLN).  the  umbrella  group 
for  five  left-wing  organiza- 
tions, has  kidnapped  the  may- 
ors of  four  small  towns  this 
year,  resurrecting  a tactic 
abandoned  in  late  1985. 

it  has  sharply  increased  the 
use  of  home-made  land  mines 
designed  to  maim,  not  kill, 
young  soldiers.  The  bombs  are 
strewn  around  rebel-domi- 
nated areas  of  the  countryside, 
and  every  month  about  100 
soldiers  are  maimed,  along 
with  many  civilians. 

A rebel  radio  announcer 
coolly  called  the  bombs  “foot 
removers”.  He  accused  the 
Government  of  exaggerating 
the  number  of  civilian  casual- 
ties and  warned  that  the  use  of 
mines  would  continue.

There  is  now  routine  ration- 
ing of  electricity  throughout  El 
Salvador.  A severe  drought 
has  added  to  power  shortages 
because  of  the  effect  on  hydro- 
electric plants.  The  rebels 
have  announced  a stepped-up 
campaign  against  electricity 
supply  and  distribution. 

Only  a few  months  ago, 
before  64 Salvadorean  soldiers 
and  an  American  adviser  died 
in  an  attack  by  700  guerrillas 
on  the  important  El  Paraiso 
military  base  35  miles  north  of 
the  capital,  government  of- 
ficials and  US  spokesmen 
were  predicting  the  imminent 
demise  of  the  FMLN. 

It  is  now  known,  however, 
that  since  January  I there 
have  been  at  least  three  other 
largely  unpublicized  attacks 
by  the  guerrillas  on  important 
military  installations.  The 
57,000-stroDg  Salvadorean 
Army  has  been  mobilized 
nationwide,  but  the  guerrillas 
remain  elusive,  particularly  in 
the  northern  province  of 
Chalatenango  and  in  Morazan 
to  the  east 

It  is  clear  that  neither  the 
Government  nor  the  guerrillas 
are  capable  of  a military 
victory.  There  is  considerable 
unease  in  Washington  that, 
despite  military  aid  of  $722 
million  (£435  million)  since 
the  war  started,  there  is  no 
sign  of  an  end  to  the  fighting. 
Many  congressmen  are  press- 
ing for  the  US  emphasis  to  be 
switched  from  a military  solu- 
tion to  a negotiated  one.

Tarzan.  At  the  Tory  conference, 
where  his  adoring  fans  still  see

He  resigned  his  Cabinet 
post  in  anger,  where  does  he  stand 
now?  As  the  election  campaign 
begins,  Michael  Heseltine  talks 
exclusively  to  Bryan  Appleyard

“I  have  less  doubt  today  than  I 
have  ever  had  because  I have  been 
free  from  day-to-day  responsibil- 
ities. I have  been  able  to  spend  a 
lot  or  time  looking  back,  wonder- 


ing whether  there  were  other  ways 
of  d< 


ot  doing  things.  And,  extrapolat- 
ing things  forward,  it  has  given  me 
greater  confidence  and  certainty 
and  conviction  . . . there’s  no 
doubt  about  it  at  alL" 

Michael  Heseltine  leans  back 
perilously  in  his  swivel  chair, 
speaking  almost  from  beneath  the 
frond  of  a massive  Kentia  palm. 
In  the  outer  office  his  secretary  is 
emptying  his  diary  for  the  weeks 
of  the  election  campaign. 

For  the  golden-haired  mace- 
swinger.  now  aged  54,  this  election 
campaign  will  be  a complex 
balancing  acL  On  the  one  hand 
there  is  his  obvious  and  widely- 
supported  ambitions  for  the  Toiy 
leadership.  On  the  other  there  is 
the  ancient  imperative  not  to  rock 
the  old  blue  boat. 

When  he  resigned  from  the 
Government  over  the  Westland 
affair,  Heseltine  said  he  would 
fight  loyally  to  get  the  Tories  re- 
elected. So,  over  the  next  four 
weeks,  he  intends  to  take  up 
invitations  to  speak  in  50  to  60 
constituencies.  He  will  do  so,  his 
rigorously  respectable  official  line 
says,  merely  as  a back-bencher.  He 
says  he  has  had  no  hand  in  the 
Tory  manifesto  and  he  had  no 
special  information  about  the 
election  date.  On  the  question  of 
whether  he  has  been  offered  a job 
in  any  new  administration,  he  is  a 
little  less  forthright 


'there  was  anything  there  other 
than  a remarkable  combination  of 
people  of  a high  personal  quality.” 

Precisely  where  he  stands  de- 
pends on  what  you  mean  by  the 
mainstream.  Despite  his  ferocious 
commitment  to  government  ef- 
ficiency and  to  privatization,  most 
of  his  other  convictions  are  at 
odds  with  the  orthodoxy  of  the 
past  eight  years.  He  is  more 
European  than  American,  he 
wants  an  industrial  strategy  and  be 
speaks  a little  too  regularly  and 
forcefully  of  the  welfare  net  be- 
neath the  workings  of  capitalism. 
As  for  non-intervention  in  in- 
dustry, he  doesn’t  even  believe  it 
is  possible.  So  what  is  this  Tory 
party  he  is  pledged  to  defend? 

“It  is  not  a doctrinal  party  in  the 
sense  that  it  has  a neat  package  of 
witch-doctor  solutions.  It  is  a 
process  of  absorbing  people's 
natural  instincts,  helping  them  to 
achieve  whatever  the  particular

Heseltine  himself  is  fond  of 
describing  the  Conservative  party 
as  an  “immensely  sophisticated 
political  force”  and  he  knows  well 
enough  that  crude  ambition  has  to 
be  precisely  and  politely  con- 
tained. Asked  if  he  wants  to  be 
leader,  he  always  replies  that  there 
are  350  MPs  who  want  to  lead  the 
party.  Asked  if  he  is  in  tune  with 
current  Tory  orthodoxy,  he  will 
deliver  a complete  package  of 
views  which,  he  will  conclude, 
puts  him  broadly  in  the  main- 
stream of  Tory  policy. 

“There’s  nothing  in  what  I am 
saying  which  I haven't  said  in 
successive  campaigns  for  the  Tory 
party  over  the  past  35  years.  Tve 
worked  for  many  leaders  within 
the  party  — all  with  their  virtues. 
Nobody  would  try  to  pretend 


mood  or  experience  of  the  time 
happens  to  be.  No  other  political 
party  in  the  world  has  governed  a 
democracy  for  so  long.” 

Its  campaigning  job,  be  be- 
lieves, is  to  point  out  that  Labour’s 
Clause  Four  socialism  is  swim- 
ming against  the  tide  of  world 
history,  with  Gorbachov  dabbling 
in  capitalism  in  Russia  and  the 
stock  markets  reopening  in  Shang- 
hai.

Social-' 
ism  is  about  to  be  defeated;  now 
the  time  for  a new  capitalism, 
unencumbered  by  the  mistakes  of 
the  past 

“I  am  confirmed  Church  or 
England.  I go  to  church,  not  often. 
I’m  probably  a sort  of  anxious-to- 
be-con  verted  agnostic.” 

What  then  is  it  all  fix?  Just  to 
make  people  richer?

“We  have  to  persuade  all  the  big 
middle-class  groupings  — teachers, 
for  example  - of  the  need  to 
modernize.  This  is  not  just  a 
question  of  rejecting  the  left.  We 
also  have  to  deal  with  the  problem 
of  those  people  who  know  that 
freedom  and  individualism  are 
right  but  don’t  want  to  have  to 
take  the  strain  - that’s  where  the 
Alliance  gains,  from  people  who 
are  looking  for  a compromise,  a 
backwater.” 


Europe  is  the  key:  “I  see  Britain 
moving  into  a role  of  partnership 
within  Europe.  The  issue  is  bow 
long  it  will  take,  not  whether.  I 


believe  the  faster  we  go  the  more 
economic  benefit  there  will  be. . . 
there’s  no  way  a single  nation-state 
of  our  size  can  hope  to  match  the 
funding  which  the  Japanese  or  the 
Americans  can  put  together.” 

Challenge  this  neo-Sixties  belief 
in  the  grinding  inevitability  of  the 
triumph  of  the  huge  and  he  will 
look  quite  genuinely  amazed. 

“But  that’s  the  history  of  the  last 
thousand  years!  The  world  of  the 
2 1 si  century  is  staring  you  in  the 
face  - these  vast  power  groupings- 
I believe  it  should  happen.  It’s 
going  to  happen  anyway.  If  you 
want  to  see  a Franco-German  axis 
dominating  Europe  with  Britain 
as  a medium-sized,  relatively  less- 


powerful  nation,  or  if  you  think 
that  Britain  and  Europe  would 
gain  from  Britain  being  a full 
partner  — that’s  the  choice.” 

But  doesn't  this  talk  of  siding 
with  history  or  being  crushed  by  it 
clash  with  his  own  ideals  of 
freedom? 

“I  happen  to  believe  that  it's 
desirable  to  create  a framework 
and  stability  of  economic  order 
which  will  deny  the  bloody  chaos 
of  the  last  millennium.  We  have 
achieved  a miracle  in  Europe  in 
the  Iasi  40  years  by  any  historical 
standard.  I think  you  can  argue 
that  people  have  greater  sov- 
ereignty from  greater  power  in 
Europe  because  you  have  the 


power  to  do  things.  Of  course  the 
extreme  of  the  other  argument  is 
to  say  that  the  poor  man  is  free  to 
starve . . . 

“And  because  the  logic  of 
history  is  grinding  us  into  bigger 
groups  there  is  an  ever  more 
pressing  need  to  stress  the  im- 
portance of  the  individual.  You 
want  to  be  free  within  a huge 
society”

even  unpalatably  visionary,  by  the 
standards  of  the  pragmatic  Tory- 
ism of  which  he  is  so  fond? 


“The  element  of  dogma  and 
doctrine  in  what  I say  is  that  I do 
believe  in  the  indispensable  role  of 


the  individual  in  society.  But  I do 
realize  there  has  to  come  a point 
where  dogma  is  tempered  by 
realities. . . there  has  to  be  a 
balance,  there  has  to  be  a philo- 
sophical motivation  but  not  to  the 
exclusion  of  sanity.” 

The  book  he  has  written  in  exile 
from  the  Cabinet  — Where  There's 
A Will*  - argues  all  this  in  the 
context  of  what  he  did  in  power 
and  what  he  thinks  should  be  done 
next.  It  looks  all  too  obviously  like 
an  alternative  manifesto,  though 
he  categorizes  it  as  a sort  of 
standard  form  of  back-bench 
contribution  to  the  debate.  It 
studiously  avoided  the  standard 
terms  of  the  current  orthodoxy 


“No.  You  cannot  escape  the 
relationship  between  money  and 
people's  ability  to  do  what  they 
want.  But  you  don't  put  it  that 
way.  Money  is  a means  to  an  end. 
The  object  is  to  provide  a society 
in  which  people  are  able  to  fulfil 
their  own  ambitions  and  eqjoy 
themselves  in  the  way  they  deter- 
mine, compatible  with  other 
people’s  freedom.  There  should 
also  be  a certain  pride  in  the 
community  of  which  one  is  a 
member  and  in  the  history  of  tint 
community. 

“I  believe  In  the  quality  and 
.sophistication  of  the  British  peo- 
ple. To  some  it  would  be  sad,  10 
me  it  would  be  tragic,  if  Britain 
were  not  influential  m the  world.” 


Is  that,  then,  wherepotitics  stop, 


when  people  are

perhaps  why  only  eight  — five 
Britons,  two  Australians  and 
a Canadian  — are  going  all 
(be  way.  Nearly  600  others 
have  opted  for  a single  leg  of 
the  15, 000-mile  voyage  at  a 
fare  of  about  £2,000. 

All  will  be  expected  to 
cany  out  watcb  duties  of  four 
hours  on  and  eight  off,  and  as 
deck  seamen  they  will  be  out 
on  the  yards  loosing  and 
furling  sail,  hauling  the 
braces  and  generally  follow- 
ing the  demanding  routine  of 
life  in  a square-rigger. 

What  became  known  as  the 
First  Fleet*  of  1787  com- 
prised two  naval  escorts,  two 


supply  vessels  and  seven 
transports,  carrying  759  con- 
victs --  48  of  whom  (ailed  to 
survive  - in  a complement  of 
1,350.  In  the  words  of  a ship’s 
officer  “Never  were  such  d— d 
rascals  collected  together  as 
there  were  in  this  ship.”  The 
women  prisoners  were 
summed  up  by  a ship's  sur- 
geon as  “villainous”. 


At  3am  on  Sunday,  May 
13,  the  fleet  sailed  on  a 
voyage  that  ended  at 
Botany  Bay  ou  January  26, 
1788.  Captain  Arthur  Phillip, 
commander  of  the  expedition, 
was  not  impressed  by  the 
location.  He  chose  instead 


Sydney  Cove,  named  after  theT 
incumbent  Home  Secretary," 
which  he  descibed  as  “ttef 
finest  harbour  in  the  world  in” 
which  a thousand  sail  of  the 
line  may  ride  in  perfect . 
security”. 

The  re-enactment  fleet  is 
the  brainchild  of  Dr  Jonathan  i 
King,  historian  and  desceo-  ; 
dant  of  Lieutenant  Philip  • 
G id  ley  King,  who  sailed  with.: 
the  original  expedition  and  ; 
became  governor  of  New ' 
South  Wales.  Its  climax  will  - 
come  as  the  fleet  sails  : 
through  Sydney  Heads,  200  , 
years  to  the  day  the  Fust 
Fleet  dropped  anchor.

Gnce  upon  a lime,  a baby 
was  doing  well  if  he  or  she 
had  a couple  of  rag-books, 
a set  of  bound  boards  with 
pictures  labelled  “apple" 

...  *****  “box",  and  a fanny 
animal  alphabet  When  you  learned  to 
reai  you  speUed  through  Janet  and  John 
at  school,  and  m the  evening  your  Daddy 
read  you  out  a chapter  of  Pooh. 


Books  for  older  children  flourished, 
but  there  were  not  all  that  many  aimed 
specifically  at  babies  and  toddlers:  those 
on  the  market  were  expensive.  But  in  the 
tost  15  years  or  so,  there  has  been  what 
Tony  Bradman,  of  Parems  magazine, 
calls  “an  explosion  of  talent  and 
excellence".  To  encourage  it,  he  founded 
an  award  for  the  Best  Book  for  Babies 
three  years  ago,  specifically  for  books 
aimed  at  the  undeMs.  It  is  the  first  of  its 
*■«*  pays  £1,000,  and  the  winner, 
which  is  due  to  be  announced  at  mid- 
morning  today,  is  a secret  guarded  by 
close  embargo.  The  whole  thing  is 
shaping  up  as  a sort  of  Baby  Booker 
Prize. 


Indeed,  the  judges  even  meet  in  the 
same  office  as  the  Booker  lot  It  is  a 
strange  experience  to  do  both  jobs:  a 
couple  of  months  ago,  I found  myself  in 
Martyn  Goffs  airy  room  at  Book  House, 
for  the  second  time  in  four  years.  The 
first  time,  it  was  a Booker  shortlist 


meeting  held  there  under  Goffs  sar- 
donic, interested,  impartially  smiling 
eye.  Fay  Weldon  was  presiding  over  a 
fierce  gang  of  critics  and  writers,  all 
talking  about  the  relevance  of  the  Novel 
and  falling  into  factions  over  Bradbury 
and  Rushdie. 

This  time.  Goff  was  still  there,  smiling 
the  same  saturnine  smile,  but  we  were 
discussing  rubber  bath-books  about 
Wally  the  Whale,  and  falling  into 
factions  on  the  question  of  dressed-up 
furry  animals. 

It  is  nice  to  have  had  a chance  to  be  on 
both  judging  panels:  but  I must  admit  I 
was  better-qualified  for  the  baby-book 
one.  and  I spent  weeks  fighting  to  keep 
the  entries  safe  in  my  study.  The  good 
ones  kept  being  stolen,  and  smuggled 
into  cots.  It  is  a huge  and  bewildering 
entry;  board  books,  ragbooks,  pop-ups. 
word  books,  trad  and  trendy,  rhetorical 
and  monosyllabic  books,  floating  books, 
squeaky  ones  and  a couple  containing 
singing  microchips.  However,  despite 
the  “explosion  of  talent",  it  was  not  too 
difficult  to  whittle  down  the  books  to  a 
shortlist  of  10. 

Some,  1 fear,  were  a positive  pleasure 
to  eliminate.  As  Tony  Bradman  points 
out.  there  are  other  reasons  than  purely 
literary  ones  for  publishers  to  jump  in  on 
this  baby  market.  The  recent  boom  in 
international  co-editions  is  obviously

favourable  to  books  with  very  little  text 
and  a tot  of  illustrations.  "Illustrator- 
led"  editions  frequently  give  the  im- 
pression of  a brilliant  anist  manacled  to 
a robotically  banal  writer.  So  there  are 
some  utterly  beautiful,  thoroughly  bor- 
ing books  around. 

On  the  other  hand,  the  interest  in 
“early  learning"  has  led  to  a rash  of  pre- 
reading  books,  some  of  them  distinctly 
unhelpful,  with  a plodding  tone  in  many; 
it  sometimes  seems  that  no  baby  can  be 
allowed  the  sugar  of  a rousing  good  story 
without  being  fed  some  artfully  hidden 
educational  pill  (“So  James  walked 
through  the  jungle  and  counted  three 
Jackals"). 

Another  trend,  sparked  off  years  ago 
by  the  “Althea"  books,  is  the  horribly 
realistic  and  “helpful"  book.  Althea's 


original  books,  on  things  like  hospital 
and  siblings  and  grand  parental  death, 
were  quite  useful  (although  a joke 
circulates  among  publishers  that  a 
middle-class  child  is  now  conditioned  to 
know  that  if  someone  gives  it  an  Althea 
book,  something  absolutely  dreadful  is 
about  to  happen). 

But  unless  there  is  a real  spark 
of  a story  in  them  ( Emmy 
and  the  Purple  Paint  both 
discusses  playgroup-terrors 
and  tells  a tale  of  dreadful 
mischief),  these  are  dull 
things  indeed  And  the  final  category  of 
irritants  — although  here,  I confess,  my 
children  do  not  always  agree  — is  the 
dainty,  whimsical,  sentimental  country- 
side tale  of  cowslip-fairies  who  love 
everyone,  and  pretty  mice  in  pretty 


dresses  doing  pretty  things.  Some  of 
these  hedgerow  fantasies  make  Beatrix 
Potter  — a stem  realist  about  guns  and 
rabbit-pies  — look  like  Mickey  Spillane. 
Off  to  the  jumble  sale  with  them. 

These  irritants  eliminated,  we  three 
judges  (Bradman,  Julia  Eccleshare,  and 
myself)  hammered  out  a short-list.  We 
had  eight  children  between  us,  and  their 
opinions  were  a constant  factor  in  the 
discussions.  There  were  a few  passionate 
arguments  (I  spoke  eloquently  for  some- 
thing called  Round  Red  Dots,  I remem- 
ber, which  nobody  else  had  picked). 

The  eventual  shortlist  illustrates  the 
breadth  of  real  quality  on  the  British 
market,  and  the  near-impossibility  of  the 
task  we  passed  on  to  the  panel  of  10 
families  who  make  the  final  choice  for 
Parents.  This  year,  Bradman  had  de- 


rided for  the  first  time  to  let  his  readers 
do  the  job.  Reviewers,  he  feels,  see  so 
many  books  they  become  dismissive  and 
arrogant  and  miss  details;  the  parents, 
accustomed  to  actually  buying  the  things 
for  money,  look  closer  and  more 
sympathetically.  We  sent  them  a set  of 
chunky  board  books  with  superior 
pictures,  a collection  of  nursery  rhymes, 
and  a wonderful  story  of  misdeed,  guilt, 
punishment  and  reconciliation  called 
Thomas  And  The  Christmas  Presents. 

There  was  a deeply  feh  tale  of 
a mother  elephant  with  a 
family  of  children  who  only 
wants  to  get  Five  Minute? 
Peace ; Jan  Pienfcowski’s 
Faces,  a striking  word-a-page 
book  of  modernistic  grimaces;  the  boy- 
meets-building-site  tale  of  Sam  And  The 
Big  Machines:  a pretty  book  that  plays 
you  Twinkle  Twinkle  Little  Star  in  an 
impersonal  bleeping  microprocessoriai 
manner,  and  one  called  Surprise,  in 
which  you  stick  your  chubby  little  finger 
in  a hole  and  wobble  the  pictures  around 
to  suit  yourself  And  there  was  a 
profoundly  moving  split-page  story, 
Dear  Daddy  by  Philippe  Dupasquier, 
which  illustrates  how  a little  girl  goes 
round  the  seasons  at  home,  waiting  for 
her  Daddy  who  is  away  at  sea  on  a big 
ship.  That  was,  interestingly,  the  nearest 
we  came  to  the  Althea  school  of  crisis- 
management  books.  I bad  liked  it 
especially  because  my  son,  whose  own 
father  is  not  away  at  sea,  beard  it  for  the 
first  time  and  said  with  rare  altruistic 
tenderness:  “Poor  little  gut  She  could 
share  my  Daddy  when  her  Daddy  is  on 
his  ship  next  time."  It  took  him  out  of 
himself,  which  is  what  books  should  do. 

And  in  fact,  under  all  the  slight 
absurdity  of  the  process  lay,  for  all  of  us, 
a most  serious  literary  intent  Tire 
messages  that  we  wanted  the  books  to 
deliver  were  simple:  firstly,  that  books 
give  pleasure;  secondly,  that  a good  story 
gives  pleasure.  The  children  may  even 
come,  one  day,  to  enjoy  the  Booker 
winners  of  the  21st  century.

Christinas  Presents.  Amanda  Vesey  (Me- 
thuen): Five  Minutes*  Peace.  Jilt  Murphy

But  I will  be  extremely 
careful  about  choosing  a part- 
ner. And  III  use  condoms  — 
although  they're  not  fool- 
proof.” 

She  was  “quite  active 
sexually"  in  the  past,  although 
not  someone  who  had  one- 
night  stands;  when  she  wasn't 
in  a long-term  relationship, 
she  says  she  had  up  to  four 
partners  a year.  “I  would  £o  to 
bed  with  people  I really  liked, 
but  knew  I wasn’t  going  to 
marry  or  become  very  serious 
about."

health  risks,  she  smokes  20 
cigarettes  a day.  “Aids  seems 
more  imminent.  You  could 
gel  it  in  a year’s  time.”  With 
the  advent  of  Aids,  sex  is,  she 
says,  a calculated  risk:  she 


doesn't  believe  in  “safe"  sex, 
wgg  referring  instead  to  “safer" 
jiff  sex.  “I  have  realized  what  can 
actually  happen  to  people.  It  is 
a growing  problem  for  the 
V.-5&T#*  heterosexual  community,  but 
*■'  people  still  think  of  it  as  the 
gay  plague." 

Jeremy  Bristow,  a 31 -year- 
old  freelance  promotional 
film  producer,  has  not 
changed  his  — already  respon- 
sible — sexual  behaviour 
much  recently. 

He  says  his  personal  experi- 
ence of  Aids  has  been  more  in 
avoiding  the  conversations  at 
dinner  parties.  "Herpes  and 
chlamydia!  infections  were 
knocking  around  long  before 
Aids  - and  they  were  serious 
enough  to  make  one  more 
circumspect.”  He  also  feels 
that  he  “would  now  discuss 
the  situation  with  a prospec- 
tive partner,  although  it  is  a 
difficult  subject  to  broach.  If  I 
were  promiscuous,  I would 
seriously  consider  condoms." 

“I  know  someone  who  has 
died  of  Aids.  Most  people  do," 
says  Julia  Macmillan,  sadly. 
But  that  does  not  deter  her.  An 
attractive  and  vivacious  28- 
y ear-o  Id  clothes  designer  and 
Oxford  graduate,  Julia  says 
jokingly  that  she  has  only  ever 
been  celibate  for  two  days  (“I 
had  food  poisoning”).  She

Amusement  with  prizes 
(AWP)  fruit  machines  are 
found  not  only  in  arcades  but 
in  fish  and  chip  shops; 
cafes  and  snack  bars-  There  is 
no  age  limit  on  the  people  who 
frequent  these  premises;  chil- 
dren of  13  and  younger  can  be 
seen  avidly  potting  10  pence 
pieces  into  the  machines,  lured 
by  the  flashing  lights  and  the 
sound  effects. 

In  view  of  the  adverse 
publicity  surrounding  amuse- 
ment machines  a code  of 
practice  was  drawn  op  which 
recommends  that  unaccom- 
panied children  under  16 
should  nor  be  admitted  to 
arcades.  The  indications  are, 
however,  that  this  code  is  not 
effective  in  dealing  with  (be 
situation. 

1 recently  surveyed  30 
schools  and  found  that  an 
appreciable  amount  of  gam- 
bling - usually  on  fruit  ma- 
chines - occurred  in  25  of 
them.

situated  in  areas  where  snack 
fms  and  shops  with  fruit 
machines  were  more  common 
than  arcades.  The  annual 
report  of  the  Gaming  Board 
for  1986  shows  that,  in  con- 
trast to  the  rest  of  gambling, 
the  number  of  AWP  fruit 
machines  has  more  than  don- 
bled  in  the  last  10  years. 

The  consequences  of  this 
situation  are  disturbing.  Once 
the  gambling  habit  is  estab- 
lished, there  is  interference 
with  school  work,  truancy  and 
even  cases  of  extortion  to 
finance  the  habit.  Last  year 
the  organization  Parents  of 
Young  Gamblers  was  founded 
to  provide  some  support  for 
distraught  parents  faced  with 
a child's  persistent  lying  and 
stealing. 

The  fruit  machine,  which  is 
the  culprit,  exploits  certain 
very  effective  psychological 
principles  of  learning  which 
lead  to  habit  formation.  Once 
this  has  taken  place,  the 
gambling  is  likely  to  continue 
almost  regardless  of  the  long- 
term gains  or  losses. 


don't  enjoy  sex  anyway.  It’s  an 
excuse." 

She  considers  that  most 
people  want  to  have  a good 
relationship  with  one  person, 
but  believes  an  unfortunate 
effect  of  the  Aids  publicity  is 
that  people  are  sticking  with 
unsatisfactory  relationships 
too  long.

Men,  in  her  experience,  are 
more  reluctant  these  days  and 
she  remarks  that  there  is  a 
trend  towards  people  sharing  a 
bed,  but  no  more  than  that. 
She  believes  that  she  lived 
through  the  tost  years  of 
decadence  at  university. 
"Now,  yuppies  are  more  in- 
terested in  having  relation- 
ships with  their  Rolexes  and 
Porsches,"  she  says.

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Jackpot  fruit  machines, 
with  a maximum  stake  of  20 
pence,  have  already  been  am- 
fined  to  premises  with  no  free 
public  access,  which  are  li- 
censed or  registered  under  the 
Gaining  Act.  There  is  no  such 
control  over  AWP  fittft  ma- 
chines; yet  these  machines  are 
no  less  dangerous.  The  dif- 
ference in  the  size  of  prizes  is 
less  important  than  tire  fact 
that  both  types  of  fruit  ma- 
chine exploit  the  same  prin- 
ciples of  hard  gaming  with  a 
rapid  turnover. 

This  situation  has  been 
further  confused  by  the  fact 
that,  as  well  as  fruit  machines, 
many  chips  shops,  cafes, 
snack  bars  and  arcades  have 
video  machines.  However,  as 
these  are  amusement-only  ma- 
chines, where  the  reward  is  a 
further  free  game,  many  chil- 
dren lose  interest  in  them  after 
an  interval  and  are  attracted  to 
the  adjoining  fruit  machines. 

Adult  compulsive  gamblers 
often  trace  the  beginnings  of 
their  disorder  to  their  teens.  If 
nothing  is  done  about  the 
present  situation,  there  is  a 
great  danger  of  an  epidemic  of 
compulsive  gambling  in  the 
years  to  come. 

The  fact  that  children  have 
access  to  AWP  fruit  machines 
is  doe  to  an  anomaly  in  the  law 
which  needs  to  be  rectified  to 
bring  it  Into  line  with  the  rest 
of  gambling  legislation.  An 
types  of  fruit  machine  should, 
as  a matter  of  urgency,  be 
restricted  to  licensed  premises, 
where  adults  only  can  play 
them.

If  Neil  Kinnock  becomes  prime 
minister  his  government  will  be 
one  of  the  most  inexperienced  in 
modem  times.  Comparing  Mich- 
ael Foot's  1983  shadow  cabinet 
with  Kinnock 's  shows  how  the 
combined  effects  of  retirement, 
death,  electoral  defeat  and  decline 
in  personal  standing  have  taken 
their  toll.  In  less  than  four  years 
half  of  the  Foot  team  (Foot, 
Heffer,  Booth,  Sillrin,  Rees, 
Millan.  Concannon,  Dunwoody 
and  Alec  Jones)  have  been  re- 
moved from  consideration. 

The  obvious  place  to  look  for 
clues  about  the  composition  of  a 
Kinnock  cabinet  is  the  present 
shadow  team.  In  1979  Mrs 
Thatcher  appointed  all  but  two  of 
her  shadow  team  to  the  cabinet 
and  the  great  majority  went  to 
posts  with  which  they  bad  some 
familiarity. 

In  Labour 's  case  the  overlap  will 
be  even  greater.  A recent  change  in 
Labour  Party  rules  requires  a 
Labour  prime  minister  to  appoint 
to  bis  cabinet  all  15  members  of 
the  parliamentary  committee 
elected  by  the  PLP.  If  one  adds 
Kinnock  and  Hattersley,  who  are 
ex-officio  members,  and  two  peers 
(one  to  lead  the  Lords  and  one  to 
be  Lord  Chancellor)  Kinnock’s 
hand  has  already  largely  been  set. 

The  core  of  a Labour  cabinet  is 
likely  to  consist  of  Kinnock,  Denis 
Healey  (Foreign  Secretary),  Roy 
Hattersley  (Treasury),  John  Smith 
I (Trade  and  Industry),  Gerald 
Kaufman  (Home  Office)  and 
Bryan  Gould  (perhaps  Chief  Sec- 
retary or  Employment).  Most 
impartial  observers  would  accept 
that  this  is  an  able  team. 

The  PLP  has  elected  a largely 
right-wing  team  and  has  spon- 
sored many  of  the  new  leaders. 
Kinnock  and  Kaufman  were  first 
elected  to  the  parliamentary  com- 
mittee in  1980.  Peter  Archer 
(Northern  Ireland)  and  Brynmor 
John  (agriculture)  in  1981,  John 
Cunningham  (environment), 
Barry  Jones  (Wales),  Giles  Radice 
(education)  and  John  Prescott 
(employment)  in  1 983,  and  Denzil 
Davies  (defence)  in  1984..  Almost 
all  of  them  will  get  the  jobs  that 
they  have  shadowed. 

Kinnock. 's  room  for  manoeuvre 
will  lie  less  in  the  initial  allocation 
of  portfolios  (why  waste  the 
experience  gained  in  opposition?) 
than  in  reshuffles.  Over  the  life- 
time of  most  parliaments  a cabinet 
changes  considerably.  Wilson  was 
notorious  as  a res  huffier  but  even 
in  Mrs  Thatcher's  1979  govern- 
ment only  seven  of  the  22  cabinet 
ministers  were  in  the  same  posts 
in  1 983.  (Nine  have  stayed  in  their 
jobs  in  her  latest  government.) 

It  is  likely  that  a younger 
generation  of  Labour  men  and 
women  will  obtain  office  in  the 
lifetime  of  a new  Labour  govern- 
ment High  on  such  a list  will  be 
Jack  Straw,  Frank  Field,  Jeff 
Rooker,  Harriet  Hannon  and,  of 
the  new  intake,  pwhaps  Ken 
Livingstone  and  David  Blunkett 
Such  MPs  are  likely  to  prove 
politically  and  personalty  closer  to 
Kinnock  than  the  present  team. 


The  Kinnock  cabinet  will  reflect 
the  great  generational  change  in 
the  ranks  of  the  party  leadership. 
Only  Healey  remains  from  the 
1964  cabinet  and  only  he  and 
Shore  from  the  1966  one  (assum- 
ing Berm  is  not  chosen).  From  the 
Callaghan  1976  cabinet  there  re- 
main Hattersley,  Stanley  Orme, 
John  Morris  and  John  Smith. 
Depletion  has  been  made  worse  by 
the  defection  of  ex-cabinet  min- 
isters to  other  parties  (Jenkins, 
Marsh,  Prentice,  Owen,  Shirley 
Williams  and  Rodgers). 

Twelve  of  the  probable  mem- 
bers of  a Kinnock  cabinet  first 
entered  Parliament  in  the  1970s 
and  their  only  chance  of  a govern- 
ment appointment,  however  ju- 
nior, was  in  the  1974-79  period. 
Kinnock  will  face  a similar  prob- 
lem to  that  of  Harold  Wilson  in 
1964.  Wilson's  first  cabinet  con- 
tained only  three  who  had  pre- 
vious cabinet  experience;  but 
Wilson,  unlike  Kinnock,  had  him- 
self served  in  a cabinet. 

Of  the  MPS-  in  the  present 
Conservative  cabinet  only  four  sit 
for  clearly  non-southern  or  non- 
shire seats.  A Labour  cabinet 
drawn  from  the  present  shadows 
will  present  an  image  of  the  “other 
Britain”.  It  will  have  two  mem- 
bers from  Scotland  (Dewar  and 
Smith)  five  from  Wales  (Kinnock, 
John  Morris,  Denzil  Davies,  Barry 
Jones  and  Brynmor  John),  two 
from  inner  London  (Shore  and 
Gould)  and  members  from  the 
great  cities  of  Birmingham,  Man- 
chester and  Leeds.  This  reflects 
Labour's  heartland  of  industrial 
and  commercial  decline. 


In  spite  of  having  the  youngest 
ime  minister  of  the  century 


prime  minister  of  the  century 
(Kinnock  is  45)  and  its  relative 
inexperience,  it  will  not  be  a young 
cabinet-  Its  median  age  will  be  55, 
the  same  as  Mrs  Thatcher  s.  Seven 
will  be  over  60,  compared  with 
four  of  Mrs  Thatcher's  team.  The 
problem  for  Kinnock  is  not  merely 
having  just  over  200  MPs  to 
choose  from,  but  that  a third  of  the 
PLP  is  over  60;  the  median  age  of 
Labour  MPs  is  four  years  higher 
than  that  of  Conservatives. 

A Labour  cabinet  will  have 
fewer  (eight)  Oxbridge  graduates 
than  any  other  government  since 
At  lee's.  Callaghan  had  10  such 
graduates  in  1976  and  Mrs 
Thatcher  started  this  term  with  1 7. 
But  Kinnock’s  may  well  have  the 
highest  proportion  of  university 
graduates  of  any  cabinet  this 
century,  with  only  Orme  not 
having  attended  a university. 

Ironically,  it  will  also  marie  the 
triumph  of  the  grammar  schools, 
with  only  Meacher  and  Radice 
having  been  to  expensive  fee- 
paying schools  in  England.  Kin- 
nock's  men  precede  the 
coraprehensivization  of  secondary 
schools. 

The  next  Labour  cabinet  will 
confirm  the  sharp  decline  of  the 
proletarians  like  Morrison,  Bevin 
and  Bevan,  and  of  the  patricians 
like  Dalton,  Cripps,  Gaitskell  and 
Crossman. 

The  dominant  group  in  the 
Labour  leadership  now  is  the 


meritocracy,  the  scholarship  boys 
and  girls  from  working  class  or 
lower  middle-class  families.

having  a favourable  opinion;  50* 
per  cent  declared  an  unfavourable 


per  cent  declared  an  unfavourable 
opinion. 

Since  the  poll  the  country-music 
radio  stations  of  the  Bible  Belt  in 
the  South  are  reported  to  be 
regularly  lampooning  the 
televangelists.  There  are  about  a 
dozen  songs  on  this  theme  being 
broadcast  in  the  South  these  days, 
the  most  requested  being  Ray 
Stevens's  “Would  Jesus  Wear  a 
Roles  on  His  Television  Show?”. 

The  Rev  Jerry  Falwell  is  ex- 
tremely upset  about  all  this,  as 
well  he  might  be.  Falwell  has 
publicly  complained  that  the  scan- 
dals have  cost  him  millions  of 
dollars.  But  they  are  also  cutting 
deeply  into  his  political  turf. 
Falwell  is  both  the  best  known  and 
the  most  political  of  the 
teleyangelists.  He  is  credited,  or 
debited,  with  the  invention  of  the 
“Moral  Majority”,  which  helped 
Ronald  Reagan  towards  the  land- 
slide victories  of  1980  and  1984. 

The  Moral  Majority  isn't  look- 
ing too  well  now.  and  Falwell  is 
understandably  bitter  about  this, 
as  well  as  about  the  money.  He  is 
so  bitter  that  he  gives  the  show 
away,  revealing  the  extent  of  the 
damage.  He  says  he  doesn't  ever 
remember  a time  “when  people 
driving  trucks,  talking  on  CBs  and 
sitting  in  restaurants  were  having 
such  a heyday  (sic)  ridiculing  all 
that  is  Oiristian  . . . “National 
credibility  for  the  cause  of  Christ 
. . . is  at  an  all-lime  low.” 

Falwell  is  determined  to  restore 
the  credibility  of  Christ  the 
Televangelist.  But  the  daunting 
nature  of  the  task  may  perhaps  be 
inferred  from  a certain  disarray 
detectable  in  the  Falwell ian  prose. 
“We're  trying."  he  says  “to  spir- 
itually. theologically,  collectively 
with  our  business  practices,  put 
our  homes  in  order.” 


The  slipping 
of  Reagan’s 

double  crown 


Richard  Nixon  did  his  ex- 
pletive-deleted best  to  hold  that 
Double  Crown,  as  spirituai-cum- 
political  leader,  but  his  act  came 
unstuck  in  such  a spectacular  way 
as  to  place  the  Double  Crown,  for 
a time,  on  the  head  of  the  most 
spiritual  Democrat  available: 
Jimmy  Carter. 

And  then  came  Ronald  Reagan 
to  smilingly  take  back  the  Double 
Crown  of  Dwight  D- Eisenhower. 
God’s  chosen  instrument  for  the 
restoration  of  Republicanism  was 
television.  Through  television, 
Reagan,  the  great  communicator, 
winningly  diffused  a vague  but 
appealing  version  of  Christianity, 
in  which  the  persons  of  the  Trinity 
appeared  to  be  God.  America  and 
the  Republican  Party.  And  on 
screens  throughout  the  Bible  Belt, 
the  televangelists  were  seen  to  say 
Amen  to  the  Reagan  credo. 

That  is  what  makes  Pearlygate 
so  exquisitely  awful  for  the 


Republicans.  The  directly  political 
disaster  of  Irangate  is.  of  course, 
far  more  conspicuous  as  it  cur- 
rently engulfs  the  Republicans  in 
its  Macbeth-like  emanations  on 
television.  But  Pearlygate  pro- 
vides Irangate  with  a sort,  of  lewd 
and  low-life  commentary  like  the 
porter  in  Macbeth.  Now  the  holy 
chorus  of  the  televangelists,  spir- 
itual arm  of  Reaganism  in  the 
years  of  its  glory,  has  suddenly 
become  a cackling  mob  of  avari- 
cious clowns,  exposing  one 
anothers'  sexual  deviations,  and 
loudly  calling  on  God  to  give  them 
back  large  sums  of  money  which 
they  accumulated  by  their  hypoc- 
risy, and  have  lost  by  their  antics. 

The  Republicans,  naturally,  try 
to  look  as  if  this  has  nothing  to  do 
wjth  them.  But  it  has  plenty  to  do 
with  them.  The  Reagan  admin- 
istration deceived  the  people  over 
Iran:  now  the  administration's 
spiritual  guarantors  are  revealed 
to  be  whited  sepulchres,  whose 
blessing  is  a mockery. 

And  out  there  in  the  Bible  Belt 
some  kind  of  retribution  may  be 
building  up.  People  have  been 
conned,  lakcn  fora  ride,  and  made 
to  look  fools  in  front  of  other 
people.  Huckleberry  Finn  comes  ! 
unbidden  to  my  mind.  Remember  1 
the  episode  when  “the  King"  and 
“the  Duke”  made  a bundle  by 
making  fools  out  of  the  people  of  a 
little  Mississippi  town?  And  then 
the  people  of  that  place  pelted 
those  clever  performers  with  rot- 
ten vegetables  and  ran  them  out  of 
town  on  a rail. 

I rather  fancy  Ronald  Reagan  in 
the  role  of  the  King,  and  Jerry 
Falwell  in  the  role  of  the  Duke. 


If,  as  appears,  the  moral  major- 
ity idea  is  falling  into  discredit,  the 
implications  for  the  Republicans 
are  serious.  The  basic  concept  lies 
much  deeper  than  the  Falwell- 
Reagan  gimmickry  associated 
with  it  over  the  past  eight  years  or 
so.  It  goes  back  to  the  Eisenhower 
era.  when  it  was  crudely  but 
effectively  put  across  by  Joe 
McCarthy,  with  the  explicit  back- 
ing of  Senator  Robert  A.Taft  and 
the  apparently  somnambulistic 
but  decisive  co-operation  of  Eisen- 
hower himself.  The  message  ran 
essentially  as  follows: 

Atheistic  communism  is  the 
enemy  of  God  as  well  as  of 
America.  Patriots  need  the  sup- 
port of  Christians  in  fighting  the 
common  enemy  — the  support  of 
all  the  Churches. 

That  “all"  was  essential.  The 
Republican  strategy  was  to  try  to 
scare  Northern  Roman  Catholics 
and  Southern  Baptists  away  from 
their  Democratic  allegiance.  Thai 
meant  appealing  to  their  common 
religiosity,  regardless  of  doctrine 
or  tradition.  As  Eisenhower  put  it 
“Our  government  makes  no  sense 
unjess  it  is  founded  in  a deeplv-felt 
religious  faith  - and  I don’t’ care 
what  it  is.” 

This  was  vintage  Eisenhower.  Ii 
sounded  dumb,  but  was  politi- 
cally effective  for  all  that.  It 
worked  with  manv  Catholics. 


Cardinal  Spellman  threw  his 
considerable  weight  fully  behind 
the  Republican  Party,  and  regu- 
larly intoned  the  word  “American- 
ism" as  if  it  w-ere  part  of  the 
Roman  liturgy.  And  the  strategy 
worked  in  the  Bible  Belt  as  well. 
Large  numbers  of  Southern  Bap- 
tists. traditionally  Papist-baiters, 
came  to  admire  Joe  McCarthy,  an 
Irish  Roman  Catholic  no  doubt, 
but  a tough  no-holds-barred 
fighter  against  communism.  So 
Catholics  weren't  all  that  bad. 
compared  with  communists. 

When  Eisenhower  became 
president,  he  and  his  friends  got 
across  the  message  that  God  nad 
come  back  to  Washington,  after  16 
years  of  exile  at  the  hands  of 
Godless  and  treasonable  New 
Dealers.  Eisenhower  at  the  begin- 
ning of  his  first  term  instituted  the 
National  Prayer  Breakfast,  a curi- 
ous — and  little-studied  — annua! 
Pan-Christian  slate  ritual,  du- 
biously compatible  with  the 
constitutional  separation  of 
church  and  state.  Eisenhower 
inserted  the  words  “under  God” 
after  “one  nation"  in  the  Pledge  to 
the  Flag  And  the  Republican 
National  Committee,  by  resolu- 
tion. consecrated  Eisenhower's 
dual  mission:  “He.  in  every  sense 
or  the  word,  is  not  only  the 
political  leader,  but  the  spiritual 
leader  of  our  times.” 


Really  voting 
for  reform 


by  going  to  university  and  they 
have  identified  their  careers  and 
fortunes  with  the  Labour  Party. 
Exactly  half  of  Labour  cabinet 
ministers  between  1964  and  1978 
were  such  meritocrats.  In  the  next 
cabinet  they  will  amount  to  over 
80  per  cent 

If  Labour  loses  the  next  elec- 
tion, particularly  if  it  does  badly, 
then  two  post-election  scenarios 
are  worth  considering.  One  is  the 
likely  haemorrhage  in  political 
talent  from  the  party.  Not  only 
will  the  handful  with  cabinet 
experience  be  too  old  (Orme, 
Healey  and  Shore)  next  time 
round,  but  other  men  of  ability 
may  be  disheartened  and  give  up. 
If  such  men  go.  a future  Labour 
prime  minister  will  find  forming  a 
cabinet  even  more  difficult. 

The  other  possibility  is  that  the 
present  talk  of  anti-Thatcher  tac- 
tical voting  develops  into  some- 
thing more  serious  and  that 
Labour  leaders  in  the  next  Par- 
liament take  steps  to  engineer  a 
realignment  of  the  centre-left  in 
British  politics. 

Other  Western  states,  which 
have  significant  units  of  local  and 
state  government,  are  able  to 
provide  some  executive  experi- 
ence for  leading  members  of  the 
political  opposition.  The  ever- 
more centralized  British  system, 
in  which  the  opposition  is  totally 
excluded  from  power,  may  well  be 
a disadvantage  for  government 
This  is  particularly  the  case  when 
the  official  opposition  party  is  out 
of  office  for  a long  period.

Two  big  questions  will  be  an- 
swered on  June  1 1:  first  who  is  to 
rule  the  country  for  the  next  four 
or  five  years;  second,  is  the 
transformation  of  British  politics, 
so  long  desired  by  so  many,  at  last 
going  to  happen?  . . . 

A duopoly  of  pames,  both 
essentially  conservative  (though 
conservative  of  different  in- 
terests), has  been  in  force  here  for 
the  whole  period  since  the  second 
World  War.  Will  it  survive  yet 
another  election,  or  will  those  who 
would  like  to  see  a more  truly 
democratic  system  bring  them- 
selves, this  time,  to  vote  for  it  in 
sufficient  numbers? 

In  practice,  the  necessary 
change  will  occur  only  if  the 
Alliance  either  wins  the  election 
outright  or.  at  the  very  least, 
emerges  with  a larger  share  of  the 
popular  vote  than  Labour  and 
holding  the  balance  in  the  new 
Parliament.  Under  the  present 
electoral  system  it  could,  of 
course,  win  a larger  share  of  the 
popular  vote  while  still  capturing 
many  fewer  parliamentary  seats. 
The  people  could  put  Labour  in 
third  place,  but  the  system  might 
keep  it  in  second. 

Yet  if  the  Alliance  were  to  be 
second  in  the  country,  with 
enough  seats  in  Parliament  to 
compel  one  of  the  old  parties  to 
negotiate,  the  process  of  change 
would  have  begun.  The  evidence 
suggests  that  such  an  outcome  is 
very  much  on  the  cards. 

I am  assuming  that  the  Conser- 
vative Party  is  more  likely  than 
Labour  to  win  tbe  largest  share  of 
votes  and  seats  in  the  election.  In 
any  case  I would  argue  that,  of  the 
two  parties  that  form  the  present 
duopoly.  Labour  is  the  more 
deserving  of  relegation. 

The  Tory  Party  has  many  faults, 
which  unfettered  power  has  al- 
ready aggravated,  and  which  yet 
another  spell  of  unfettered  power 
would  aggravate  beyond  measure. 
But  its  ideological  excesses  have 
been  less  glaring  than  Labour’s, 
even  during  a period  of  unwonted 
dogmatism.  Above  all  it  does  not 
give  the  decisive  say  in  its  affairs 
to  any  sectional  group  that  the 
Labour  constitution  gives  to  the 
trade  unions. 

. Not  that  anyone  in  the  Alliance 
should  wish  the  Conservative 
Party  to  re-emerge  as  the  largest 
single  party.  The  best  result  would 
be  that  the  Alliance  should  win 
that  position,  and  so  quality  as  the 
leading  element  in  any  ensuing 
coalition.  Short  of  that,  it  is 
rational  to  argue  that  it  would  be 
better  for  the  Alliance  - and  for 
the  country  ~ that  the  largest  party 
in  a hung  Parliament  should  be 
the  Tory  Party,  than  that  it  should 
be  Labour  in  its  present  form  and 
with  its  present  policies. 

The  worst  calamity  would  bean 
outright  Labour  victory.  Labour 
leaders  never  tire  of  saying  that  the 
only  way  to  get  rid  of  Mrs 
Thatcher  is  to  vote  Labour.  But 
that  is  surely  the  deadliest  argu- 
ment against  themselves,  because 
if  there  Were  no  other  choice  most 
people  would  regard  even  a 
continuation  of  Thatcher  govern- 
ment preferable  to  a working 
parliamentary  majority  for  Lab- 
our on  its  own. 


Fortunately  there  is  another 
choice,  and  the  future  health  of 
our  politics  depends  upon  its 
being  made  by  the  maximum 
number  of  voters.  No  Alliance 
sympathizer  should  vote  for  any 
other  party,  even  in  a seat  whore 
the  Alliance  seems  to  have  little 
chance  of  winning.  If  the  system  is 
to  be  changed,  it  is  vital  for  the 
Alliance  not  only  to  win  as  many 
seats  as  possible,  but  also  to  record 
the  largest  possible  vote. 

The  favourite  Conservative 
argument  against  the  Alliance  is 
that  a coalition,  or  government 
requiring  negotiation  with  other 
parties,  is  of  necessity  a weak 
government;  that  all  the  lovdy 
things  the  Tories  have  done 
during  the  past  eight  years  have 
been  achievable  only  because  they 
had  a completely  free  hand,  desp- 
ite  representing  only  a minority. 

This  is  pure  rubbish.  Histori- 
cally, coalition  governments  in 
Britain  have,  on  the  whole,  been 
strong.  As  for  tbe  past  eight  years, 
it  can  be  said  with  confidence  that 
nearly  all  that  can  rightly  be 
claimed  as  good  would  have  been 
done,  while  much  that  is  evidently 
bad  would  have  been  avoided,  if 
the  government  had  had  the 
benefit  of  Alliance  presence  or 
influence. 

Who  can  imagine  that  a govern- 
ment over  whose  actions.  Roy 
Jenkins  bad  -any  control  would 
have  been  less  determined  ihan 
the  present  government  to  con- 
quer inflation?  On  the  other  band, 
an  Alliance-con  troBed  or  in- 
fluenced government  would  not 
have  applied  severe  fiscal  defla- 
tion during  a time  of  world 
depression,  which  was  surely  just 
as  crazy  as.  inflating  during  a 
boom. 

David  Owen  was  no  less  reso- 
lute than  Mrs  Thatcher  during  the 
Falklands  war.  But  he  would  have 
been  more  magnanimous  in  vic- 
tory, particularly  when  that  vic- 
tory had  the  most  salutary  effect  of 
restoring  democracy  in  Argentina. 
Mrs  Thatcher  on  her  own  has 
allowed  martial  success  to  be 
followed  by  costly  diplomatic 
stagnation. 

Similarly,  the  Alliance  would 
have  been  just  as  firm  as  the 
present  government  in  resisting 
Mr  Scargill  and  any  other  attempt 
to  use  trade  union  power  to 
subvert  civil  liberty  and  the  rule  of 
law.  But  the  Alliance  does  not 
share  Mrs  Thatcher’s  gin  prej- 
udice against  all  trade  unionian, 
as  shown  in  her  handling  of  the 
GCHQ  affair. 

The  examples  could  be  mul- 
tiplied. In  1983 a great  many  more 
people  wanted  the  Alliance  to  do 
well  than  actually  voted  for  it. 
Hius  the  Conservatives  were 
permitted  tp-win  a massive  par- 
liamentary majority,  and  Labour 
to  remain  as  the  principal  opp- 
osition party.  The  mistake  should 
not  be  repeated. 

The  biffiest  obstacle  the  Alli- 
ance has  to  overcome  is  that  of 
being  relatively  new.  It  is  hard  to 
persuade  British  people  to  change 
their  habits.  But  many  who  have 
yet  to  change  to  tbe  Alliance  may 
be  comforted  by  the  thought  that  it 
is  not  quite  as  new  in  1987  as  it 
was  in  1983.

These  bridges 
go  too  far

The  correspondence  columns  of 
this  newspaper  contained,  a year 
or  two  ago,  a letter  from  a 
motorist  of  previously  equitable 
character  who  had  been  re- 
duced to  a state  of  quivering  fear 
by  a road  sign  that  proclaimed, 
“Warning  — dangerous  bridge 
under  construction”.  Although 
having  the  good  grace  to  congratu- 
late the  contractors  on  a frank 
admission  of  their  engineering 
misgivings,  he  would  rather  have 
been  left  in  ignorance. 

I know  exactly  how  he  feels 
because  I suffer  similar  emotions 
whenever  confronted  by  a motor- 
way sign  bearing  the  legend, 
“Major  carriageway  repairs  — 
delays  likely  until  summer  1988”. 
An  hour  or  two  is  tolerable,  but 
the  prospect  of  being  stuck  in  a 
traffic  jam  for  upwards  of  12 
months  is  alarming. 

Now,  however,  has  come  a 
disturbing  news  report  that  shows 
the  letter-writer  had  merely  stum- 
bled across  the  tip  of  the  iceberg. 

The  opening  paragraph  was  bad 
enough:  “The  Department  of 
T ransport  yesterday  admitted  that 
there  are  82  road  bridges  in  Britain 
of  similar  design  to  one  near  Port 
Talboi  in  Wales  which  collapsed 
as  a result  of  corrosion.” 

But  while  still  in  a state  of 
shock,  and  with  pen  poised  over  a 
letter  of  the  Department  of  Trans- 
port, demanding  to  know  the  exact 
location  of  all  such  bridges  so  I 
could  be  sure  to  avoid  them,  a 
further  paragraph  rendered  such 
information  superfluous.  The 
government  is  also  “facing  a 
crisis”  over  the  condition  of 
several  thousand  other  concrete 
bridges  which  carry  Britain's 
motorways  and  trunk  roads. 

I f the  government  reckons  it  is 
facing  a crisis,  what  about  us? 
There  was  dearly  insufficient  time 
for  a gentle  exchange  of  letters,  so  I 
picked  up  the  telephone  and  spoke 
to  a man  at  the  Department  of 
Transport,  trying  to  disguise  the 
quaver  in  my  voice. 

Gould  you  tell  me.  please, 
exactly  how  many  bridges  you’ve 
got  on  your  motonvavs  and  trunk 
roads?" 


“There  are  7.000  bridges."  came 
the  reply,  “and  3.500  other  struc- 


tures described  as  bridges.” 
(Described  as  bridges  by  whom? 
By  the  contractors?  And  exactly 
why  does  the  department  dispute 
the  description?  I was  beginning  to 
wish  I had  never  asked  the 
question  in  the  first  place.) 

Far  be  it  from  me  to  spread 
alarm  among  a motoring  popula- 
tion with  plenty  of  other  problems 
on  its  plate,  but  even  allowing  for 
every  structure  described  as  a 
bridge  proving,  on  closer  inspec- 
tion, to  be  a bridge,  that  means 
there  is  a serious  doubt  m 
somebody’s  mind  about  the  safety 
of  a staggeringly  high  proportion 
of  the  total  number. 

How,  you  may  wonder,  did  the 
nauon  come  to  this  pretty  pass? 
And  what's  to  be  done  about  it? 
Not  a moment  too  soon,  the 
department  has,  apparently,  com- 
missioned an  emergency  survey  of 
-.00  road  bridges,  many  of  which 
are  now  expected  to  last  “only  a 
traction  of  their  120-year  design 
hfe".  Never  mind  that.  I am  sure  I 
speak  for  us  all  when  I tell  Nigel 
Uwson  that,  if  he  decides  to 
abandon  funher  tax  cuts  and  hand 
overihe  money  to  the  Department 

or  Transport  instead,  not  one 
Bntish  motorist  will  scream  for 
his  resignation. 

That,  however,  is  scarcely  the 
point  What  troubles  me  - and 
doubtless  you  7 is  the  possibility 
that  just  one  of  those  bridges  will 
decide  to  end  its  life  at  the  very 
second  that  any  one  of  us  hi 
ei  wed  to  pass  over  or  under  it.

ripen. 

Four  years  later  the  position 
is  different.  Inflation  remains 
under  control,  ft  is  at  much  the 
, same  level  as  before  the  1983 
election  or  perhaps  a bit  lower 
in  terms  of  the  underlying 
inflationary  pressures  in  the 
economy.  But  instead  of  reces- 
sion the  economy  has  been 
growing  at  a steady  2-3  per 
cent  a year  and  recently  faster 
than  any  other  major  econ- 
• omy.  Unemployment,  though 
.still  high,  is  falling.  And,  by 
•winning  the  miners’  strike  and 
despatching  some  of  the 
country's  biggest  nationalized 
industries  to  a new  life  in  the 
private,  sector,  the  Govern- 
ment has  changed,  the  climate 
in  which  the  country  goes 
about  its  daily  economic  af- 
fairs. 

So  this  time  the  electorate  is 
in  a better  position  tojudge  the 
effect  of  Mrs  Thatcher’s  poli- 
cies in  practice  and  to  make  up 
its  mind  on  the  wisdom  of 
voting  for  more  of  the  same. 
But  the  judgement  will  be 
made  within  a different  frame 
of  reference  from  that  of  the 
late  1970s.  However  substan- 
tial or  otherwise  Mrs 
Thatcher’s  economic  achieve- 
ments have  been,  she  has 
altered  the  terras  of  the  eco- 
nomic debate.  * 

No  one  who  is  likely  to 
inhabit  Number  1 0 or  Number 
1 1 now  doubts  that  economic 
policies  cannot  simply  be 
allowed  to  emerge  out  of  the, 
chemical  solution  of  internal 
parly  politics,  as  in  the  Labour 
manifesto  of  1983  they  ap- 
peared to  do.  They  must  be 
formulated  with  a view  to  their 
effectiveness  in  the  hard 
world,  including  the  financial 
world,  in  which  they  will  be 
put  to  the  test. 

. The  present  Government 
came  to  power  in  1979 
intellectually  and  morally  con- 


vinced that  its  first  duty  was  to 
preserve  the  integrity  of  the 
currency.  Today,  while  the 
Govemmeni's  opponents  may 
emphasize  other  priorities, 
they  accept  that  those  aims 
must  be  achieved  within  the 
context  of  keeping  inflation 
under  control. 

Despite  the  increased  stabil- 
ity of  prices,  control  of  infla- 
tion remains  a fundamental 
issue  on  which  the  nation  will 
be  casting  its  vote  on  June  1 1. 
A depreciating  currency  re- 
moves the  certainty  on  which 
industry  and  commerce  rely  to 
plan  their  businesses.  Much 
more  than  that;  where  the 
currency  in  which  a Govern- 
ment repays  its  borrowings  is 
worth  only  a fraction  of  the 
money  which  was  originally 
subscribed,  the  state’s  moral 
standing  as  a borrower  is 
undermined 

In  traditional  political  econ- 
omy, inflation  is  the  Scylla  and 
unemployment  is  the  Charyb- 
dis  — two  dangers  of  such  a 
kind  that  to  avoid  the  one 
increases  the  risk  from  the 
other.  But  this  Government's 
view  of  those  dangers  has  been 
that  a course  which  avoids  the 
one  will  eventually  escape  the 
other.  It  is  only  in  low  inflation 
economies  that  savers  can 
confidently  save,  companies 
reliably  invest,  and  employees 
be  sure  of  lasting  employment. 

Labour  and  the  Alliance 
parties  accept  the  connection 
between  inflation  and  employ- 
ment, but  have  a different 
view  of  the  degree  of  prudence 
necessary  to  keep  inflation  in 
check,  labour  also  has  an 
entirely  different  prescription 
for  improving  the  efficiency 
with  which  resources  are  em- 
ployed in  the  economy,  one 
which  relies  more  on  interven- 
tion by  Government  and  less 
on  the  sum  of  decisions  by 
millions  of  free  citizens  acting 
in  their  own  interests  in  free 
markets. 

The  question  the  country 
has  to  decide  is  less  how  to 
alleviate  unemployment  than 
how  to  promote  employment. 
The  policies  on  offer  need 
therefore  to  be  judged  not  so 
much  by  the  number  and 
scope  of  .special  employment 
measures  and  levels  of  benefit 
— important  though  these  are. 
They  should  judged  by 
whether  they  are  likely  to 
produce  the  fastest  rate  of 
sustainable  growth  in  the  econ- 
omy, and  whether  they  will 
therefore  succeed  in  matching 
the  jobless  to  the  available  job 
opportunities. 

Since  the  great  defeat  four 


years  ago.  Labour  has  worked 
hard  at  refining  its  economic 
alternative.  The  policies 
propunded  in  detail  over  the 
past  two  years  by  Mr 
Hattersley  are  clearer,  more 
coherent  and  more  credible 
than  those  which  Labour  took 
into  the  election  in  1983.  But 
despite  some  newer  ideas  the 
most  striking  thing  about  them 
is  bow  much  they  remain 
fundamentally  the  same  as 
those  of  the  1970s.  Labour  still 
believes  that  more  jobs  can  be 
created  by  increasing  Govern- 
ment borrowing.  It  still  be- 
lieves that  the  way  to  improve 
the  working  of  the  economy  is 
for  the  state  to  take  a hand  in 
directing  investment 

The  scale  of  Labour’s  am- 
bitions is  much  reduced. 
Borrowing  would  be  increased 
by  £3-4  billion,  which  is  less 
than  the  Treasury’s  forecasting 
margin  of  error  on  a had  day. 
Unemployment  is  to  be  re- 
duced by  1 million  over  a 
Parliament  rather  than  2 mil- 
lion. There  is  no  wholesale 
commitment  to  renationalize 
the  industries  which  the 
Conservatives  have  pri- 
vatized. But  Labour’s  task 
remains  as  Attlee  described  it 
at  the  194S  election,  “proving 
that  socialism  and  common 
sense  coincide  more  than  our 
critics  understand”. 

The  Alliance’s  economic 
policies  lie  somewhere  be- 
tween Conservative  and  Lab- 
our. Not  for  nothing  do  they 
claim  to  occupy  the  middle 
ground.  The  Liberals  and  SDP 
believe  in  increasing  Govern- 
ment borrowing,  though  by 
less  than  Labour.  But  they,  or 
at  least  the  SDP  leader  Dr 
David  Owen,  also  believe  in 
the  superiority  of  free  markets 
over  state  direction  as  a means 
of  allocating  resources.  Hence 
their  embracing  of  the  social 
market  which,  in  the  Alliance's 
version,  is  an  economy  lying 
somewhere  between  socialism 
and  free  market  liberalism. 

The  aims  of  economic  pol- 
icy today  are  not  in  doubt:  to 
maximize  economic  growth 
and  employment  at  an  accept- 
able level  of  inflation.  But  the 
policies  being  placed  before 
the  electorate  in  the  coming 
campaign  are  veiy  different  in 
character  from  one  another. 
The  country  has  to  decide 
whether  Mrs  Thatcher’s  record 
justifies  her  claim  that  infla- 
tion, growth  and  jobs  are  safe 
with  her  or  whether  the  alter- 
native policies  set  out  by 
Labour  and  the  Alliance  offer  a 
faster  route  towards  those 
objectives.

Sir.  The  article  (May  II)  entitled 
••Smallpox  vaccine  triggered  Aids 
virus"'  joins  many  other  un- 
proven and  speculative  ideas 
about  the  origin  of  Aids.  We  are 
noi  aware  of  any  scientific  data 
which  would  support  the  idea  that 
the  global  smallpox  eradication 
programme  might  be  linked  to 
Aids. 

Smallpox  was  an  ancient 
scourge  and  smallpox  vaccine  was 
used  widely  in  many  areas  of  the 
world  during  the  last  two  centu- 
ries. During  all  this  time,  neither 
the  smallpox  disease  virus  nor  the 
smallpox  vaccine  virus  was  ever 
linked  to  upsurges  in  any  other 
disease.  The  only  result  we  know 
of  from  the  smallpox  eradication 
programme  was  the  eradication  of 
smallpox  itself. 

Globally,  the  geographic  dis- 
tribution of  smallpox  eradication 
programmes  and  the  geographic 
distribution  of  Aids  does  not  fit.  In 
Asia,  where  hundreds  of  millions 
of  smallpox  vaccinations  were 
given  from  1967  to  1972,  Aids 
remains  rare.  Conversely,  the 
United  States  is  experiencing  a 
major  Aids  epidemic,  yet  small- 
pox was  eradicated  there  many 
years  ago.  As  many  doses  of 
smallpox  vaccine  were  given  in 
west  Africa  as  in  central  Africa,  yet 
Aids  is  less  common  in  west  than 
in  central  Africa. 

As  the  current  World  Health 
, Assembly  has  emphasized,  we 
must  concentrate  on  action  to 
prevent  the  spread  of  Aids  rather 
than  on  speculation  about  its 
origins.  Further,  to  overcome  any 
confusion  which  may  have  been 
caused,  it  is  imperative  that 
whatever  scientific  information 
was  available  to  support  the 
hypothesis  presented  in  this  article 
be  brought  to  light  rapidly  and 
submitted  to  open,  international 
and  scientific  scrutiny.

The  Sheffield  mausoleum  in 
Retching  church,  where  Gibbon  is 
buried,  is  not  a “darkened  vault”.

and  it  is  not  dark,  being  lit  from 
the  church,  which  has  unusually 
large  windows. 

There  is  no  “small  aperture” 
through  which  to  peer  a huge  door 
leads  from  the  transept  to  the 
mausoleum  and  Gibbon’s  monu- 
ment is  directly  inside  this  door, 
about  three  feet  away.  As  for  those

Strength  of  IRA 

From  the  Reverend  John  Buckley 
Sir,  May  I elaborate  a little  on  your 
commendable  editorial,  “Fight 
across  borders”,  of  April  27.  To 
the  majority  of  us  bom  in  the 
Republic  an  aspiration  towards  a 
united  Ireland  is  a feet  of  life.  It  is 
pan  of  our  collective  psyche,  so  to 
Speak.  That  the  IRA  has  similar 
aspirations  is  also  a feet  of  life. 

When,  in  our  recent  general 
elections.  99  percent  of  our  people 
rejected  Sinn  Fein,  they  were 
voting  against  the  “physical  force 
method”  adopted  by  the  IRA  to 
achieve  its  aims.  However,  there  is 
a tiny  element  that  not  only 
sympathise  with  the  IRA  but  also 
lend  it  practical  support.  These 
people  give  the  movement  a 
certain  strength  in  its  campaigns. 

Some  years  ago  I remember 
having  a conversation  with  a 
member  of  the  “Old  IRA”  (those 
who  fought  in  the  1916  Easter 
Rising).  In  his  lime  the  IRA 
considered  it  to  be  to  their 
advantage  when  they  were  re- 
garded as  “fools,  gits,  or 
incompetents”.  This  type  of  opin- 
ion, he  said,  deflected  people  away 
from  the  reality  and  made  them 
complacent. 

He  recalled  how,  at  the  age  of 
12,  he  was  given  a pencil  and 
notebook.  His  task  was  to  record 
as  best  he  could  the  comings  and 
goings  m a certain  street  where 
British  Army  officers  lived.  At 
that  tender  age  be  had  been 
recruited  into  the  IRA  intelligence 
service  and  subsequently  rose 
through  the  ranks.  That  genera- 


vaccination  to  become  more  wide- 
spread. Since  the  theory  holds  that

The  theory  does  not  criticize  the 
WHO  or  its  vaccination  pro- 
gramme in  any  way,  but  since 
there  has  been  speculation  about 
the  link  between  smallpox  and 
HIV,  ft  may  be  worthy  of  dis- 
cussion. This  speculation  existed 
prior  to  the  recent  case  report 
from  the  Walter  Reed  Army 
Institute  of  a 19-year-old  man  who 
developed  Aids  after  smallpox 
vaccination. 

Since  it  is  acknowledged  that 
this  could  occur  now,  one  might 
wish  to  consider  whether  it  could 
have  occurred  in  the  past.  It  has 
implications  upon  current  work 
with  vaccines  based  on  vaccinia  to 
immunise  HIV  about  which  the 
WHO  take  no  position,  as  well  as 
on  the  conduct  of  mass  vaccina- 
tion campaigns.

He  appears  to  see  the  hand 
of  God  working  in  the  destruction 
of  human  idols.  Was  the  disaster 
at  Chernobyl,  the  outbreak  of 
Aids,  the  Holocaust,  Israel’s 
humiliation  in  the  Lebanon,  di- 
vine retribution  respectively  to  the 
Russians  for  their  faith  in  science 
and  technology,  to  human  society 
for  accepting  sexual  permissive- 
ness and  homosexuality,  to  Re- 
form movements  for  seeking 
change  in  Judaism.-  and  to  Israel 
for  believing  in  military  might?  I 
must  reject  this  as  a totally 
unacceptable  theology. 

Also,  his  statement  that  the 
German  founders  of  Reform 
Judaism  imitated  the  practices  of 
Christianity  in  order  to  achieve 
equality  is  equally  fallacious.  The 
emancipation  of  the  Jews  was  the 
opportunity  for  them  to  look  at 
Judaism  with  fresh  eyes  unencum- 
bered by  the  physical  and  mental 
restrictions  of  the  ghetto.  Reform 
and  liberal  Judaism  was  the  result 
which  still  enriches  the  lives  of 
over  two  million  religious  Jews. 

I was  saddened  to  read  the 
words  of  the  Chief  Rabbi  of  the 
United  Hebrew  Congregations  of 
Britain  and  the  Commonwealth 
(the  orthodox  wing  of  Judaism) 
because  it  made  me  wish  to 
declare  that  this  is  his  proper  title. 
He  is  not,  as  you  describe  him  on 
the  basis  of  common  usage,  Chief 
Rabbi  of  Britain  and  the 
Commonwealth.

Sir,  In  her  perceptive  article  (April 
30)  Frances  Gibb  omits  — as 
others  have  done  — to  draw 
attention  to  the  plight  of  solicitors 
acting  for  legally  aided  clients  and 
the  fact  that  it  is  not  only  the 
quantum  of  damages  (for  pro- 
fessional negligence)  which  con- 
cerns solicitors,  but  also  the 
standard  of  care  required  of  them 
in  all  cases. 

If  a doctor,  deprived  of  re- 
sources because  (as  has  been 
alleged)  of  under-funding  of  the 
NHS,  was  to  fail  to  treat  a patient 
as  adequately  as  he  might  like  to 
have  done  and  was  sued  for 
damages,  he  could  defend  himself 
by  saying,  for  example,  that  a 
particular  drug  he  would  have 
wished  to  prescribe  to  combat  the 
patient's  illness  was  not  allowed  to 
be  prescribed  or  administered  by 
him. 

By  contrast,  the  solicitor,  faced 
wife  under-fending  of  fee  legal  aid 
scheme  and  fee  delays  and  other 
problems  inherent  in  such  a 
situation,  is  still  -expected  to 
provide  fee  same  standard  of  care 
to  fee  legally  aided  client  as  if  that 
client  was  a fee-paying  diem  of 
reasonably  adequate  means  to 
fund  his  own  case.

. . .Lord  Haldane  arrived  on 
the  ground  at  half-past  2 o’clock, 
and,  as  he  was  obliged  to  leave 
early,  the  proceedings  opened  at 
once  wife  the  dropping  of  a bomb 
by  Mr.  Grahame-White.  who 
attaches  great  importance  to  this 
practice.  At  intervals  throughout 
the  afternoon  bombs,  consisting 
or  sandbags,  were  dropped  by 
several  airmen  upon  an  area 
marked  out  so  as  to  resemble  the 
deck  of  a ship.

Fergies  for  the 
smirking  fools 


Last  week  the 
Duchess  of 
York  smiled,

Amis,  I had  previously  re- 
garded such  prizes  as  beneath 
me  — ill-judged,  undeserved 
and  arbitrary.  Winning  one,  I 
discovered  a miraculous 
transformation  in  my  feel- 
ings. Suddenly  the  panel  of 
judges  seemed  possessed  of 
surpassing  wisdom,  refined 
literary  sensibility  and  super- 
human acuity.  The  scales  fell 
from  my  eyes.  Where  once  I 
had  seen  only  the  usual 
catalogue  of  Bogginses,  doing 
their  rota  of  duty  on  behalf  of 
the  Street  of  Shame,  now  I 
saw  the  School  of  Athens 
brought  back  to  life  to  mull 
over  the  destinies  of  menu

But  then  I was  back  on 
the  road,  cajoling  reluc- 
tant interviewees, 
weepies  over  dud  phone 
connections  and  howling  at 
the  roadworks  on  the  M25. 
All  done  in  the  name  of  a job 
in  which  they  pay  you  to 
observe,  aghast,  human 
frailty  and,  from  time  to  time, 
to  pull  funny  faces  at  it. 

The  problem  with  the 
Duchess,  the  cheque  and  the 
tuxedoed  mob  who  applauded 
was  that  they  all  seemed  to 
represent  some  kind  of  dis- 
continuity. Where  was  the 
connection  between  the 
agonized  composition  of  a 
“good  line"  or  a smart  pay-off 
and  the  idea  of  die  award?  In 
one  sense  the  playground 
freedom  of  published  prose  is 
too  much  its  own  reward. 
Every  glib  aside  about  irres- 
ponsible journalists  or  one's 
nuisance  value  can  be 
avenged  by  a cutting  irrele- 
vance drawing  attention  to  a 
social  posture  or  odd  dress 
sense.  The  writer  never  loses. 

Furthermore,  amid  this 
chaos  of  coronary-cultivation 
and  good,  dean  fun,  bow  on 
earth  do  you  arrive  at  a league 
table  of  achievement?  Are  we 


to  be  judged  by 
our  ability  to 
produce  the 
most  market- 
able copy,  or  is 
there  a higher 
consideration? 
■Hi  And,  if  so,  what 
on  earth  bit? 

Not,  of  course,  that 
should  be  the  one  to  answer. 
But;  since  I have  the  opportu- 
nity, I will  offer  one  global 
defence  of  the  poor  bloody 
hacks  and  their  occasional, 
faintly  embarrassing  bouts  of 
sentimental  self-congrat- 
ulation. 

We  are,  or  should  be, 
anarchists.  Our  arbitrary  de- 
mands should  undermine  ev- 
ery slick  pretence.  Each 
smooth  pose  should  be  sub- 
jected to  our  eocytopaedk 
knowledge  of  the  mess  and 
inconclusiveness  of  life.  An 
industry,  far  bigger  than 
journalism,  exists  to  convince 
us  all  that  the  smoothies  are 
right,  and  I have  yet  to  meet  a 
journalist  who  was  not  more 
lied  to  than  lying. 

Almost  every  hack  and 
every  paper  falls  short  of  this 
ideal  almost  all  the  time.  But 
even  in  the  eyes  of  the  most 
cowed  time-server  you  can  see 
the  glimmer  of  its  possibility 
— the  idea  of  one  great  line, 
one  cracking  story  that  finally 
routs  our  persecutors.  It  is  all 
paranoia,  certainly,  but  some- 
times they  really  are  after 
you. 


W 


hat  the  social  value 
of  all  this  might  be, 
and  whether  it  de- 
serves the  endorsement  of  the 
Duchess's  presence,  1 cannot 
say.  It  is,  unquestionably,  a 
dangerous  charter  for  any 
profession,  most  of  all  for  one 
as  flabby  and  vague  in  its 
career  structure  as 
journalism. 

Bat  every  age  needs  its 
fools,  smirking  and  gesticu- 
lating on  the  sidelines.  And 
fools  have  frequently  had 
royal  patrons.  So,  in  honour 
of  this  year's  patron  of  the 
poor,  damned  fools  of  the 
Street,  1 suggest  that  the 
British  Press  Awards  hence- 
forth be  called  Fergies  and 
Tve  persuaded  Jack  Nichol- 
son to  pick  up  mine  in  my 
absence  next  year.

Direct  mail  now  accounts  for  10  per  cent  of 


letters  traffic.  Andrew  Lycett  describes  how 
names  are  chosen  and  lists  made  up 


When  the  Trustee  Sav- 
ings Bank  wrote  to 
offer  me  a Via  or 
Trustcard,  I rang  to 
ask  how  it  had  ob- 
tained my  name.  John  Loaring, 
director  of  business  development 
for  Trustcard,  asked  me  for  the  code 
- AA250AANTZ  - at  the  head  of 
my  direct-mail  letter. 

He  then  informed  me:  “The 
number  250  tells  me  you're  a wine 
drinker  and  that  you  have  bought 
directly  from  the  Pieroth  wine 
company.  People  who  buy  wine  in 
bulk  are  up-market.  Pieroth’s  is  one 
of  the  best  lists  we  use.  We  get  a 
good  response." 

As  someone  who  once  bought  a 
crate  of  wine  from  Pieroth,  a 
successful  German-owned  direct 
mail  wine  company  based  in  Luton, 
I hardly  see  myself  as  a bulk  buyer. 
Nevertheless,  Pieroth  regularly 
trades  my  name  and  tens  of 
thousands  of  others. 

Direct  mail  now  accounts  for  10 
per  cent  of  all  letter  traffic  in 
Britain.  The  average  British 
household's  five  items  of  direct  mail 
is  low  by  European  standards  but 
the  Post  Office  expects  the  market 
will  grow.  It  offers  all  sorts  of 
discounts  to  direct  mailers,  includ- 
ing up  to  30  per  cent  off  postal 
charges  for  mailings  of  more  than 
one  million. 

A new  service  industry,  with 
related  trade  associations  designed 
to  improve  its  sometimes  dubious 
image,  has  grown  up  around  the 
growing  use  of  direct  maiL  List 
brokers  sell  names  of  prospective 
customers.  Direct  mail  agencies 
such  as  Watson  Ward  Albert 
VamdeU  (WWAV)  plan  campaigns 
and  provide  the  creative  input. 
Mailing  houses  print  and  distribute 
the  product,  often  to  millions  of 
homes. 

By  common  consent,  the  most 
important  item  in  a successful 
direct  mail  campaign  is  the  right 
list.  They  come  warm  and  cold: 
those  you  have  built  up  yourself  and 
those  you  buy  in.  WWAV  is  one  of 


the  most  thriving  direct-mail  agen- 
cies. In  only  five  years,  annual 
turnover  has  reached  £20  million 
and  is  doubling  each  year. 

Warm  lists  are  jealously  guarded 
and  seldom  for  rale.  “The  biggest 
trick  of  this  trade."  according  to 
John  Watson,  bead  of  WWAV,  “is 
to  mail  your  own  people  and 
communicate  with  them.  Keep  lists 
of  your  customers.  It  costs  a lot  of 
money  to  get  them  inside  your  door. 
These  are  people  who’ve  bought 
your  product  and  like  it.” 


A car  is  bought  from  a dealer. 
Periodically  the  buyer  is  sent  a 
personalized  letter,  using  the  latest 
laser  printing  techniques.  With 
information  from  computer 
records,  it  might  say,  for  example: 
“We  hope  your  new  clutch  put  in  on 
April  4 is  now  working  well.  Your 
car  is  due  for  a service  at  the  end  of 
the  month.  In  the  meantime,  can  we 
interest  you  in  our  new  fuel-saving 
technology  or  insurance  offer?" 

Charities,  important  users  of 
direct  mail,  value  their  warm  lists. 
Watson  notes:  “If  you've  given 
money  to  the  NSPCC,  you’re  more 
likely  to  do  so  again." 

A company  can  obtain  additional 
names  by  buying  a cold  list  in  the 
marketplace.  Cold  lists  appeal 
particularly  to  new  businesses  or 
ones  seeking  to  expand  sales. 

According  to  Tylan  Babcheli, 
chairman  of  Dudley  Jenkins  Asso- 
ciates, which  this  year  will  supply  80 
million  names,  1,000  lists  are 
available  for  rent  in  Britain.  Prices 
range  between  £40  per  1 ,000  names 
for  a basic  consumer  list  (names 
which  have  bought  a certain  prod- 
uct in  the  past  three  years,  for 
example)  to  £90  per  1,000  for  a 
specialist  business-to-business  list. 

Magazine  publishers  are  big 
suppliers  of  lists  of  receivers  of 
controlled-cireulation  journals  and 
subscribers  to  magazines.  Subscrib- 
ers to  specialist  newsletters  are 
particularly  valuable. 

One  list  broker  notes  that  a list 
over  a year  old  will  be  16  per  cent

Although  he  believes  that  a good 
list  is  90  per  cent  of  a mailing  shot, 
Watson  says  that  creativity  also  has 
an  important  role.  “An  offer  will  be 
more  successful  if  it  is  not  just  a 
book,  but  free  and  on  trial.  A 
sweepstake  is  the  most  powerful 


direct  mail  device.  A good  sweep- 
stake  package  concentrates  on  the 
sweepstake  not  the  package.” 

He  stresses  the  importance  of 
providing  good  information.  “Cus- 
tomers can’t  see  the  product.  This  is 
not  image  advertising.  So  you  must 
try  to  tell  them  how  it  looks  from  all 
angles. 

“There’s  very  little  that’s  new  in 
the  business.  Don’t  try  to  be  too 
witty  or  clever.  Try  to  make  it  easier 
for  the  reader.  Add  a PS.  People 
seem  to  like  the  idea  that  you've 
added  something  which  you  might 
have  forgotten  before.  We’ve  even 
tried  erratum  slips.  It's  all  about 
creating  involvemenL  That's  why 
we  do  things  like  stick  on  stamps. 
You  want  to  keep  people  with  your 
package."

Labour  has  had  difficulty  finding 
a list  as  comprehensive  and  as  ideal 
for  potential  support  as  the  British 
Telecom  one  was  for  the  Tories.  It 
has  no  centralized  list  of  party 
members.  But,  thanks  to  part  of  its 
industrial  legislation,  the  present 
Government  required  unions  to  keep 
lists  of  members  to  be  balloted. 
Labour  has  already  mailed  members 
of  the  National  Union  of  Seamen 
and  the  National  Union  of 
Railwaymen.  It  is  concentrating  on 
the  six  million  union  members  who 
pay  the  political  levy. 

The  political  potential  of  direct 
mail  has  led  to  questions  in  the 
House’  of  Commons  about  allowing 
lists  of  company  shareholders  such 
as  British  Telecom's  to  be  sold  for 
direct  mailings.  At  one  stage  the 
Department  of  Trade  was  reported 
to  have  circulated  a draft  memo 
suggesting  that  the  names  of  people 
only  with  more  than  a 5 per  cent 
stake  in  a company  should  be  made 
available.  But  that  idea  was  quickly 
quashed.  The  Companies  Act  de- 
mands that  a shareholders'  register 
should  be  published.

Like  marrying  again, 
launching  a new 
newspaper  is  becom- 
ing more  and  more  a 
triumph  of  hope 
over  experience.  But  some 
kind  of  amiable  delusion  that 
“this  time  we’ve  got-  it  right" 
suli  persuades  sober,  right- 
minded  people  to  indulge  in 
both  these  activities. 

It  is  hard  enough  to  launch  a 
new  title  from  an  existing 
publishing  empire,  lei  alone 
starting  from  scratch.  There 
are  now  three  total  newcomers 
fighting  to  stay  alive,  the  News 
on  Sunday.  Today  and  The 
Independent  So  how  are  they 
doing?  : 

There  cannot  have  been 
much  hopeful,  starry-eyed 
idealism  left  in  the  boardroom 
of  the  News  on  Sunday  in 
Manchester  yesterday.  How- 
ever much  the  editorial  con- 
tent of  the  taper  has  improved 
since  its  abysmal  beginning 
three  issues  ago,  the  inescap- 


_ v .-Li*,' 


able  truth  is  that  it  has  failed 
to  make  any  real  impact  on 
the  newspaper-buying  public 
and  the  advertisers. 

The  blame  is  being  laid  on 
the  marketing  preparations. 
There  was  not  enough  “public 
awareness",  which  is  a media 
experts'  way  of  saying  that  not 
enough  cash  had  been  spent 
with  them  to  project  the 
existence  of  the  paper.  A 
Marplan  survey  showed  that 
only  12  per  cent  of  the 
population  was  aware  of  the 
newspaper's  existence  on 
launch  day. 

Now,  a six-figure  sum  is 
being  pumped  in  to  “keep  it 
afloat"  by  improving  rash 
flow.  But  what  of  the  long- 
term prospects?  The  view 
among  professional  media 
watchers  last  night  was  that  it 
would  not  alter  anything  in 
the  long  run.  Even  established 
newspapers  have  discovered 
recently  how  expensive  it  is  to 
buy  readers  through  an 


advertising  onslaught.  About 
£200  a reader  seems  to  be  a 
rough  rale  of  thumb.  But 
5,000  readers  per  £1  million 
spent  will  hardly  get  the  News 
on  Sunday  out  of  trouble.  The 
original  target  was  an  800,000 
break-even  point.  They  were 
at  about  350,000  last  week. 

The  difficulties  of  the  paper 
are  compounded  by  the  fact 
that  ils  sturdy,  left-wing  stance 
and  policy  of  appealing  to  the 
radical  and  the  under-privi- 
leged are  hardly  likety  to  make 
it  a natural  choice  of  the 


advertising  industry.  A paper  got  to  have  someone  around 
cannol  live  on  ads  for  non-  who  will  make  the  decisions. 


Keith  Sutton,  hard-pressed  editor  of  the  News  on  Sunday 
In  the  early  stages  you  have  Nor  would  we  have  the  union 


smoking  aids  and  slimming 
cures  alone. 

Eddy  Shah,  whose  trau- 
matic experience  with  the 
launch  of  Today  makes  him 
an  expert  on  the  difficulties  of 
starting  a newspaper  from 
scratch,  says  that  one  of  the 
News  on  Sunday's  main  prob- 
lems is  that  "it  appears  to  be 
run  by  a committee".  He  says: 


No  committee  ever  comes  up 
with  anything  startling  or 
original.  And  when  things 
start  going  wrong  committees 
get  edged  into  panic." 

His  experiences  have  not 
obliterated  his  optimism.  He 
would  go  through  it  all  again. 
“And  this  time  wc  would  not 
have  to  spearhead  the  new 
technological  newspaper  age. 


Nor  would  we  have  the  unions 
trying  to  stifle  us  ai  birth."  He 
is  bullish  about  the  present 
state  of  Today,  revitalized  by  a 
re-launch  and  the  sheltering 
financial  umbrella  of  Tiny 
Rowland's  Lonrho.  “Of 
course  it  is  still  losing  money", 
he  says.  “But  it  is  building." 

Circulation  is  up  to  320,000 
now  (the  last  ABC  figures,  for 
March,  put  it  at  298,000). 
“What  you  have  to  remember 
with  all  these  media  launches 


is  that  it  takes  lime  to  build  up 
loyalty  and  character.  It  took 
The  Sun  14  years  to  be  really 
successful.  If  Today  gets  up  to 
450,000  it  will  be  breaking 
even.  If  it  gels  to  700,000  it 
will  be  £18  million  a year  is 
profit” 

Playing  with  “ifs"  of  that 
kind  is  a favourite  pastime  for 
new  newspaper  owners.  The 
Independent  launch  was 
probably  the  most  carefully 
prepared  onslaught  since  D- 
Day.  A beachhead  has  been 
secured.  But  as  with  all  inva- 
sions, the  real  test  is  to  break 
out  into  the  interior. 

The  “ifs"  for  The  Indepen- 
dent were  set  out  in  an 
embarrassingly  public  place, 
the  prospectus  for  its  £18  mil- 
lion share  flotation.  On  a 
circulation  of  373.000  it  was 
expected  to  make  a £3  million 
loss  in  its  first  year  and  a 
£4  million  profit  in  its  second. 
In  the  latest  ABC  figures  it  is 
shown  at  just  under  29 1 ,000. 

There  has  been  trouble  on 
the  advertising  from,  as  well. 
Media  buyers  in  the  agencies 
complain  that  it  is  “dull  and 
middle-aged”,  although  it  is 
certainly  true  zhat  media  buy- 
ers have  an  interest  in  be- 
littling the  chances  of  new 
publications  in  the  hope  of 
keeping  rates  down. 

What  is  dear  is  that  the 
struggle  to  attract  classified 
advertising  to  the  paper,  a key 
element  in  its  hoped-for 
profitability,  still  has  a long 
way  logo.

Vote  of  no  confidence 

The  Independent  Broadcasting  Authority  must  surely  have  a 
great  deal  to  fear  if  the  Conservatives  win  the  general  dectwo. 
A pincer-Uke  introduction  Of  new  legislation  in  die  next  tom  of 
Parliament,  resulting  from  the  Government's  more  towards  a 
leaner  and  lighter  broadcasting  regulatoiy  system,  could 
severely  reduce  the  IBA’s  powers. 

Although  MP  Gerald  Howarth’s  new  Obscene  Publications 
Bill  was  talked  out  at  the  committee  stage  last  week,  with  the 
Prime  Minister's  approval  it  is  sure  to  return.  And  it  would  not 
take  long  before  the  need  for  IBA  bureaucrats  to  monitor  pro- 
gramme standards  once  they  were  answerable  to  the  law  was 
called  into  question.  Preparation  of  new  broadcasting 
legislation  suggests  government  support  for  the  switch 
responsibility  for  radio  from  the  IBA  to  a simpler,  auctioa- 
based  method  of  awarding  rrv  franchises. 

The  House  of  Commons's  Home  Affairs  Committee  has 
asked  leading  figures  from  industry  to  submit  papers  on  (he  fu- 
ture of  broadcasting,  with  the  IBA  coming  off  bsslly  in  the  views 
of  Independent  Load  Radio  and  ITY  executives  who  have  long 
believed  that  the  authority  is  over-staffed  and  charges  too  much 
for  signal  transmission. 

In  Europe,  the  trend  is  towards  single  authorities  handling 
all  telecommunications,  cable  and  broadcasting,  and  in  Britain 
it  is  the  small,  tightly  regulative  Cable  Authority,  rather  than 
the  IBA,  which  would  be  favoured  for  such  a rote.

^SJ-ori  Miles  as  editor  of  the  London  Evening 
News  might  mean,  it  does  not  make  her  Fleet 
Street's  first  woman  editor. 

In  fret,  the  race  was  won  almost  a century 
ago  — albeit  by  a woman  who  was  married  to 
the  proprietor. 


Rachel  Beer  edited  The  Observer  for  much 
ofthe  period  between  1891  and  1905  after  her 
husband  had  inherited  the  paper  from  his 
father. 

For  four  years  she  also  edited  The  Sunday 
Times,  having  bought  it  for  £11,000  in 
October  1893. 

But  the  appointment  of  Miles,  until  now 
editor  of  Chat  magazine,  puis  her  ahead  ofthe 
field  as  the  first  woman  editor  of  a Fleet  Street 
daily:  other  leading  contenders  include  Jo 
Foley  and  Angela  Gordon  at  The  Observer.  Sue 
Douglas  at  the  Mail  on  Sunday  and  Wendy 
Henry  at  the  News  of  the  World. 

There  is  no  doubt  that  Associated 
Newspaper's  determination  to  make  its 
floundering  London  evening  title  succeed  - 


despite  the  industry  belief  that  it  was  re- 
launched as  a spoiling  operation  to  protea 
Associated's  Evening  Standard  against  the 
London  Daily  News  — will  be  matched  by 
Miles 's  energy  and  legendary’  lust  for  readers. 

She  said  yesterday:  “The  Evening  News  was 
the  paper  f avidly  read  when  I first  came  to 
London  in  1979;  then  they  closed  it.  So  I have 
a sentimental  attachment  to  the  paper.  1 think 
a lot  of  people  have,  and  I hope  to  revive  its 
old  chansma.  It  will  have  lots  of  good  fun,  it 
will  be  a very  *up\  optimistic  and  punchy 
newspaper." 

Miles's  career  has  moved  fast  in  the  past 
three  years  — Woman  magazine,  six  months  at 
Company,  on  to  1PC  to  edit  its  new  women’s 
magazine.  Mhz,  and,  two  months  after  that 


was  launched,  she  was  lured  by  Independent 
Television  Publications,  publishers  of  TV 
Times,  to  be  editor  of  Chat ; the  down-market 
women  $ tabloid  weekly.  Chat  has  confounded 
industry  scepiism  about  its  market  by 
building  a readership  of  591,000,  though  that 
is  still  some  way  short  of  the  one  million  targe t 
1TP  set  it  in  1985. 

The  Evening  News,  even  with  a skeleton 
staff  under  the  part-time  editorship  of  the 
Standard's  editor,  John  Leese,  has  sustained 
heavy  losses  and  its  circulation  is  said  to  have 
fallen  to  less  than  half  its  required  break-even 
figure  of  100,000  copies.  It  will  be  interesting 
to  see  what  the  new  29-year-old  woman  editor 
can  do  about  that.

LORD  JUSTICE  DILLON 
said  that  the  1981  Act  was 
passed  as  a result  of  the 
wamock  Report  and  it  was 
concerned  to  make  provision 
for  children  with  special 
educational  needs.  It  in- 
troduced a new  conception 
under  section  7 of  the  Act,  of  a 
local  education  authority 
making  and  maintaining  a 
statement  in  prescribed  form 
of  the  special  educational 
needs  of  children  with  such 
needs.

LORD  JUSTICE  MAY  said 
the  relevant  condition  in  the 
instant  case  was:  “The  fire- 
arms and  ammunition  to 
which  this  certificate  relates 
must  at  all  times  when  not  in 
actual  use  be  kept  in  a secure 
place  with  a view  to  prevent- 
ing access  to  them  by  un- 
authorized jjersons." 

His  Lordship  said  he  did 
not  seek  to  define  the  phrases 
“in  actual  use”  and  “secure 
place"  as  it  bad  to  be  a 
question  of  fact  in  each  case 
and  it  was  not  sufficient  to 
comply  with  statutory  obliga- 


tions merely  to  follow  the 
advice  given  by  the  British 
Shooting  Sports  Council

The  discretion  was  con- 
ferred by  the  words  “if  they 
are  of  the  opinion  that  they 
should  determine"  in  section 
7(1);  it  was  only  if  they  were  of 
that  opinion  that  they  were 
required  to  determine  the 
special  educational  provision 
for  the  particular  child  within 
the  meaning  of  section  5(6). 

It  followed  that  if  the  local 
education  authority  did  not 
itself  decide  the  special  educa- 
tional provision  that  should 
be  made  for  the  child,  but  left 
that  to  be  decided  by  the 
school,  the  local  education 
authority  was  not  itself 
determining  the  special  educa- 
tion provision  for  the  child 
within  the  meaning  of  section 
7(1). 

Consequently,  the  local 
education  authority  was  not 
obliged  to  make  and  maintain 
a statement  under  that  section 
of  the  child's  special  educa- 
tional needs.  A decision  to 
leave  what  was  to  be  done  for 
a particular  child,  such  as 
Shelley,  to  the  school  was  not 
itself;  in  his  Lordship's  judg- 
ment, a determination  of  the 
special  educational  provision 
for  Ihe  child  by  the  authority 
itself  under  section  7(1)  which 
would  necessitate  the  making 
of  the  statement.

[Judgment  May  7] 

The  prohibition  of  discrimi- 
natory internal  taxation  on  the 
products  of  other  member 
states,  contained  in  article  95  of 
the  EEC  Treaty,  also  extended 
to  goods  from  non-member 
states  which  were  in  free  circula- 
tion in  the  community. 

Between  August  and  Novem- 
ber 1982  the  plaintiff  had  im- 
ported 1,127,490kg  of  bananas 
which  originated  in  Colombia 
and  had  been  released  into  free 
circulation  in  the  Benelux 
countries. 

The  plain  tiffbroughi  proceed- 
ings before  the  Tribunate  di 
Milano  (District  Court,  Milan), 
for  the  recovery  of 
Lil59 1,932^50  which  it  had 
paid  by  way  of  a state  consump- 
tion tax  upon  those  banana 
imports,  on  the  ground  that  that 
tax  constituted  a charge  having 
an  effect  equivalent  to  a cus- 
toms duty  contrary  io  articles  9 
and  12  of  the  EEC  Treaty. 

The  Tribunate  di  Milano 
stayed  the  proceedings  and  re- 
ferred a number  of  questions  on 
the  interpretation  of  articles  9, 
12  and  95  to  die  Court  of  Justice 
of  the  European  Communities 
for  a preliminary  ruling. 

In  its  judgment  the  European 
.Court  of  Justice  held  as  follows: 

It  appeared  from  the  file  that, 
hi  1985,  120  tonnes  of  bananas 
had  been  produced  in  Italy 
whereas  357,500  tonnes  had 
been  imported.  It  also  appeared 
that  Italian  legislation  provided 
for  19  consumption  taxes  of 
which  three  affected  tropical 
products,  namely  coffee,  cocoa 
and  bananas. 


The  firs!  two  questions 

The  first  two  questions  were 
intended  to  establish  whether 
ihe  disputed  lax  was  a charge 
having  equivalent  effect  to  a 
customs  duty  or  a measure  of 
interna]  taxation. 

The  essential  characteristic  of 
a tax  having  an  equivalent  effect 
to  a customs  duty,  which  distin- 
guished it  from  internal  tax- 
ation, lay  in  the  fact  that  the 
former  was  levied  exclusively 
on  the  imported  product  as 
such,  while  the  tatter  was  levied 
both  on  imported  and  domestic 
products. 

The  Court  had  however  rec- 
ognized that  even  a charge 
levied  on  a product  from  an- 
other member  state,  where  there 
was  no  identical  or  similar 
national  product,  did  not  con- 
stitute a charge  having  an 
equivalent  effect  but  an  internal 
tax  within  the  meaning  of  article 
95  of  the  Treaty,  if  it  formed 
part  of  a general  scheme  of 
internal  levies  imposed 
systematically  upon  categories 
of  products  according  to  objec- 
tive criteria  which  were  applied 
independently  of  the  origin  of 
the  products. 

The  disputed  consumption 
tax  was  to  be  considered  as 
forming  an  integral  part  of  a 
general  scheme  of  internal  tax- 
ation within  the  meaning  of 
article  95  and  its  compatibility 
with  Community  law  bad  there- 
fore to  be  asessed  in  the  context 
of  that  article  and  not  that  of 
articles  9 and  12  of  the  Treaty. 

Third  question 

The  third  question  sought  to 
establish  whether  the  tax  at  issue 
was  prohibited  by  the  second 
paragraph  of  article  95  to  the 
extent  to  which  it  was  likely  to 
protect,  in  particular,  nationally 
produced  fruit. 

In  that  regard  it  was  to  be 
noted  that,  in  its  judgment  of 
May  7 in  Case  184/85  Commis- 
sion v holy  (not  yet  reported), 
the  Cburt  had  declared  that,  by 
imposing  and  maintaining  in 
force  a tax  on  fresh  bananas 
which  applied  to  bananas  from 
other  member  states,  in  particu- 
lar those  from  the  French 


Dcportements  d'Outre-Mer,  the 
Italian  Republic  had  failed  to 
fulfil  its  obligations  under  arti- 
cle 95  of  the  EEC  Treaty. 

Fourth  qaestion 

The  fourth  question  was  in- 
tended to  establish  whether 
article  95  was  applicable  to  all 
products  originating  in  member 
stales  including  products  from 
non-member  states  which  were 
in  foe  circulation  within  the 
member  states. 

It  was  true  that  by  contrast 
with  the  wording  or  article  9 
which  expressly  referred  to 
products  coming  from  third 
countries  which  were  in  free 
circulation  in  member  states, 
that  of  article  95  referred  only  to 
“products  of  other  member 
states'*. 

However,  it  was  apparent 
from  die  well-established  case- 
law  of  the  Court  that  in  the 
scheme  of  the  Treaty,  the  first 
and  second  paragraphs  of  article 
95  were  complementary  to  the 
provisions  relating  to  the 
elimination  of  customs  duties 
and  charges  having  equivalent 
effect. 

In  its  judgment  of  December 
15,  1976,  in  Case  41/76 

Donckerwolcke  v Procureurae  la 
Republic  ([1976J  ECR  1921) 
the  Court  had  emphasized  that 
as  regarded  the  free  movement 
of  goods  within  the  Community, 
products  entitled  to  free  circula- 
tion were  definitively  and 
wholly  assimilated  to  products 
originating  in  member  states. 

In  its  judgment  of  July  1, 1969 
in  joined  Cases  2 and  3/69. 
Diamantarbeiders  v Brachfeld 
«1969]  ECR  211).  the  Court 
stated  that  the  importance  of  the 
prohibitions  contained  in  arti- 
cles 9 and  12  of  the  Treaty  was 
such  that,  in  order  to  prevent 
their  circumvention  by  means 
of  various  customs  and  fiscal 
measures,  the  Treaty  had  in- 
tended to  prevent  any  possible 
failure  in  their  implementation. 

The  Court  had  indicated  that 
article  95  was  intended  to  fill  in 
any  breaches  which  a fiscal 


the 


measure  might  open  in 
prohibitions  laid  down. 

It  followed  that  an  interpreta- 
tion of  article  95  which  excluded 
its  application  to  products  in 
free  circulation  would  lead  to  a 
result  which  was  contrary  both 
to  the  spirit  of  the  Treaty  as 
expressed  in  articles  9 and  10 
and  its  system. 

Commercial  policy  with  re- 
gard to  non-member  states  fell 
within  the  exclusive  com- 
petence or  the  Community  sub- 
ject to  the  necessary  protective 
measures  which  might  be 
adopted  under  the  conditions 
laid  down  by  article  11 5 of  the 
Treaty.  Consequently  member 
states  could  not  remain  free  to 
impose  discriminatory  taxes  on 
products  originating  from  non- 
member states  which  were  in 
free  circulation. 

On  those  grounds  the  Euro- 
pean Court  ruled: 

1 A charge  described  as  a 
consumption  tax,  levied  on  both 
imported  and  domestic  prod- 
ucts but  which  in  practice 
applied  almost  exclusively  to 
imported  products  because 
there  was  only  an  extremely 
limited  domestic  production, 
did  not  constitute  a charge 
having  an  effect  equivalent  to  a 
customs  duly  on  imports  within 
the  meaning  of  articles  9 and  12 
of  the  EEC  Treaty  if  it  formed 
part  of  a general  scheme  of 
internal  taxation  applicable 
systematically  to  categories  of 
products  according  to  objective 
criteria  which  were  applied  in- 
dependently of  the  origin  of  the 
products.  In  those  circum- 
stances it  was  to  be  regarded  as 
internal  taxation  within  the 
meaning  of  article  95. 

2 The  second  paragraph  uf 
article  95  of  the  EEC  Treaty 
prohibited  a consumption  tax 
on  certain  imported  fruit  if  it 
was  likely  to  protect  domes- 
tically produced  fruit. 

3 Article  95  of  the  EEC  Treaty 
was  applicable  to  all  products  of 
member  states  including  prod- 
ucts originating  in  non-member 
countries  which  were  in  free 
circulation  within  the  member 
states.

Since  his  last-minute  comeback 
with  Long  Day’s  Journey  into 
Night,  Eugene  O'Neill  has 
oeen  seen  as  a Peer  Gym-like 
artist  who  wasted  his  creative 
j™F  ■ on  fry^ess  experimental 
wanderings  and  only  discovered  his 
troe  vow  when  he  settled  for  telling 
tne  bare  autobiographical  truth.  This 
view  spares  us  the  trouble  of  examin- 
ing his  other  work;  and  it  looks  much 
less  plausible  in  the  light  of  these  two 
productions  - both  of  plays  from  the 
1920s,  wntten  before  O'Neill  had 
taken  the  full  experimental  plunge.  In 
The  Hairy  Ape  you  can  see  him 
inventing  American  expressionism;  in 
fjcsire  Under  the  Eln«  he  restages 
classical  mythology  in  New  England. 
But  both  are  fired  by  an  irresistible 
combination  of  narrative  clarity  and 
whjie-hor  energy. 

Peter  Stein’s  production  of  The 
Hairy  Ape  also  marks  the  opening  of 
the  National  Theatre’s  “International 
Theatre  87"  series:  the  first  event  on 
this  scale  London  has  seen  since  the 
demise  of  the  World  Theatre  Season 
m 1 973.  It  is  a long-overdue  necessity, 
and  its  only  chance  of  resuming 
regular  life  — however  great  the  efforts 
of  Sir  Peter  Hall  and  the  trouble- 
shooting Thelma  Holt  - lies  in 
wholehearted  public  support. 

If  ihat  salute  sounds  less  than 
wholehearted  it  is  because  Monday’s 
performance  overran  by  some  50 
minutes.  No  doubt  that  will  be 
corrected.  But  The  Hairy  Ape  is  a 
piece  of  powerfully  rhythmic  mo- 
mentum, which  Stein  repeatedly 
interrupts  for  the  sake  of  elaborate  set- 
changes  — the  last  of  which  evokes 
Central  Park  Zoo  with  a blinding  light 
hitting  the  audience  smack  in  the  eyes. 

So  much  for  peevish  complaint 
You  might  also  cite  Lurio  Fanti's  as  a 
supreme  example  of  top-heavy  Ger- 
man design,  were  it  not  that  Fanti 
supplies  answers  to  the  crucial  design 
problems  of  this  text.  Its  scenes  are 
laid  in  the  expressionist  form  of  eight 
“stations"  which  take  Yank,  the 
1 Neanderthal  stoker,  from  his  natural 
habitat  in  the  liner's  stokehole  to 
alienation  and  death  oh  the  streets  of 
New  York.  But  the  opening  scenes  for 
Yank  and  his  shipmates  are  very 
much  in  the  vein  of  O’NeflTs  natu-  i 
rail stic  early  sea  plays.  It  is  only  when  i 
the  action  reaches  Manhattan,  with  c

Yank  rebounding  from  crowds  of  top- 
hatted  Fifth  Avenue  swells  and  finally 
meeting  his  dead)  in  the  embrace  of 
his  primate  alter  ego,  that  expression-' 
ism  takes  over. 

Fanti's  solution  to  this  is  to  present 
the  scenes  of  the  voyage  in  an  all-steel 
environment.  The  stage  presents  the 
hull  of  the  liner  in  the  form  of  three 
huge  plates  which,  in  turn,  slide  open 
to  reveal  the  forecastle,  the  prome- 
nade deck  and  the  stokehole. 


This  matches  the  reality  of  the 
writing,  and  the  nature  of 
Yank  himself;  who  claims  to 
be  a man  of  steeL  It  also 
presents  a sequence  of  thrill- 
ing and  magnificent  stage  pictures: 
from  the  opening  sight  of  the  fire  crew 
cramped  under  a low  metal  roof,  to 


the  apparition  of  the  stokehole,  the 
stage  burning  from  end  to  end  with 
open  furnace  doors,  and  the  arrival  of 
the  billionaire’s  slumming  daughter, 
in  silver  shoes  and  glistening  white 
dress  down  to  the  red,  sweating 
inferno.  O'Neill,  whatever  his  experi- 
mental interests,  was  the  son  of  a 
barnstorming  father.  And  what  this 
German  company  justifiably  present 
is  a sumptuous  display  of  Drury  Lane 
melodrama. 

With  the  move  to  New  York, 
Fanti's  design  vocabulary  is  trans- 
formed to  one  of  grotesque  perspec- 
tives and  representational  materials. 
A bus  is  simply  a plywood  cut-out 
Skyscrapers  and  shops  waltz  into  the 
middle  of  the  road  to  display  their 
astronomically  overpriced  wares  as 
stellar  dollar-signs  winking  out  of 


siained-glass  windows.  When  a prison 
inmate  starts  reading  a senatorial 
denunciation  of  the  Wobblies,  there, 
high  above  the  cells,  is  Senator  Queen 
in  frill  spate. 

Aesthetic  qualities  apart,  I do  not 
understand  Siein's  motive  in  reviving 
the  play.  It  tells  the  story  of  a man  who 
thinks  he  belongs,  and  then  discovers 
.himself  to  be  dispossessed.  O’Neill 
repeatedly  likens  him  to  Rodin’s 
Thinker  an  image  of  developing 
homo  sapiens  which  Yank  finally 
contradicts  by  sliding  down  the 
evolutionary  ladder.  Roland  Schafer’s 
Yank  eliminates  that  contradiction. 

- Bui  he  also  comes  over,  on  board  ship, 
as  a man  of  superior  intelligence  and 
physique,  rather  than  the  “filthy 
beast”  from  whom  the  decadent 
Mildred  (Corinna  Kircbhoff)  recoils. 
What  the  performance  records,  with 
passages  of  prodigious  violence  and 
emotional  devastation,  is  the  decline 
of  a man  who  was  happy  in  heU  to  one 
who  is  a stranger  on  the  earth.  If  the 
production  supplies  any  ideologically 
structured  framework  to  this  senti- 
mental view  of  the  character,  I did  not 
detea  it. 

For  Yank,  “belonging"  re- 
mains a debatable  abstrac- 
tion. In  Desire  Under  the 
Elms  it  becomes  a concrete 
reality.  It  means  Ephraim 
Cabot’s  form;  and  there  is  no  talk  of 
belonging  because  everyone  knows  he 
belongs  there.  From  the  first  to  the  last 
lines  of  the  play  every  character  who 
sets  eyes  on  the  property  is  over- 
whelmed by  its  beauty  and  by  the 
desire  to  own  it. 

Patrick  Mason's  Greenwich  pro- 
duction gives  them  small  reason  for 
this  response.  O'Neill  specified  an 
.interior-exterior  setting  contrasting 
the  radiance  of  nature  against  the 
1 darkness  of  a man-made  prison.  On 
Joe  Vanelc’s  stage  all  we  get  is  the 
bleak  timbered  prison. 

This  matters  because  the  ideas  of 
happiness  and  fulfilment  are  central  to 
the  play.  It  shows  the  pursuit  of 
material  inheritance  being  thrown  off 
course  by  an  incestuous  love-affair 
between  Ephraim’s  young  wife  and  his 
son:  a love  which  she  confirms  try 
murdering  her  child.  In  the  form  of  an 
American  folk-drama,  it  integrates  the 
myths  of  Medea  and  Phaedra;  hence 
its  characters’  astonishing  lack  of 
guilt. 

Its  tragic  radiance  is  marvellously 
conveyed  by  Carmen  de  Sautoy  as  the 
wife.  Otherwise  the  performances  are 
full  of  guilty  intimations  unsupported 
by  the  text*  most  of  ail.  in  Tom 
Hickey's  spry,  life-stifling  old 
Ephraim  — a figure  closer  to  Patrick 
Kavanagh's  The  Great  Hunger  than  to 
the  lusty  New  England  patriarch.  The 
production  has  its  good  points,  but  it 
seems  to  convert  a tragedy  of  Ameri- 
can Protestant  choice  into  a grim  tale 
of  Irish  Catholic  necessity.

Most  young  artists  choose  to 
introduce  themselves  with 
music  from  the  standard  rep- 
ertoire.

A week  ago  on  this  page  Paul 
Griffiths,  writing  from  Zurich, 
praised  the  trumpeter  Hakan 
Harden berger  for  his  perfor- 
mance of  Harrison  Birtwistle's 
new  work.  Endless  Parade. 
We  did  not,  alas,  hear  that 
piece  in  this  BBC  lunchtime 
concert;  instead  the  New 
Stockholm  Chamber  Orches- 
tra brought  with  them  some- 
thing eminently  accessible, 
though  of  formidable  tech- 
nical difficulty,  for  him  to 
play,  namely  Andre  Jolivei’s 
Concertino  for  piano,  trumpet 
and  strings  of  1948. 

One  need  not  dwell  on  the 
modesty  of  this  music’s  am- 
bitions. for  the  trumpeter’s 
concerto  repertoire,  despite 
Birtwistle's  efforts,  remains 
limited  and  therefore  to  be 
treated  with  all  possible  tol- 
erance. In  any  case,  although  it 
is  essentially  a display  piece, 
the  Jolivet  possesses  a vitality 
and  lyricism  which  should 
immediately  disarm  anyone 
tempted  to  take  it  to  task  for 
its  conservatism.  And  it  also 
affords  Hardenberger  the 
chance  to  show  us  just  bow 
remarkable  his  skills  are. 

Certainly,  no  trumpeter  that 
I have  heard  before  has  made 
his  instrument  sing  quite  as  he 
does,  has  articulated  double- 
tongued  passages  with  such 
precision  or,  perhaps  most 
impressively  of  all.  has  pro- 
duced such  a variety  of  tone- 
colours,  by  turns  resonantly 
resplendent  (though  never 
coarse)  or  as  smoothly 
rounded  as  a clarinet  might  be 
in.  say,  a Brahms  slow  move- 
ment. All  of  this  is  effected 
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it  began,  introduced  an  ele- 
ment of  eccentricity  that  was 
wholly  absent  elsewhere. 

The  Helios  Orchestra  is  a 
chamber  ensemble  which  has 
been  in  existence  for  about  a 
year.  Sufficiently  encouraged 
bv  their  success  to  date,  they 
decided  10  move  on  to  their 
first  South  Bank  appearance 
with  a mixed  baroque  pro- 
gramme. On  this  showing  the 
group  is  working  at  the  upper 
end  of  the  amateur  scale. 
Intonation  remains  their 
weakest  point,  most  notice- 
ably in  the  unsure  intervals 
that  troubled  iHem  in  Purcell's 
chromatic  G minor  Chacony, 
but  under  the  cogent  direction 
of  their  conductor  Edwand 
Kay  most  of  the  performances 
kept  up  a strong  sense  of  pur* 


with  an  unostentatious  plat- 
form manner  which  makes 
clear  that  for  him  the  music 
matters  most  Composers 
thinking  of  enlarging  the  rep- 
ertoire further  may  care  to 
note. 

Hardenberger's  Swedish 
compatriots  and  colleagues, 
directed  from  the  leader's  desk 
by  Ulf  Fofsberg,  fulfilled  their 
definitively  accompanimental 
role  deftly,  though  in  another 
hall  the  piano  would  surely 
have  added  a touch  more 
sparkle  to  Jolivet’s  neo-classi- 
cal textures  than  it  actually  did 
here.  On  their  own,  the  string 
players  demonstrated  the 
assurance  that  one  might  ex- 
pect from  a group  working  in 
what,  to  judge  from  all  the 
Scandinavian  activities  that 
have  lately  taken  place  this 
side  of  the  North  Sea,  is 
obviously  a fertile  musical 
climate. 

They  began  with  a small 
revelation  in  the  form  of 
Eduard  Tubin’s  Music  for 
Strings,  composed  in  1963 
and,  again,  considering  that 
date,  a fairly  modest  work. 
Tubin,  an  Estonian  composer 
who  was  born  in  1905  and 
moved  to  Sweden  in  1944, 

. surely  deserves  more  than  the 
10  tines  allocated  to  him  in 
The  New  Grove. 

The  clarity  and  ingenuity  of 
this  work's  structure  are  both 
impressive  in  the  extreme, 
while  his  manner  calls  to  mind 
not  only  the  avani-gardistes  of 
his  youth  — Bartok,  Stravin- 
sky and  Shostakovich  are  all 
there  somewhere  — but  also 
the  lyrical  and  declamatory 
inventiveness  of  only  slightly 
earlier  music  by  Lutoslawski. 
It  was  given  a beautifully 
shaped  performance,  as  in- 
deed was  Nielsen’s  early  but 
elegant  and  idiomatic  Little 
Suite,  Op  I.

Indeed,  their  character  is 
more  positive  as  an  ensemble 
than  as  individuals.

The  centrepiece  of  Dietrich 
Fischer-Dieskau’s  recital  trip- 
tych was  unveiled  on  Monday: 
an  alarmingly  grim  set  of  14 
songs  from  Dee  Knaben 
Wander  horn  in  which  Mah- 
ler’s often  ambivalent  settings 
were  turned,  almost  without 
exception,  on  their  dark  side.

To  join  Stravinsky’s  Nightin- 
gale the  Royal  Opera  have 
now  revived  a second  night  at 
the  Chinese  opera:  Turandot , 
in  the  matchless  production 
by  Andrei  Serbian.  As  the 
widespread  successes  of  this 
staging  have  proved,  the 
enfolding  of  oriental  theatre 
into  the  action  is  more  than  a 
bright  idea;  it  provides  for  a 
dramatic  climate  in  which  the 
commedia  deU'arte  aspects  of 
the  work  can  tumble  freely 
into  play,  and  it  also  provides 
for  a stylization  that  strikes  to 
the  frozen  heart  of  this  puz- 
zling. fascinating  and  disturb- 
ing opera. 

With  the  fiercely  beautiful 
images  and  colours  of  Sally 
Jacobs's  designs  looking  as 
fresh  as  they  did  in  1984,  and 
with  Kate  Flan's  choreog- 
raphy perhaps  even  more 
poised  in  a strange  stillness, 
this  is  a production  demand- 
ing to  be  seen. 

And  indeed  to  be  heard.  Eva 
Marion  makes  her  long-de- 
layed British  debut  in  the  title- 
role.  which  she  assumes  with 
greater  ease  than  either  of  her 
predecessors.  There  is  a radi- 
ance to  her  singing  that  hangs 
on  in  there  even  when  she  is  at 
her  highest  and  loudest:  this  is 
at  last  a Turandot  of  com- 
manding beauty  and  believ- 
able youth.

A compromise  has  been 
reached.  Paul,  who  is  in  the 
final  year  of  a degree  course  at 
Duke  University  in  North 
Carolina,  studying  political 
science  and  international  law, 
is  to  confine  his  racing  to  13 
events.

“Rubbish!"  he 
shouted  at  the  Kenneth 
Clarke,  with  a broad  grin  on 
his  fece.  “Rubbish!”  he 
shouted  again,  the  grin  relax- 
ing to  a smile.  By  fee  fend  or 
fourth  Rubbish,  he  had  lost 
the  joke  entirely,  and  by  the 
fifth  or  sixth  he  was  bursting 
wife  red-faced  indignation. 
Such  is  the  power  of  even  the 
most  turgid  words  to  control 
the  mind  behind  fee  mouth 
out  of  which  they  leap. 

Mr  Benn  maintained  his 
bead  in  a forwardly  direction. 
At  times  he  appeared  un- 
aware that  Question  Time 
was  raging,  or  even  that  be 
was  in  the  Palace  of  West- 
minster, so  deep  seemed  his 
inner  turmoiL  To  his  right 
stood  Rosie  Barnes,  behind 
him  Sir  Ian  Gilmour;.yet 
neither  reached  out  a hand  to 
comfort  him. 

His  fellow  Invalid,  Mr 
Tony  Banks  (Labour,  New- 
ham North  West),  askedthe 
Prime  Minister  whether  fee 
great  rise  in  street  crime  . 
heralded  a return  to  Vfctoriaof ' 
values.  Mr  Benn  looked  at  his 
brown  shoes  fix  several  sec- 
onds and,  on  raising  his  farad, 
be  revealed  himself  in  even, 
greater  distress  than  he  had 
been  before.  Brown  shoes! 
Black  suit!  Perhaps  he  had 
been  panicked  into  a 
selection.

said  that  individuals  infected 
with  HIV  could  be  exposed  to 
potential  complications, 
including  fee  development  of 
Aids,  if  they  received  the 
vaccine.

An  editorial  in  fee  New 
England  Jovmcd  o/  Medicine 
stated  that  “convincing  evi- 
dence that  immunizations 


accelerate  the  dirncal  course 
of  HIV  infection  is  lacking” 
and  suggested  that  the 
development  of  Aids  in  the 
case  of  fee  soldier  could  have 
been  a coincidence. 

But  Dr  Wright  said 
yesterday:“I  don’t  think  it  was 
a coincidence;  but  the  extent 
to  which  this  case  may  have 
been  reflected  in  Africa  is  an 
untested  hypothesis.  It  is  pos- 
sible, but  nobody  really 
knows”. 

T7ie  prevalence  of  HTV  in 
African  countries  was  likely  to 
have  been  very  low  during  the 
years  of  the  WHO  smallpox 
programme,  he  said.

Railways9  minimum

Eurotunnel  yesterday  an- 
nounced that  agreement  had 
been  reached  with  the  British 
and  French  railways  over  the 
lolls  to  be  paid  for  use  of  the 
Channel  tunnel,  ending 
months  of  tense  talks  which 
almost  threatened  the  future 
of  the  £4.7  billion  project.

Sir  Robert  Reid,  chairman 
of  British  Rail  said  “Both 
sides  have  made  concessions 
to  demonstrate  their  fun- 
damental belief  that  the  tun- 
nel is  not  only  the  most 
exciting  international  venture 
of  our  lifetime,  but  also  poten- 
tially one  of  the  most 
profitable.”

Britain’s  producer  prices  rose  the  Chancellor’s  decision  not

Manufacturers’  raw  ma- 
terial and  fuel  costs  showed 
their  first  12-momh  increase 
since  June  1985.  They  edged 
up  by  0.2  per  cent,  in  spite  of 
the  pound’s  strong  perfor- 
mance against  the  dollar, 
which  would  normally  be 
expected  to  push  down  the 
cost  of  imported 
commodities. 

Fuel  and  raw  material  costs 
were  up  by  1.4  per  cent 
compared  with  a year  earlier. 
In  March,  these  costs  were  0.9 
per  cent  lower  than  in  March 
1986. 

The  figures  suggest  that  the 
long  period  of  subdued  cost 
increases,  arising  principally 
from  felling  world  oil  prices,  is 
at  an  end. 

On  a seasonally  adjusted 
basis,  industry’s  raw  material 
and  feel  costs  increased  by  0.8 
percent  last  month,  after  a rise 
of  0.3  per  cent  in  March. 

The  prices  charged  by  in- 
dustry at  the  factory  gate  rose 
by  0.5  per  cent  last  month. 
This  was  lower  than  in  April 
last  year,  mainly  because  of

To  support  the  drive  for  a 
bigger  share  of  the  British 
market  the  independent  dis- 
tributor of  Nissan  vehicles, 
Nissan  UK,  is  to  spend  an- 
other £26  million  on  creating 
25  new  main  dealer  outlets: 
the  Worthing-based  company 
has  already  invested  £50  mil- 
lion on  expanding  the  dealer 
network.. 

Sunderland-built  Bluebirds, 
for  which  demand  has  grown 
faster  than  predicted,  compete 
directly  in  the  important  me- 
dium-size class  which  ac- 
counts for  almost  half  fleet 
sales. 


At  the  end  of  this  year,  when 
local  content  rises  above  60 
per  cent  and  the  cars  are 
classified  as  “British”,  an 
important  barrier  to  fleet  sales 
will  have  been  crossed.

The  auction  system  will,  over 
time,  undoubtedly  draw  to  the  London 
Government  bond  market  international 
investors  more  used  to  the  US  auction 
system.  But  in  the  “when-issued” 
market,  on  which  the  whole  success  of 
die  auction  depends,  overseas  investors 
have  so  far  acted  cautiously. 

Not  all  foreign  investors  are  fully 
aware  of  the  positive  economic  news 
about  Britain  and  the  beneficent  finan- 
cial consequences  of  a third  victory  for 
Mrs  Thatcher  at  the  polls.  Salesmen 
have  spent  the  last  week  trying  to 
convince  Japanese,  European  and  US 
investors  that  sterling’s  strength  and  the 
re-rating  of  the  British  economy  is  not 
just  a flash  in  the  pan  but  based  on 
sound  foundations.  At  the  same  time, 
sterling  interest  rates  look  set  to  fell 
further  after  polling  day. 

Domestic  investors  have  few  doubts. 
Yet  it  will  be  interesting  to  see  whether 
the  big  institutions  choose  to  pitch  in 
with  their  own  bids  or  operate  through 
the  market-makers.  The  Bank  has 
allowed  them  to  bid  on  their  own  behalf, 
although  they  have  to  submit  bids  on 
paper,  while  the  market-makers  have 
the  flexibility  of  telephones. 

This  is  where  the  importance  of  the 
pre-auction,  “when-issued”  market 
comes  in.  It  is  here  that  the  crucial 
exchange  of  information  allows  market 
participants  to  gauge  the  level  of  interest 
in  the  issue.  The  market-makers  will

nother  committee  of  the  great 
and  good  has  been  formed  to 
monitor  the  Stock  Exchange’s 
contribution  to  the  development  of 
British  industry.

At  the  top  of  the  agenda  will  be  the  al- 
leged shon-sighted  approach  of  the  City 
to  industry  and  its  performance.  U will 
be  surprising  if  the  first  meeting  of  the 
LCAC.  scheduled  for  May  28.  does  not 
tackle  pre-emption  rights,  which  is  far 
from  being  a theological  dispute  be- 
tween isolated  clerics  and  powerful 
institutional  orders. 

Mr  Henderson  is  keen  to  educate  the 
City  about  the  real  needs  of  the 
companies  whose  shares  they  buy,  sell 
recommend  or  disparage. 

Whether  two  groups  are  needed  to 
disseci  and  remove  the  City’s  short- 
comings is  debatable.

Plan  to  improve  work  scheduling 


The  slow  delivery  of  products 
is  often  quoted  as  a failing  of 
British  industry,  says  Strath- 
clyde University,  Glasgow, 
which  yesterday  announced  a 
project  for  researchers  to  use 
the  latest  computer  techniques 
to  provide  improved  mea- 
sures of  work  scheduling- 

Support  for  this  research, 
being  carried  out  with  British 
Alcan  Aluminium,  and  Yard, 
has  come  from  the  Alvey 
Directory,  set  up  by  the 
Government  to  bridge  the  gap 
between  university  research 
and  the  practical  needs  of 
industry. 

The  project  has  a total  value 
of  £812.000.  of  which  the 


universitv  will  receive 
£196.000.  Yard  will  act  as 
overall  project  managers, 
transferring  university  exper- 
tise into  the  marketplace. 

The  Strathclyde  team  is  led 
by  Dr  Iain  Buchanan  and  Mr 
David  Pritty  of  the  uni- 
versity's department  of  com- 
puter science.  One  of  the  first 
jobs  the  researchers  will  tackle 
will  be  the  provision  of  a 
schedule  system  for  the  Alcan 
plate  plant  at  Kitt’s  Green  in 
Birmingham. 

British  .Alcan  has  long- 
standing links  with  Strath- 
clyde in  the  development  of 


on-line  production  control 
and  automation  systems. 

Mr  Pritty  said:  "Gathering 
together  raw  materials,  mach- 
inery. people  and  other 
components  in  the  right  place, 
in  the  right  quantity,  and  at 
the  right  time,  has  always  been 
a problem  for  industry,  even 
with  the  help  of  computers. 

“Working  closely  with  our 
industrial  partners  we  will 
employ  the  latest  artificial 
intelligence  and  knowledge- 
based  computing  techniques 
to  simulate  plant  conditions 
and  problems,  and  to  manipu- 
late these  in  a search  for  good 
methods  of  scheduling”

A forest  of  cranes  amid  clouds  of 
building  dust  marks  the  spot  of  London’s 
Docklands  - not  a flattering  description 
perhaps,  but  one  that  shows  that  it  is  still 
in  the  process  of  development  as  it 
continues  its  remarkable  progress  to- 
wards furnishing  the  capital  with  another 
complete  town  east  of  Tower  Bridge. 

Since  1981,  when  the  London  Dock- 
lands Development  Corporation  was  set 
up,  £283  million  of  public  money  has 
attracted  £1.3  billion  of  private  invest- 
ment, the  building  of  4,000  houses  and  < 
flats,  and  plans  for  3,000  more. 

It  has  been  growing  with  increasing 

speed  in  the  past  18  months,  and  so  have  I 
prices.  Land  has  increased  in  price  to  M 
approaching  £3  million  an  acre,  with  1 
reports  of  examples  where  it  has  nudged  1 
£5  million,  which  inevitably  is  reflected 
in  the  price  of  the  flat  or  house. 

But  there  is  no  sign  that  prices  are 
beyond  potential  purchasers  — demand  • 
is  high,  and  many  of  the  developments  - 
coming  to  completion  now  are  finding  . 
ready  buyers.  It  is  likely,  however,  that 
the  phenomenal  increases  of  the  past 
year  are  a thing  of  the  past. 

Collins  Druce,  which  has  recently 
opened  its  sixth  office  on  the  fringes  of 
the  Docklands,  believes  that  although 
supply  still  outweighs  demand,  prices 
appear  to  have  reached  a plateau. 
“However,  we  envisage  that  with  the 
imminent  signing  up  of  the  Canary 
Wharf  scheme,  and  the  opening  of  the 
Docklands  Light  Railway,  prices  will  rise 
by  1 5 per  cent  and  at  most  20  per  cent,” 
says  David  Galman,  one  of  the  partners. 

Final  agreement  between  the  parties  to 
the  Canary  Wharf  scheme  - the  dock- 
lands corporation,  the  American  finan- 
ciers and  the  building  consortium  — has 
been  delayed,  but  is  expected  to  go 
ahead.  An  announcement  to  that  effect 
will  boost  the  area  again,  as  it  will

provide  10  million  square  feet  of  offices, 
creating  more  demand  for  houses  and 
flats. 

The  big  agents  have  been  arriving  in

girlfriend.  Tales  are  legion  in  and 
aronnd  his  home  patcb  of 
Morristoa,  Swansea:  from  bawoom 
brawls  to  skiMaggery  in  the  scrum, 
Moriarty's  the  man.  Or  so  they  say. 

Certain  facts,  however,  speak  for 
themselves.  There  hare  been  three 

dismissals,  for  example,  all  against 
his  dose  neighbours,  Llanelli,  the 
last  OT  which  came  18  months  ago 
and  led.  to  Ms  being  excluded  from 
the  national  team  Tor  Hint  season. 
The  recipient  of  Moriarty's  ire  on 
that  occasion  was  a certain  PhD 
Davies,  who  more  recently  suffered 
from  the  fist  of  Wade  Dooley. 

“There  is  no  doubt,**  Moriarty 
says,  “that  I’ve  been  guilty  of 
serious  indiscretions  in  the  past. 
There  have  been  several  instances 
when  I've  been  just  bloody  ridicu- 
lous and  lashed  out  I've  learnt  a 
great  deal  from  them,  though,  and 
Pm  sure  I'm  a wiser,  more  re- 
strained man." 

Moriarty’s  cries  of  men  culpa  will 
ring  hollow  to  a lot  of  people.  It  must 
he  said,  though,  that  when  Moriarty 
took  over  the  captaincy  from  the 


injured  David  Pickering  in  last 
year's  ill-tempered  summer  tour  to 
the  South  Pacific  he  wasa  model  of 
propriety. 

Indeed,  in  a ferocious  flare-up 
against  Tonga  Ins  frequent  interven- 
tions took  the  heat  out  of  a fraught

uI'd  like  to  think  I'm  going  that 
way,"  be  says,  “but  no  one  can 
absolutely  predict  how  they'll  react 
in  certain  circumstances.  However,  I 
reel  l now  know  myself  a lot  better, 
know  my  weaknesses,  and  although 
I won’t  become  a soft  touch  1 
certainly  won't  put  it  about  as  much 
as  perhaps  I once  did.** 

On  one  level  there  is  no  doubt  that 
the  bad-boy  image  is  justified. 
However,  to  a large  extent  Moriarty 
has  also  been  the  victim  of  the  tittle- 
tattle  syndrome. 

Even  his  dear  old  mum, 
Margaret,  was  beginning 
to  question  him.  “I’d  spent 
the  evening  chatting  about 
all  the  rumours  and  tales, 
trying  to  put  to  rest  all  her  worries. 
That's  the  worst  thing,  I wn  a 
bit  of  stick,  but  it’s  those  around  yon 
who  suffer  most,  not  knowing  what 
to  believe. 

“Anyway,  next  day  my  mother 
went  to  work  and  up  came  a woman 
sounding  off  abont  some  shenani- 
gans Fd  been  involved  in  the  night 
before.  'But  he  was  with  me  all 
evening*,  said  my  mother.  Ob,  no, 
be  wasn't,'  insisted  the  other.  And 
she  just  wouldn't  listen.  I was  guilty. 
So  there  you  are." 

Other  people's  sceptical  reaction 


to  Moriarty's  selection  as  captain 
stemmed  from  his  relative  inexperi- 
ence in  the  role  and  his  own  injury 
problems.  He  has  had  just  one 
season  at  the  helm  for  Swansea,  two 
thirds  of  which  be  missed  after  a 
slmukler  operation  in  November. 

It  was  during  those  five  bleak 
months  that  Moriarty  proved  him- 
self a of  character  and 

responsibility.  His  chairman  of 
selectors,  Mike  James,  recafisrin 
all  tint  time  he  never  missed  a 
training  session  or  a selection 
meeting.  Richard  has  committed 
himself  to  the  club  absolutely  and 
has  set  a superb  example  to  the 
other  players.

Apart  from  fulfilling  the 
administrative  functions

ical trim.  With  his  arm  in 
a sling  at  training  be  was  able  to  join 
in  almost  everything. 

He  became  especially  adept  at 
one-banded  catching  in  the  lineonts. 
Pfoaghing  through  the  waters  at  a 
food  pool  throughout  the  winter  and 
a two- week  intensive  “holiday"  in 
Tenerife  in  March  has  ensured  that 
Moriarty  is  well  honed  for  World 
Cop  action,  even  though  the  Welsh 
Cup  final  against  Cardiff  on  May  2 
was  only  his  fifth  game  back. 

Moriarty  knows  that  his  initiation 
into  the  role  will  be  a testing  one.  As 
Wales's  third  captain  in  as  many 
matches  (the  hooker,  Billy  James, 
held  the  fort  against  Ireland  after 
Pickering  was  sacked)  he  must 
harness  a rather  rag-tog  army  into 
an  effective  fighting  force  before 
Wales's  opening  match  against 
Ireland  in  Wellington  on  May  25. 

The  spectre  of  past  successes 
hangs  heavy  in  Wales  and  Moriarty 
sees  it  as  one  of  his  tasks  to  alleviate 
those  pressures.  “Some  of  the  guys 
react  adversely  to  all  the  interest. 
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Warren  is  hoping. 
Hearns  will  have 
regard  for  history

Frank  Warren,  the  London  pro- 
moter, was  waiting  yesterday  to 
hear  whether  Thomas  Hearns, 
the  World  Boxing  Council  light- 
heavyweight  champion,  was 
going  to  take  up  the  $600,000 
(about  £364,000)  offer  from  the 
London  promoter  to  box  Mich- 
ael Olajide,  the  Nigerian-born 
Canadian,  for  the  vacant  Inter- 
national  Boxing  Federation 
title. 

After  Warren  succeeded  with 
his  SI. 2 million  (about 
£727.000)  bid  Vo  stage  the  "Fight 
for  History"  Olajide  accepted 
immediately  but  Hearns  wanted 
time  to  think  whether  this  was 
the  right  bout  to  give  him  a place 
in  history  as  the  first  boxer  to 
win  world  titles  at  four  weights. 
The  Canadian  is  a highly  re- 
garded boxer. 

The  president  of  the  IBF,  Bob 
Lee,  has  given  him  24  hours  to 
make  up  his  mind.  There  was 
talk  of  Herol  Graham,  of  Shef- 
field, stepping  in  if  Hearns  drops 
oul  That  looks  unlikely  as 
Graham’s  manager.  B J 
Eastwood,  would  like  to  pro- 
mote his  boxer’s  world  title  bout 
himself.  Eastwood  says  Graham 
will  meet  the  World  Boxing 
Association  No.  2 contender, 
Iran  Barkley  (an  easier  oppo- 
nent than  Olajide),  for  the 
vacant  title. 

Warren  hopes  that  Hearns 
will  not  walk  away  from  history. 
He  hopes  to  stage  the  IBF  bout 
in  London  later  this  year.  He 
| said  yesterday:  "As  Britain  is 
1 historically  the  home  of  boxing, 
the  Fight  for  History  should  go 
on  in  London." 

This  bid  marks  a big  stride  in 
Warren's  promotional  opera- 
tions. This  is  the  first  time  that 
Warren  has  won  the  right  on  his 
own  to  stage  a world  title  bout 
between  two  foreigners.  He  has 
always  realized  that  British  fans 
i will  pay  to  see  worfd-class 
foreign  boxers  in  a British  ring. 
Warren  has  put  on  shows  in 


which  boxers  like  Tim 
Witherspoon  and  Tyrol!  Biggs 
have  ram)  American  oppo- 
nents. 

Warren  never  misses  a chance 
to  expand  his  operations  ami 
will  even  promote  abroad  la 
association  with  local  promot- 
ers. He  has  jointly  promoted 
Terry  Marsh  in  Monte  Carlo 
and  Paris  and  Jimmy  Price  in 
Atlantic  City. 

“I  am  a first  division  pro- 
moter and  as  such  I must  take 
every'  opportunity  to  promote  a 
good  fight.  I will  bid  for  fights 
anywhere  in  the  world  because 
television  makes  anything  pos- 
sible. And  it  just  goes  to  show  a 
British  promoter  can  win  a big 
fight  like  the  Heams-Olajide 
one.  even  against  Americans," 
Warren  said. 

He  added:  “If  Hearns  wants  a 
piece  of  history  it  is  there  for  the 
taking.  1 was  determined  to  put 
on  this  fight  after  Marvin  Harder 
was  stripped  by  the  IBF  for 
fighting  Leonard  and  not 
Olajide  and  Hearns  got  his  third 
title  by  beating  Andries. 

“The  potentialities  of  this 
fight  were  Obvious.  Hearns  has  a 
big  following  in  Britain  and  has 
always  said  he  wants  to  come 
back  here."  The  last  time 
Hearns  boxed  in  Britain  he  was 
an  amateur.

Scruffy  dressing  and 
lateness  are  not  tolerated:  neither  Sillett  nor 
Cunis  has  ever  been  late  for  a training 
session,  ■ 

When  I first  met  Curtis,  a 21-year-old 
captain  in  1 961.  it  did  not  take  me  long  to 
decide  that  he  and  I would  take  on  any 
Other  two.  Given  his  head  Curtismight  well 
have  done  it  all  on  bis  own.  Sillett  has 
never  lost  faith  in  his  own  coaching  ability, 
although  some  others  have;  his  strength  Is 
having  been  to  bell  and  back  before:  He  is  a 
contented,  wiser  man  now  and  no  player 
has  a problem  either  on  or  off  toe  field  that 
is  not  understood. 

I think  the  players  respect,  perhaps  even 
like.  Curtis  and  Si  lien  but  they  would 
not  dare  cross  them.  Perhaps  their  major 
training  triumph  has  been  to  resuscitate 
Regis  and  Bennett,  players  of  outstanding 
natural  gifis,  who  had  slipped  bade  into 


limbo.  Life  has  became  worth  living  again 
for  them,  but  not  for  opposing  defenders. 
In  Peake  and  Ogrizovic,  the  goalkeeper, 
they  have  players  comparable  to  any  in  the 
highest  class.  The  supreme  gift  of  both,  in 
short  supply  in  most  teams  these  days,  is 
their  readiness  to  accept  responsibility.  Do 
not  look  for  Ogrizovic  on  his  goal  line  nor 
look  for  Peake  anywhere  but  where  danger 
threatens.  McGrath,  a home  growm  player 
who  will  probably  shadow  Hoddle  in 
midfield,  most  exemplifies  the  unselfish 
Coventry  spirit  with  non-stop  running  and 
absolute  commitment 

Is  there  a danger  of  this  Sky  Blue  frenzy 
incinerating  Coventry’s  proved  sense  of 
purpose?  1 think  there  is.  If  anything 
weakens  their  Wembley  thrust  it  will  not  be 
the  five  games  they  have  played  in  10  days; 
that  is  only  physical.  A danger  has  arisen 
through  coping  with  the  burdens  of  success, 
which  may  have  siphoned  off  some  of  their 
passionate  commitment  to  each  other  and 
the  cause.  Sometimes  failure  is  a less 
destructive  bed-fellow. 

My  advice  to  them  is  to  clasp  hands, 
renew  the  bonding,  remember  where  they  ‘ 
came  from  and  draw  strength  from  toe 
feDowship  which  has  brought  them  thus 
far;  that  could  be  their  salvation  and  set 
David  neat,  toe  Tottenham  manager, 
searching  for  the  words  to  accept  defeat  in 
his  customary  eloquent  fashion.

The  committee  wQl  act  in  the 
wake  of  Monday  night'seame  at 
Evert  on,  when  David  Pleat,  the 
Tottenham  manager,  left  out  10 
of  toe  side  who  are  expected  to 
face  Coventry  City  at  Wembley 
on  Saturday.  Pleat's  dairo  that 
seven  members  of  his  first  team 
were  missing  through  injury  and 
that  he  had,  as  toe  League  had 
insisted  24  hours  before  the 
game,  selected  the  strongest 
available  line-up.  is  unlikely  to 
ward  off  severe  punitive  action. 

“We  have  not  firmed  up  any 
inquiry  yet,  although  it  is  likely 
that  toe  management  com- 
mittee wifi  discuss  the  matter  at 
its  next  meeting,”  Andy 
Williamson,  a Football  League 
spokesman,  said. 

“We  did  know  in  advance 
what  Tottenham's  proposed 
line-up  was  to  be  and  obviously 
it  was  selfevident  that  we  would 
have  to  launch  an  inquiry.

Trainer  lands 
himself  in 
troubled  water 

Mick  Clarke,  the  Chester  City 
trainer,  was  bound  over  for  12 
months  by  Wrexham  mag- 
istrates yesterday  after  admit- 
ting that  he  drenched  dozens  of 
football  supporters  with  a 
bucket  of  water  in  March. 

Magistrates  were  told  toe 
incident  happened  following  a 
late  equalizer  at  the  Wrexham  v 
Chester  match.  Huw  Evans, 
prosecuting,  said  Clarke  was 
seen  by  police  giving  a two- 
fingered  sign  to  the  crowd. 
Faced  with  angry  Wrexham 
supporters  spitting  abuse. 
Clarke  picked  up  a bucket  of 
water  and  threw  it  into  toe 
crowd. 

Magistrates  heard  that  an 
apologetic  Clarke  told  police 
after  the  incident:  **I  was  out  of 
order,  and  I am  sony."

The  enthusiasm  with  which 
millions  of  British  youngsters 
bare  taken  to  the  sport  io  recent 
years  will  be  recognized  at  the 
House  of  Commons  today. 

Mr  Richard  Tracey  MP,  Min- 
ister for  Sport,  wQl  present 
Shereen  Brooks,  aged  nine,  with 
a framed  badge  for  achievement, 
gained  in  the  Coca-Cola  Awards 
scheme.  What  makes  Miss 
Brooks  special  is  that  she  is  the 

one  and  a half  millionth  bedding 
gymnast  to  attain  a badge  in  the 
'scheme  since  Coca-Cola  took 
over  the  sponsorship  five  years 
ago. 

Previously  the  scheme  was 
supported  from  its  launch  in 
1971  by  The  Sunday  Times  ami 
Tony  Murdock,  development 
director  of  the  British  Amateur 
Gymnastics  Association,  esti- 
mates that  during  that  period 
some  four  and  a half  million 
children  were  introduced  to  the 
sport.

Recent  indostrial  action  by 
teachers  may  have  carted 
participation  by  many  school- 
children. Bat  for  thousands  of 
primary  schools,  such  as  the 
Edmund  Waller  junior  school  in 
New  Cross,  which  Miss  books 
attends,  the  scheme  has  proved 
aa  ideal  activity  within  physical 
education.  Using  the  minimum 
of  equipment  it  provides  its 
young  participants  of  whatever 
standard  with  a personal  in- 
centive to  progress  at  their  own, 
individual  rate. 

Bob  Bellew.  Miss  Brooks's 
coach,  added:  “There  is  no  doubt 
that  the  awards  help  to  improve 
the  all-round  fitness,  co-ordina- 
tion and  confidence  of  junior 
perfonneis." 

Mr  Tracey  wffl  announce 
today  that  owing  to  popular 
demand,  the  scope  of  the  awards 
are  to  be  extended  to  cater  for 
pre-school  children  and  children 
with  special  needs.  Two  extra 
grades  will  be  added  to  the 
present  range  of  exercises. 

The  scheme’s  outstanding 
popularity  across  the  world  can 
also  be  measured.  Clubs  and 
schools  hi  69  countries  are 
employing  ft  to  start  young 
gymnasts  off  with  basic  skills 
and  movements. 

Miss  Brooks  may  never  staid 
on  an  Olympic  podium,  bat  tar 
achievement  is  just  as  signifi- 
cant.

Advance  in 
blood 
doping  test

A Swedish  scientist  claimed 
yesterday  that  he  had  discovered 
a method  of  detecting  whether 
an  athlete  has  been  “Wood 
doping"  to  improve  performance 
in  events  requiring  great 

darning. 

Professor  Bo  Bergltud,  of 
Stockholm's  Carotins  ka  In- 
stitute. toM  a medical  sympo- 
sium of  the  International 
Amateur  Athletic  Federation 
(IAAF)  in  Florence  that  he 
believed  the  use  of  Mood  transfu- 
sions in  sport  was  more  wide- 
spread than  ase  of  anabolic 
steroids. 

Blood  doping  involves  remov- 
ing a pint  of  a competitor’s  Mood 
some  tone  before  a major  event. 
The  blood  is  then  refrigerated. 
The  athlete  makes  op  the  pint  off 
blood  naturally  and,  just  before 
the  competition,  the  stored  pint 
is  reiufpsed  into  his  body. 

The  practice  is  prohibited  by 
the  International  Olympic  Com- 
mittee, although  there  has  been 
no  testing  because  of  the  diffi- 
culties of  detection.  There  have 
been  rumours  that  some  distance 
runners  and  cross-coantry  skiers 
have  been  carrying  out  this 
practice.

The  opening  fixture  in  the 
triangular  Rous  Cup  tour- 
nament  at  Wembley  on  Tues- 
day night  could  develop  into  a 
farce.  Both  England  and  Brazil 
may  by  then  be  so  far  below 
full  straigth  that  the  fixture 
will  be  little  more  than  a 
public  exercise  between  the 
respective  sets  of  reserves. 

As  Bobbv  Robson  was 
contemplating  the  possibility 
of  losing  more  than  a third  of 
his  England  squad.  Carlos 
Alberto  discovered  that  his 
position  may  yet  become  even 
weaker.  A domestic  dispute, 
which  could  yet  reach  the 
courts  of  Rio  de  Janeiro, 
threatens  to  cut  his  chosen 
party  almost  in  half. 

Marcio  Braga,  the  chairman 
of  Flamengo  and  a member  of 
parliament,  has  said  that  his 
club,  on  the  verge  of  compet- 
ing in  decisive  championship 
games,  are  not  prepared  to 
release  their  players.  He  will 
even  seek  an  injunction  to 
prevent  Ze  Carlos,  Jorginho 
and  Bebelo  taking  part  on  the 
tour. 

Braga  has  gained  the  sup- 
port of  the  chairmen  of  the 
two  Brazilian  clubs  involved 


South  American  champion- 
ship. Leone!  Martins,  of  Gua- 
rani, and  Miguel  Aidar,  of  Sao 
Paolo,  have  also  slated  that 
they  are  ready  to  join  him  in 
taking  legal  action. 

Carlos  Alberto  will  certainly 
be  without  Careca,  one  of  only 
six  remnants  from  the  World 
Cup  finals  in  the  squad.  He 
announced  that  he  had  with- 
drawn because  he  wants  more 
time  to  negotiate  his  transfer 
to  Napoli,  the  team  led  by 
Maradona  to  the  Italian  title 
last  weekend. 

The  problems  of  the  Brazil- 
ian manager  have,  momen- 
tarily at  least,  ushered  those  of 
Robson  into  the  background. 


But  the  FA  Cup  Final,  which 
has  delayed  his  plans,  could 
yet  reduce  them  to  chaos.  He 
has  dismissed  his  initial  inten- 
tion of  assembling  his  men  at 
Bisham  Abbey  tomorrow. 

“I  would  have  had  only 
eight  players  and  two  of  them 
would  have  _ been 
goalkeepers,"  he  said.  “As  it 
is,  anything  could  happen  this 
weekend.  If  there  is  a need  for 
a replay  in  the  FA  Cup  Final,  I 
will  lose  the  six  from  Totten- 
ham as  well  as  Regis  from 
Coventry.”

Birmingham  took  a foothold 
on  the  long  climb  to  re-esta- 
blish Britain's  administrative 
reputation  in  world  sport  when 
the  dly  was  elected,  by  die 
International  Olympic  Com- 
mittee (IOC)  here  yesterday, 
to  host  the  IOC  session  in 
1991. 

The  session  wiD  be  the  first 
event  at  the  Birmingham  £44- 
miflion  convention  centre, 
which  will  be  opened  by  the 
Queen  in  June  that  year.  It  is 
hoped  therefore,  she  may  also 
formerly  open  the  session  of 
some  90  members. 

Birmingham  won  on  the 
seventh  ballot  among  six  can- 
didates, defeating  Budapest 
36-35.  It  is  alleged  a Budapest 
supporter  was  out  of  the  hall 
haring  a cigarette.  Dennis 
Howell,  tiie  shadow  Sports 
Minister,  who  was  here  last 
week  lobbying  with  his  council 
members,  said  yesterday:  “It's 
very  gratifying.  Birmingham  is 
now  firmly  in  the  middle  of  the 
world  sporting  map.” 

Hosting  a session  has  no 
particular  significance  other 
than  to  demonstrate  a nation's 
sporting  enthusiasm.  Britain 
last  staged  a session  during 
the  1948  Games.  The  main 
business  of  1991  will  be  to 
elect  the  winter  Games  host 
for  1998.  Birmingham  are  op- 
timistic that  they  can  stage  the 
session  for  £250,000  if  they  at- 
tract sufficient  sponsorship 
and  corporate  hosts  to  share 
the  entertainment.  The  92nd 
session  here  is  said  to  have 
cost  flmillion. 

Among  those  campaigning 
for  Birmingham  have  been 
Joad  Havelange,  the  president 
of  FIFA,  and  Ivan  Dibos,  of 
Peru.  Some  say  Birmingham's 
election  is  a token  for  their 
failure  in  last  autumn's  elec- 
tion for  the  1992  Games,  and 
yesterday's  success  is  not 
thought  to  be  relevant  to  arty 
derision  on  (be  1996  Games, 
for  which  Birmingham  hope  to 
bid.
